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PREFACE TO VOLUME II. 

While the first volume of the nes edition chisfly differs 
from the firat edition by the more thorough description of art 
industrÿ, then appear in the second volure several important 
extensions of the series of monuments. This first concerne Po- 
hemis, for the description of #hich Professor EP. Cruetber, best. 
scquainteä #sith that country, has given assistance to me. Also 
I convey my sarmest thanks to my bonored friend for this impro- 
yement of the sork. Then comes into consideration the nen Chap= 
ter on Schlesnig-Holstein, certainly not basei on ny onn opig- 
ions, but on the contritutions of frienily local investi£ators, 
that however rast be entirely reliatle. Finally Hesse has re- 
ceived a separate Charter, nherein I coulà almost exclusively 
depend où personal observation, in order to more fully repre-. 
gent this important province. Likenise elseshere nill it be 
found that much nes has teen added; I rention 2r0on£ others the 
section on Kénigsteré, as nell as the more accurate chronolo- 
gical statement of the Danish Renaissance. T telieva that eve- 
ryshere «ill te noted the inprovingé and extendiné hand, parti- 
calsrly in regarà to the later publications. 

Therefore after extended labor and care, I confiäently pres- 
ent this nes offerin£é of à vien of the Cerman Renaissance bo 
the friends of our native art. Many valuable monuments indeed 
may well have escared my attention, but I venture to ass8uxe, 
that the gaobatantial outlines of my description, Lhat #23 n°- 
shere changed by the abundantly collected nex materials, #ill 
ecarcely require modification sith any further increase. The 
artistic and the general intellectual carrents by nhicb our 
Renaissance #28 formed and unideniatly broufht to light, and 
T believe that has been permanently ietermined, bon these very 
pecaliar, fanciful and aniratei arts are the proper expression 
Of that renenal of all life, ahich Cermang mon in tha time of 
the Reformation among battles ani storms, fall of youthful 
courage and freshness. Si 

In an emphatic aay the airs of my 3escription have Len pro- 
notes y tbe extraordinary increase of the illustrations. The 
naomter of illustrations has been increased fram 2ud in the fi- 
rat edition to 32, so that the book nos indeed btelongés to the 
bost richly and best illustrated norks of the literature of 
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the history of our art. I must here emphagize, that the merit 
of these valuable end exrensive illustrations is due to the 
publishers, to xhose nillingness I gratefully testify.

The stronsest contrast to Franconian and Saatian is formes 
ty Payarisa. SExtendiné from the snons and glaciers of the Alrs 
to the lon valley of the Danate, it early produced à bol4 ana 
skilful race of men, that meantime seemr to have been intended 
rather for quiet comfort in long accustomed conditions ani for 
untroutled mental enjoyrent, than for endless intellectual la- 
tors and progress. Until rost recent times Cerxan intellectual 
life here exrerienced no deerer requirements. In vain #e obs- 
erve each poserful free city, that in Srabia ani Franconis ss 
in all other Cermany «as already the seat of a manly and inde- 
fendent citizen class, that «as the refuge of a ronerful dev— 
elopment ot culture. Here the €hurch as protected ty the ron- 
er of the rrinces connected theresith, and early became the | 
raler of life. Eut even its most splendid times this di4 not . 
ghon itself so creative as in most other provinces of Cermany. 
Byen if "we ds not siah to deny abat Teéernsee, Freisiné and o 
other spiritual seats undertook for the culture of the middle 
ages, yet the entire province exhibits neither in the Romanes- 
que nor in the Cothic epochs monuments of the first rank, anû 
only at the end of the middle ages the citizen class of Land- 
sbut, yunich and Ingolstadt shons evidences of energetic end- 
eavors, though nonise nobly developed architectural norks. 

These conditions did not change sith the entrance into the 
nen time. Here indeed *#as also realized the poserful pressure 
for transformation of intellectual life, for deepenin£g the re- 
ligious opinions of the masses; Arsazius Seehofer, a pupil of 
Luther, himself knew bon to obtain even ir Munich numerous ad- 
herents to the new faith. But a series of very orthodox princes 
suppressed ty force these tendencies. Duke filliam I reigniné 
aith his brother Louis till 1534 and then alone antil 1550, is- 
aued the most severe religious mandates. À repugnant system of 
spyiné and informiné at the least suspicion tore peaceful cit- 
iîens from the arms of their families to cast them into prison. 
Even the bishops nere too mil for the duke; at the stake must 
many atone for the courage of their faith, and by the introduc- 
tion of the Jesuits he laià the foundation for that papal sub- 
jugation of the intellect, that even non bas exerted its ruin- 
ous effects. The university of Ingolstadt became the chief seat 
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7 
of the order, and Bavaria benceforth remainad the centre of t 
the nidely spun netrork, the capital Munich at the head. Will- 
iam’s successor, Albert V (1550-79), even increased the endea- 
vors of his predecessor, and foundeà for the Jesuits that pow- 
erful college #itb the church S. Michael in bis residence city, 
that mas to become a bulnark of the counter Reformation. By 
nise caclulation the order understood how to arouse and to be- 
xilder the senses of the multitude by pompous spectacles. With 
magnificence never before seen was their church consecrated, 
and in a fantastic Barocco musical drama under the open sky t 
the astonished populace san the archangel Michael fight his 
victorÿous battle against 900 devils. No less pompous "as the 
procession ”#ith the body of Christ placed on the stage, and 
splendidly staged representations of the sacred history in the 
Old and New Testaments did the rest bf their crude splendor. 
There appeared in festal costume all the saints of the Old and 
Nen Testanents: Adam and Eve were visibly naked, 16 Harias, t 
the last and most beautiful of whom came from the clouds; Cod 
the Father hinself, “who should be a tall, erect and stroné, 
sell formed person”, âs stated in the directions; “#ho bas in 
the face a resolute color anû does not appear yellos, copper 
colored or thoughtful; take a reguler #alk, look around lit- 
tle, and neitber seems sour or suiliné, but with fine propri- 
ety”. While the senses of the people sere thus confused, must 
the peasant let himself be pleased, that the most severe game 
lans make him defenceless against the destruction of his stan- 
diné crops; but against the field mice the prayers of the Chur- 
ch sould be arranged by the order of the duke. The éreatest 
care of the government however remained to ensure the land from 
contact smith Luther’s doctrines. The completion of these ende- 
ayors occurred in the reign of William V (1579-98) and even 
more by his son Maximilian I, the heaë of the Catholic.league, 
abo for his defence of Church inverests obtained possession of 
the upper Palatinate as #ell as the hat of the Blector. 

That under such conditions no mention of an independent spi- 
ritual life could occur is clear. Not that the Eavarian dukes 
lacked the sense of higher things; in their nay they cultiva- 
ted Knowledge according to théir poners and strove for the re- 
form of the cleréy anû the schools. But since tney placed'ail 
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under the guardianship of the Church, all free development re- 
mained afar; knowledge nithered to a neu Jesuit scholastics, 
and the souls of the people continued involved in dùll super- 
stition. We find here no trace of that freshness and fonée of 
civic life, as became embodied at all places in the rest of 
Cermany in érand monuments. The entire movement of the Renai-. 
sance lies in the bands of the princes, who in their splendid: 
castles and in rich buildinés bave erected imposiné monuments 
to their love of magnificence as *#ell as their bigotry. Alread- 
y duke William IV nas one of the most zealous promotèrs of the 
arts, his court nas a £atheriné place for artists of all kinds. 
He and his brother Louis first introduced the Italian Renaiss- 
ance into Germany by buildins the magnicificent palace in Lend- 
shut. The sonderful bloom of a foreisn ert was transplanted to 
northern soil, that must remein there isolated and without ef- 
fect. Yet higher rose the love of splendor in Albert V. Every- 
#sbere arose nes buildinés or decorations of those already ex- 
isting; in the castles at Landshut, Dachbau, Isarek, Starenburg 
sere incessantly built. On the Starenburé lake moved a pleasu- 
re fleet nith a magnificent gondola for the duke; his chapel 
had famous singers and musicians, before all being Orlando di 
Lasso, #hose penitential psalms in 2 precious manuscript, dec- 
orated by H. Melich's miniatures are still preserved in the 
library in Munich. Art norks of every kind, statues in marble 
and bronze, cut stones and coins, draminés and çaintingés were 
acquired, costly books anû manuscripts #ere purchased, amoné 
#bich aere the collections of HE. Schedel anf H. J. Fugéger. Th- 
ese endeavors «ere continued by duke William V; the court cha- 
pel was even enlarged; fixed sums nere set aside annually for 
the collection of paintinés, young artists were sent abroad, 
and famous painters #ere invited fro® foreign lands. À new 
palace, the later so-called Mexburé, was built by the duke in 
Munich; but even more splendid mere the church and the college, 
which he erected there for the Jesuits. À luxurious love of 
living penetrated from the court into all classes, anû it is 
characteristic, that tbe council at Munich must take a sleigh- 
ride annually on Sunday fs the three queens, to nbich tlie ent- 
ire city nas invited, a custom strongly retained by the duke, 
even #hen the magistrates subrissively recalled, that most 
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housewives sere preénant and the alleys mere without snow; ”whe- 
reon the duke ordered; drive on whether it snows or not”. 

One sees from this, that the expensive culture of art here 
must remain verely external, mhich could not fertilize the spi- 
rit of the people foriits omn creations. How the Jesuits mere ; 
invited into the country to defend the Roman priestly rule, t 
this art mas also introduced by foreign masters. From the ses- 
idence castle in Landsbut (1536) begins this tendency, that 
broke completely with northern customs and the reminiscences 
of the giddle ages; there is in all succeding buildinés in Ba- 
varia Italian art is of value. Since now this movement nas ex- 
clusively promoted from above, and did not press forth by nec- 
essity from the life of the people, it also #ecuired no inter- 
nally barmonious character. There are and remain in éreat part 
foreign masters, that rere called for the conduct of artistic 
undertakings: first Itali.ns and then Netherlanders traine in 
Italy. What is then retained of native poners mostly &elonés 
to the domain of the minor arts and of art industry. Whatever 
nas undertaken hereïin in Bavaria by natives proves, that there 
was no lack of talent in the land. Also the first attempts to 
naturalize the new school of architecture, that must have ent- 
ered unnoticed by the olà traffic routes over the Alps, those 
first attempts in the court of the castle at Freisiné, in the 
front building of the palace at Landsbut, in certain tombs at 
Freisiné end elsewhere, prove that the honest native masters 
sère already sufficiently prepared bo adapt thenselves to the 
nex. But insteaë of giving them an opportunity for important 
creations, from mhich #nould bave developeä à national Rensiss— 
ance as in Ssabia, Franconia, the Palatinate and the rest of 
Germany, it sas preferred to call in foreigners and to trans- 
plant the fully developed style of Italy into the north. So 
there originated a series of splendid builèinés of high artis- 
tic importance, but without innate connection nith the life 
of the peorle, and that me now heve to consider separately. 
It is indeed noc the German Renaissance, but rather the Ren- 
aissence in Cermany, that se find in Bavaria. 

Freisiné. | 

On the sunny hill on which rises the £ity of Freisingé, al- 

ready in the earliest times the spiritaal poser had sstablished 
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10 
a strong seat. The important Romanesque catheâral church and 
the neighboring former residence of the prince sith tbe build- 
inés belongingé to it was a city by itself. Ne first have to do 
sith the castle, “hich in its older parts and especially the 
north #in£g belong to the obscurely vacillitatinés Renaissance : 
norks in Cermany. Bishop Philip caused the builôiné to be erec- 
ted in 1520. Externally the castle is entirely simple, añtorer 
only rising next the church S. John, octagonal above and cover- 
ed by a domical roof. Toward the city on the north side is bu- 
ilt 2 simple rectanguler bay window. On the main facade look- 
ing east are seen traces of bold painting imitatiné ashlar #nork 
in gray on gray tones, beneath the windows being shields of Ba- 
rocco shape, above them being caps with foliage anû masks, vol- 
utes and shélls mith great alternations. Of these are later ad- 
ditions at the end of the epoch. Also the portal covered by a | 
depressed round arch is adorned by painted buûs and rosettes. 
At the south side extends an enclosed terrace, that in its el- 
evated position on the southern ridée of the hill affords a 
noble vien over the freen meadons intersected by the Isar. On 
tbe horizon are the tomers of Munich, behind #bich are the ér- 
and lines of the chain of the Alps, that terminate the beauti- 
ful picture. 

The main portal leads to a gatenay, that opens into a nearly 
sjuare court of moderate extent. Before the tno front wings of 
the building at the entrence side and the right, thus the east- 
ern and northern are placed arcades on heavy piers, in which 
the middle ages and Renaissance are mixed in a wonderful #ay.- 
Three stairs in three flights at right angles and nith landi- 
nés lead up to the lomer hall, tbe first being at the entra- 
pce, the third at the middle of the north wing in the main 
story, anû the second in the reentrant angle of both wings in- 
to a high ground story. Most remarkable is not this arrangement, 
but the odd style of the gallery accompanyiné the third story. 
For here alternate on short columns or piers five segmental 
arches on each of the east and north ninés, their sections 
consisting of cove and round in mediaeval fashion. All piers 
and columns are made of reû œarble sith a certain richness 
and exhibit a treatment varyins betmeen Cothic and Renaissance, 
the latter style from an unknown source. There are seen the 
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“ost sonderful freaks in #hich misunderstood antique forms st- 
rive for mastery with mediaeval customs. The pilasters or piers 
have on their shafts pretty surface ornaments in the style of 
the Renaissance. All shows a provincial master, that bas deri- 
ved his entire knonledge of the style as if from Purékmair’s 
soodcuts. This stonecutter”’s marks and the monogram À P are c. 
cut on a pier. The upper gallery is enclosed by a ôry btalustra- 
de, also of red marble. The upper arcades on the north mins 
have elegantly moulded Cothic ribbed vaults. 

In the interior are notable two beautiful halls in tbe érouné 
story of the east swing by a striking development of their vau- 
lts, that are decorated entirely by stucco in the developed 
Renaissance forms of an already advanced epoch. À rich stucco 
cornice at the height of the springiné line extends around t. 
the entire room exceptiné the deep nindon recesses. Consoles : 
richly ornamented by small angel”’s heads then form the start- 
ing points of the ribs of the vault, that are very elegantly 
moulded and ornamented by pearl beads, egé mouldinés anû sim- 
ilar forms. The ground form of it is a cross vault, entire at 
the middle and half vaults at both sides. The separate compart- 
ments are decorated by beautifully moulded borders in tbe form 
of varied medallions, the smaller ones filled by ninged little 
angels’ heads. In spite of the thick coat of mhitemash, that 
scarcely allons the fine members to appear, the impression of 
the room 20 ft. side and 40 ft. long is very harmonious. À se- 
cond hall of the same dimensions exhibits 2 vault with similar 
treatment bat different subdivision, rather less rich tut no 
less iiterestiné. 

In the principal story then the chapel lies at tbe north- 
east angle below the toner previously mentioned. It is 2 squ-- 
are :room, subdivided by tall and slender fluted cilasters, be- 
tueen xhich are arched niches sith shells. Omer it rises a sl- 
snder domedecorated by stucco reliefs of the evangelists #mith 
one of the Saviour in the middle. Fhe architectural details a 
are rather t o large anû dry for the little room, enû cross ar- 
ches and the other surfaces of the vauit have ligbt and eleg- 
antly tompnsed scrolls in stucco. The magnificent alter is evi- 
dently contemporary mith the other deloration and is dated 1621. 

The cathedral also fresents some things. The éntirerplan is 
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of not sufficiently valued importance. The stately Romanesque. 
basilica nith ite éreat crypt stands at the west and is connec- 
ted nith the old baptistery church S. John by later arcades, ‘ 
--- as shown in an allied byt earlier manner by the monastery. 
Church at Essen; dt the other side of the church S. John arca- 
des also extend to the castle lyiné still farther nest. But à 
at the east side the cathedral is enclosed by a cloister like. 
the church at Hildesheim, and is modernized indeed but affords 
interest by numerous tombs. The east end of this cloister is 
again formed by the so-called cathedral, a little basilica re- 
built in the Cothic time and with a polygonal choir endiné + à 
The entrance to the chapel is enclosed by an iron grille of & 
the Renaissance time. Several tombstones are of interest, not 
even by artistic importance, but indeed by the early occurrence 
op the Renaissance style. The first still tasteless vestiges 
of the nes time appear on the tombstone of the canon C. Harolt 
(d. 1513). The niches have round arches and the pilasters are 
in the character of the Renaissance, although the panels have 
entirely nild Gothic foliage. Heavy Renaissance frames "ith 
little sselled candelabra columns are found there on the lit- 
tle torbstone od P. Kalbsohr of 1521. The monograr À P evident- 
ly refers to the master of the arcades of the castle court. | 
From the same year is the tombstone of P. Lané with cupids and 
dolphins entirely in the Renaissance taste, but clumsy and hea- 
vy,indeed by the han of same master. Then in the cathedral + 
the side chapels have iron grilles of hiéh Renaissance nork 
sith à beauty and sealth of imagination, not easily found else- 
here. The high altar is a show piece of the commenciné Barocco 
style. Likemise the pulpit is richly carved and £ilded #ith a 
bigh fancifully composed soundingé board. | 
Landshut. jé 

The city of Landshut had already attained à certain importan- 
ce as the residence of Eavarian dukes. Alresdy in the 13 th c 
century the Trausnitz on the steep hill risiné above the city 
sas developed into a mighty fortress, whose artistic developr- 
ent will te rentioned later. Put below in the city mas built 
at the time of the flourishiné Renaissance after 1536 by the 
dukes William IV, Louis and Ernest a magnificent palace, that 
«as already composed in 153. It is one of the most remarkable, 
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earliest and rost perfect monuments of the Renaissance in Cer- 
any, begun by Cerman masters in a still varyiné style, but | 
then by invited Italians was completed in the developed style 
if their native land. When one passes in the main street of. 
tbe pictaresque old city the tasteless facades dating from & 
later time, he cannot suspect what splendor is concealed be- 
bind them. But an old engraviné shows us the original nature 
of the facade. tnas 8 three story structure above . high 
éround story openef by little windows and three portals, in 
the middle risingé a higher part like à tower. The snindows #ith 
their different caps, the rich frieze of the crowniné cornice, 
the borderiné pilasters at the angles, and finally the round 
columns aith several bands enû the segmental arch of the main 
portal give the impression of a sportive early Renaissance. If 
one enters the existing portal, he finds bimself in a vestibule 
(A in Fig. 219), from mhich at both sides rather steep stairs 
ascend to the upper story. The vestibule then #sidens to an-in- 
per hall E, #hose cross vaults rest on columns of red marble. 
This entire front building must be the nork of a Cerman master, 
that has employed here his rather misty presentation of the 
Renaissance. In fact ne learn that these parts belongs to the 
uaiters N. Ueberreiter anû B. Znitzel, a pupli of BE. Engelber- 
ger of Augsburs. The columns shon a misunderstooë sort of Com- 
posite capital and just as sonderful round base, to which are 
also added the vauilt ribs with mediaeval mouldingés. Put if re 
enter the great court of nearly square form C, the impression 
is at once changed, anû ke think ourselves transferred into 
one of the finest palace courts in Italy. On three sides are 
great porticos BitF, G, with Doric columns of marble around 
the court, at the rigbt anê left being covered by cross vaults, 
at the rear by an oval tunnel vault, the great vaults being 
intersected by side compartments. This last portico bas a par- 
tricularly stately arrangement, enclosiné at both ends in semi- 
circular niches, the vaults nith fine mouldinés in stucco and 
adorned by large and small paintinés of mythological signific- 
ance, the half does of the niches being divideû by lozenge f 
forms, in the panels being fine little figures in relief of 
the antique £ods; Light terra cotta colôréi on bromn érounûs, 
the whole smith 2 most happy effect. The upper walls of the 
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court facades are divided by slender Corinthian palasters of 
large scale, mhich comprise the principal story with its high. 
sindons end a little mezzanine story above. (See section in 
Fig. 220). The sindons have the severe classical form of the 
Italian high Renaissance with alternately angular and round 
cars. The n#hole undeniably shows the hand of an Italian archi- 
tect of the already rather severe or even dry tendency, to rb- 
ich Palladio, Vignola and Serlio peloné. The contrast with the 
front building could not be éreater. Actually duriné the con- 
struction, new masters, S. NWalch and Antonelli, were brought 
to continue shat haû been commenced, and these called yet oth- 
er masters from Mantua of the school of C. Romano: Eertèlommeo, 
Francesto and Benedetto mith 27 masons, while already mere em- 
ployed as:stonecutters N. Beora, Bern.rdeo, Caesar, Samarina, 
Victor and Zemin, all from Italy. It is thus an entire colony: 
of Italians from mhich comes the Renaissance here. It what re- 
lation the foreigners nere to the natives is shown, that the 
Cerrman stonecutters were paid neekly, anû that the Italians 
received 10 guldens monthly. In spite of the low mages the bu- 
ilding still came to 52,635 florins. 

The entire interior of the buildiné,;;that is executed entire- 
ly in the character of Italian city palaces, exhibits the same 
treatment, and indeed the hand of very skilful artists through- 
out. In the principal axis lies a doornay &, that leads to the 
alley parallel to the main street, It is covered by a tunnel 
vault divided into octagonal coffers. The érouné story has a 
number of important rooms, all vaulted anû decorated by paint- 
ing and stuccos. But far greater is tbe magnificence and art- 
istic expenditure in the rooms of the upper principal story. 
One enters eitber by the stairs of the front building or by a. 
side stair built of brick nith very lon steps, that leads up- 
nard at the right from the rear portico. I go into details; 
only this may be stated, that here is concerned a creation, 
that if it lay beyond the Alps nould be sougbt by artists and 
architects, studied and appreciated, while it is almost unk- 
nonn indeed in Cermany. Only this further; all upper rooms are 
vaulted, all ceilinés are subdivideë in manifold ways and wem- 
bered sith the most elegant effect and ornaments of stucco, t 
the panels are painted in fresco, the #hole in tre classical 
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style of the Italian high Renaissance, an artistic southern 
fruit on northern soil. I shall merely mention the little squ- 
are chapel in the left ning mith domical vault, the malls ele- 
gantly subdivided by a Composite order of columns and pilasters, 
the frieze and the ceiligns with excellent stucco decorations. 
Particularly the main frieze with acanthus scrolls, in which. 
angels play, is beautiful in desién and execution. Eut the #x 
shospiece is the great hall in the rear of the court nith nob- 
le proportions, about 27 ft. nide and tnice as long. The malls 
are divided by Ionic pilasters, nbose capitals sbon spariné 
gildiné. Between them are arranged medallions nith fine mytbi- 
cal reliefs, representinés the deeds of Hercules and otbers. 
The #alls are no unfortunately mhitemashed, but the éreat fr- 
ieze and the vault exhibit the originel decoration. And how 
beautiful! 

Particularly the frieze belongs to the most precious creati- 
ons of the Renaissance. There is read in golden letters on it 
the sell known proverb:- “The harmony of the small promotes æ 
affaires, the discord of the great destroys them.”But these 1 
letters are made in a charming play of roguish painted. cupids, 
the “hole sith a richnees of inventionand atundance of humor, 
that indeed a more charming frieze mith children has never been 
painted. Above it extends the depressed vaulted ceiliné "ith 
very besutiful subdivisions. In the great éctagonal main pan- 
els are seen in fresco the most famous men of classical antiqg- 
uity from Homer donnnard; on the to end nalls cf the hall are 
represented the artists Zeuxis, Phidias and Praxiteles, to whom 
às addeë Archimides. In the small panels of the ceiliné, scenes 
of classical antiquity are painted in gray on éray, anû as an 
egclosure serves a blue ground with golden banäs and loops, ”i- 
thin s#hich «bite gens are imitated on little medallions. The 
inner torder of the main panels finally consists of £gilded or- 
naments and members. The effect of the #hole is incomparably 
beautiful and telonés to the finest of its kind. On one door 
of the hall is read the artist’s monogram À V S, under this 
beinés F (perhaps“fecit”); then LH. 

Tf the decoration of thès hall aims at a glorification of 
classical antiquity, then the grand churd here struck is echoû 
in the decoration of'the other rooms. Thus is seen à little 
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square bathroom, the paintinés of its vaults being devoted to 
Acbrodite and allied figures; in the lunettes are little anti- 
que scenes painted on landscape gérounds, in the side compert— 
ments are soariné goûds of love, nith the use of Raphael’s fres- 
cos in the Farnesina, all in the most cheerful style, the walls 
being fully covered by magnificent floner tapèstries. The pain- 
tinés here shon a somemhat inferior hand, but like those of the 
hall, all bear the stamp of Raphael’s successors. 

This rich ornamentation, that continues through a series of 
lætée rooms, corresponds to the rest. The fireplaces in the 
rooms and the jambs of the doorxays are made of red marble in 
Classical forms. Strikiné is the smallness of the doors even 
those of the hall. Of:greater beauty are the leaves of the 
doors themselves, all adorned by intarsias, #hose scro!ls.be- 
loné to the most spirited and finest of this kind. They deter- 
iorate from lack of care, since not so much has been once done 
as to rub them with oil. 

À someshat different character is shown by the decoration of 
the uppor portico, which in the left nin£ forms the access to 
the chapel and the connection betmeen the front and rear buil- 
dinés. Its painted decoration indeed corresponds to the rest, 
but the portraits of princes likemise painted on the walls, 
inserted flosinély and boldly like the whole, witness the band 
of an artist trained in the Venetian school. The date is here 
1536, nhile 1542 is reaû in the great ball. We knos that H. 
Boxberger from Salzburg norked in the palace from 1542-1555, 
particularly on the passage of the cBapel, further in t#o halls, 
and painted the chancery of the toner. On the contrary the main 
hall #as painted bn tso artists from Mantua, one of them being 
the Antonelli before mentioned. Also L. Rospinger from Munich - 
is mentioned among the painters. - 

Ditferiné from all these norks is finally the spacious hall 
lying in the third story of the front buildiné, for it is lon 
according to northern custom and is covered by a nocden ceiliné, 
that in itself alone forms an art sork of the first rank. Alt- 
ernately restiné on larger and smaller consoles, that extend 
around the hail as a magnificent cornice, the ceiliné har a v 
very flat section, in order not to burden the lon room too bea- 
vily. In 40 great square panels, distribated 8 lenéthnise and 
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surfaces have masterly intarsias, light designs and dark grou- 
nds, each panel nith a different composition, full of fency : 
and inexhaustible invention. Shells and volutes are mingsled # 
with rosettes, scrolls and other leaf ornament. The character. 
indicates the end of the 1. th century. Most beautiful are the 
plant ornaments if the narrow anû long panels. Finally is to 
be considered the facade formed by the rear side of the palace. 
(Fig. 251). With the plain rustication of the éround story, it 
appears #ith high and partly coupled Doric pilasters, which in- 
clude toth upper stories in their colossal order, the express- 
ion of these already strongly inclininé to the tasteless treat- 
ment, into #hich the Italian high Renaissance so quickly falls, 
and that also occurs in the court facades. The entirel building 
is executed in stucco. 

Othersise the city is not remarkable from this epoch. The à 
distric offices near church S. Martin is à building of similar 
heavy arcades on stumpy piers also connected by architraves, 
fine vaulted large vestibule and stairway. On the contrery, ap- 
pears the opposite former house of the lanû assembly, now post 
office, with the magnificent frescos of animated character of 
those facades of uprer Cermany, that received their decoration 
e tirely by paintiné. the architectural members in tbe dry for- 
ms of the late Renaissance are kept light; in three rons betn- 
een tbe sindons are fully colored statues of Bavarian princes 
in darg brown niches; beneath the windows are medallions in 
bronæ color sith busts of Roman emperors: over the windoss 
are figures of virtues; the whole is rich anû harmonious, Às 
surertstof the building of the land assembly is named H. Pack- 
meyer in 579; the ducal pictures on the facade mere painted 
in +599 by H. C. Khnauft. But all this is far exceeded in 
importance by the Trausnitz. 

Trausnitz. 

The old fortress rises on a steep til at the south side of 
the city of Landsbut. At its foot the city extends northwaerd, 
its colossal principal toner of S. Martin seeminé to desire to 
compete with the height of the fortress, nbile to the south 
the vien strays over the smiliné green valley of the Iser to 
the snons of the chain of Bavarian Alps. The plan of the Traus- 
nitz extends tack into the early middle ages. Vestiges of the 
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late Romanesque style are recognizeë externally on the inters- 
ectiné arched frieze of the tro round toners, “hich flank the 
entrance, as nell as internally in the chapel with its excel- 
lent sculptures from the beginnins of the 13 th century. The 
entire building with its irregsuler form evidently dates from 
the most different times. Not merely ôt:the epoch of the midd- 
le ages but also of the Renaissance have wrought on it. 

If one comes from the city by the steeply ascending and win- 
diné foot path up to the castle, there presents itself at À 
(Fig. 222) the main entrance flanked by tro projectiné semic- 
ircular toners. These are probably parts of the buildiné of 
1204, when the simple watch-toner of Trausnitz nas tragsérmedt 
into a real fortress, in sbich in the same year duke Louis cel- 
ebrated his marriage. The fortress in its irregular plan foll- 
os the ridge of the hill steeply descendin£ tonard the city. 
The front angle is formed by a massive Wittelsbach tower C, 
which doninates the ascent to the fortress. If one enters thr- 
ough the extrance ball A covered by Gothic star vaults into t 
the great irregular court B, he has before him the two princi- 
pal sinés of the castle, that originally contained the living 
_ anû festal rooms. Here ere found first 8ll the rooms H and J 
now serviné as archives, once probably a single hall, the so= 
called Trausnitz, #bhose ceilinés rest on octasonal piers with 
Cothic pointed arches. At the south side numerous *#indows end 
tro projectin£é bay nindons afford a magnificent vien far over 
the land. Before them is placed a later added so-called Italian 
building K aith the famous fool’s stair L. On the other hand 
next tbe court are several subordinate rooms, at the angle be- 
in£ placed the nindiné stair Q; the direct access to the ball 
is obtained through a vestibule. À similar vestibule N leads 
to the old chstle chapel O sito its magnificent altar, rooû 
screen and the gallery for the masters, that is reached by a 
little ninding stair. At P lies the old sacristy. Aûjoining 
the chapel is then the great hall M with massive painted vaults, 
whose broad arches and ribs rest on octagonal piers. The other 
rooms were built for service purposes; at E is the kitchen, 
connected sith the mein building by the passage C. At D are t 
the liviné rooms for the attendants, and F is the sell H #nith 
the drasx sell extendiné to the bottom of the valley. The two 
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uprer stories of the principal building are faced by open arc- 
ades on both wings, whose segmental arches rest on piers, that 
are decorated by Dèric pilasters. This front structure with t 
sith the sbéair indicated at R on our plan #ere added after 1578. 
Although the forms are of little north and are only ekecuted 
in stucco sithout special care, yet the whole with the open 
stair and the “ide span arches of the galleries makes a pictu- 
resque impression, as shown by our Fig. 223. 

The upper principal story, whose flan is represented by Fié. 
224, has over the Transnitz tbe principal apartments, E and F 
being the chambers of the duchess, the former especially aff- 
ordiné by the bay ninôo” 2 noble vies over the landscape to t 
the distant Alps; at D is the great audience hall, whose ceil- 
ing is borne by two mooden posts. From thence one passes thro- 
ugh the connectiné room G into the throne hall H anû the side 
room I, shich again is directly connected by the vestibule H 
nitbh the Italian addition K and the fool’s stair L. By the con 
nectiné passage N these masters” apartments communicate with 
the princes’ gallery in the chapel O0. By the open gallery A 
one reaches the dining hall P, that is adjoined again by sev- 
eral living rooms, the middle one #mith an external Lay window. 
From the gallery B, that as a vestibule leads ts the masters” 
apartments , the room C was separated only at a later time. 
But a separate exit for the rooms of the duchess was arranged 
by the nindiné stair Q. All other rooms from R to Z were also 
reserveë for service uses. The third storw substantially repe- 
ated tbe distribution of the second, except being less richly 
ornamented. 

That the artistic decoration of the fortress Lelongs to dif- 
ferent times is recognized not merely from the character of i 
its art sorks, but also by a series of inscriptions. The date 
1529 is borne by the colossal stove in the Trausnitz, that 
shows the initials of duke Louis, anû in the oruarents varies 
betreen the middle ages and the Renaissance. The full early R 
Renaissance “with its éraceful forms then appears on the fire- 
place of the tournament hall in the upper story, nhich presents 
the date 1525. Then follows in the series an ornamental #ork 
of bronze castings, the bucket in the dram well of the court 
adorred by elegant ornaments, masks and scroll works. There 
is read on it"L. Peringer cast meat Landshut mhen men counted 
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1558 years A.H.J.P.( Albert duke in Bavaria). But the princi- 
pal part of the picturesque decoration belongs to the years 
1576-1580, for these dates are repeatedly read in the balls of 
the principal story. Thus the reiégns of Albert V and William 
V especially honored themselves here. The gallery nith the st- 
air originated ât the same time, 1573. Some parts are more co- 
arsely executed, dating only from 1675, from the time of the 
elector Ferdinand Maria. 

Here I treat only of the nork of the seventies of the 16 th 
century, which forms the-nucleus of the artistic treatment. 
This is limited to the rooms of the principal storw, et that 
time evidently the living and reception apartments of the duke. 
While the rooms in the story lyins above nere entirely loned 
sith nood, and exhibit both paneled walls as #ell as mooden c 
ceilinés, the latter nith fine subdivision and mouldinés, the 
#alls of the main story are completely arransed lor painting, 
so that not œerely the #alls are entirely covered by paintinés, 
but even the flat ceilinés have colored decorations. But the 
xaintinés are executed on linen that covers the *xalls like tap- 
estry, unfortunately now in great part in a condition of terr- 
ible destruction. Here ne have a third system of decoration of 
the rooms; in the paëace at Landshut are vaulted ceilinégs with 
staccos and frescos, the #alls likewise divided between relief 
and painted ornamentation, in the palace at Munich (to antici- 
pate this here) the nalls are intended for hanginés, the ceil- 
onés are nith oil paintinés in gilded frames, #ith relief orn- 
amentation on the connectiné friezes and vaults; finally in t 
the Trausnitz, aside from the rooms entirely designed for #ooû 
paneliné, a decoration of the principal apartments, ahere the 
relief is entirely omitted anû all is left to paintinés. This 
character in Éeseral bears the stamp if the contemporary Ital- 
ian mannerism, as then the executiné artists had evidently made 
their stadies in Italy. The supremacy of painting goes so far, 
that even the doors ad their framesork, «itb the exception of 
all nembters in relief, have only painted decoration; at most 
here and there on the ceilinés the little rosettes (#mhere. not 
even the ceilinés shon relief ornaument) afford a point of rest 
by their gildiné. But this is too much of the good, anû the e 
eyes vainly seek those bol forms of rhythmic divisions, that 
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21 
must subdivide every room, in order to bring it nearer to our 
perception. Of the character of the ornamentation an idea will 
best be given by the illustration (Fig. 225). It was drawn on 


the rooû block by the skilful hand of Baldinser from the phot- i 


ograph. In general the painting is in light and cheerful tones, 
tbe great principal pictures are enclosed by painted bands and 
friezes, nhich mostly shon on a light ground the slight ornan- 
ents in the style of antique mural decoration. To the best be- 
longs the audience hall, mhose ceiliné rests on two sooden col- 
uns. Indeed the great historica paintinés, aside froc their 
great injuries, are not quite excellent; but the wall bands 
contain on a light ground ornaments executed with spirit, and 
even more splendid are the enclosing members of the ceiliné, 
abich between the nine great pictures exhibit precious ornam- 
ents on alternately light reû and nhite grounds. Eut since the 
paintinés extends continually from floor to ceiliné and over t 
the latter, there is lackiné that systematic éredation and di- 
vision, that in all antique mural decoration, namely Pompeian, 


allows the entirety nith all its richness to appear so modera- 


te and guiet. Yet in detail then we find in the Trausnitz much 
that is charminé and even excellent. As furthermore Italian 
opinions have influenced it, one recognizes in many places and 
especially in that chamber, on whose ceiliné are seen the four 
seasons of the year in #ell executeû pictures. The upper enclo- 
sure here consists of a small frieze containiné tiny figures ; 
on à ahite ground, fantastic, as well as all sorts of carnival 
scenes and masked jokes in a splendid lightness of representa- 
tion. One sees that it “as the time, shen the eminent norld of 
Europe made pilgrimages to Venice and Rome, for the carnival 
and to participate in its most unrestricted bloom. | 

In a similar manner the fool’s stair presents in its master- 
1y execute but unfortunately cruelly injured frescos the #ell 
known gcenes of Italian comedy in nearly lifesize figures full 
of caprice and spirit. This stair leads from the éround story 
up to the highest story, and is decorated: by frescos from bot- 
tom to top, anû telonés to a separate part of the fortress, 
that is termed the Italian addition(L. K. in our plan). This 
contains but a fe” small rooms, rhose artistic treatment enti- 
rely ditfers from that prevailiné in the other apartments.

For here painting is excluded exceptiné in the before mentioned 
stairs. On the contrary all is ÿn‘relief and executed with a 
fex color tones on nhite ground. With this is connected that 
tbe rooms all have vaults of varied forms and divisions. In an 
anteroom with a simple tunnel vault the coloriné of tbe meñbers 
is limited to a bold blue, that alternates with mhite. In the 
principal room, 2 cabinet of rectangular form, that has 2 mir- 
ror vault aitb interestin£é compartments, not merely the divis- 
ions but also the memberinég of the ornamenteation is entirely 
fine and beautiful, executed with great skill as ornamental 
festoons of fruits freely risiné mask the main lines. The orn- 
aments are here in deep blue and £old on #shite éround. Finally 
it is to be mentioned, that in the principal story of the ent- 
ire building are established great green £lazeû terra cotta 
stoves, nhose inserts exhibit blue ornaments on white éround. 
True shon pieces of south Cerman terre cotte reliefs. 

As authors of the rich painted decoration is first mentioned 
to us the Netherlander F. Sustris, who painted in the Trausnitz 
in 1579 and 1580; then A. Siebenbürger, who already in 1564-1578 
sas engagsed on the spiral stair and the council hall, and also 
executed the gay scenes of comedy on the focl’s stair. Unfort- 
unately all parts of this precious decoration have endured al- 
xost unexpected neglect until in the most recent epoch. King 
houis as 2 chila of his time is #ell known to have hated the 
entire“pedantic”art --- discracefully destroyed it. Only since 
Hiné Louis II turned bis attention to the Trausnitz, perbaps 
the preservation of the still existing remains #ill be cared 
for. 

Munich. 

That such an animated city, so abounding in strength and fr- 
eshness as Munich in the Renaïissence time had no architecture 
of the citigen class, sbich could compete only afar with the 
monuments of the imperial cities of the second rank, is based 
on the conditions already described. In fact it #as here excl- 
usively the princes #ho promoted art and erected important tu- 
ildings. One of the most characteristic works is the court of 
the old mint, a vies of shose energetically treated arcades is 
given in Fig. 226. There are 9 arches in length and 3 in sidth, 
dry rusticated segmental arches in tro stories and restiné on 
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23 
short and stumpy columns, #hile the upper end more slender sto- 
ry exhibits plain Doric Ccolumns. In the grounû story the coln= 
mans have Ionic capitals with fluted neckinés, in the second s 
story'are Corinthian. Excertiné the third story the treatment 
is unusually bold and original in good ashlar masonry. The col- 
umns of the upper story consist of red marble. 

Then belongs to the érandest creations of the time the church 
S. Michael built by William V for the Jesuits in 1582-1597, ni- 
thout question the mightiest church creation of the Cerman Ren- 
aissance. The structure cost only Guriné the last ten years af- 
ter 1587 the sum of 131,344 florins, considerable for that time. 
Whether a member of the order of Jesuits aided in the prepara- 
tion of the plans,as indeed supposed, must appear more than qd 
doubtful. The undertakingé is so eminent in a technical struct- 
ural sense, that only a practical architect could hit on such. 
a conception; but also the artistic treatment is of a refine- 
ment, holding itself so far from the observed overloading of 
other Jesuit churches, that one must decide against rather 
than for the participation of a member of the order in the 
buildins. As master is named the stonecutter NW. Müller, born 
in 1537. He completed the vaults in 1589 and received for this 
a payment of 50 gulden, ”#hich did not prevent, that on account 
of the fall of a toner, he must spend 8 days on bread and #ater 
in the Falcon toner. Besides bim is mentioned F. Sustris, #bo 
after the fall of the tower lengthened the nave, raised anû f 
finished the choir. Then N. Egél nas dismissed in 1535, and f. 
Dietrich of Augsburé occurs in the same year nitbh A. Valiento. 
In the decoration of the building are named witb others the f 
famous casters of statues H. Cerherd and P. Candid, H. Weinber 
the painter and the sculptor H. Krumper. 

The interior (Fig. 227) has extraordinary beauty anû grandeur 
of proportions, with a moderate sinplicity of decoration, #hich 
the beauty of the interior yet enhances, so that no contempora- 
ry building in Italy can compare nith it. It is a single aisled 
nave covered by a colossal tunnel vault and accompanied by side 
chapels built betneen the piers anû #ith galleries over them. 

A transert with the height and depth of the latter lies before 
the choir. This again is narromed nexè the church, is elevated 


by several steps and terminates saith an apse. With éreat mastery : 
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24 
the lighting in so distributed, that the light chiefly falliné 
from the galleries and the transepts proûuces rich alternations. 
But what gives a biéh artistic advantage to the interior above 
all other contemporary church buildinés of Italy and the rest 
of the morld, is the unusual refinement of the decoration. In- 
stead of the favorite”fortissimo”in which the architecture of 
the time composed its brass band music by tbe strongest means, 
the sharpest contrasts and the most overloaded forms, there 
are here chusen for even the principal members only the most 
modest means of expression, doubled pilasters betseenithe cha- 
pels and salleries, the surfaces are moderately animated by 
statues in niches, the cornices are modestly profiled and the 
entire decoration is in #hite stucco nith 2 sparins use of gold. 
But before all the vast tunnel vault has an incomparable liéht- 
ness of free soariné, then instead of heavy coffers, thebtmen 
then loved to give the vaults, they are divided by light frame- 
nork into large and small panels, rhythmically suëdivided by 
cross ribs rising from the pilasters. The middles of the larger 
panels are charactrized by beautiful rosettes, to nhich are ad- 
ded in suitable places the delicate festoons of fruits, finally 
the entire interior has a figure ornementation, that in all $ 
éradations varies the motive of ninged angels’ heads and soar- 
ins angel forms. The clitaxiis placed on the axis of the trans- 
verse aisle by the noble circle of prayiné angels, that here 
seem to “watch over the threshold of the sanctuary. Finally is 
to be noted that all members in the finest character are most 
nobly animated by pearl beads, egé moucdinés, heart leaves, 
naves and similar antique forms. A11 main pilasters bave bases 
of red marble on plinths of a beautiful gras marble. The gril- 
les before the chapels are in smith’s work, manifold and beaut- 
ifully executed. Tao elegant bronze candelabras stand 2% the 
entr.nce of the choir. The high altar is 2 pompous work in tb- 
ree stories with coupleë columns. On the contrary with moderate 
magnificence are the choir staills up to the later Rococo crown- 
ing. The vase-like arms with masks, the fine Corinthian pilas- 
ters, richly decorateë on the lomer part of the sbafts by ân£- 
el’s heads, leaf anû flower scrolls, above being the inner en- 
closure of the panels sith plaited bands, the surfaces thus 
nith angels’ beads and festoons of fruits; below them are the 
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predelles nith angels” heads and cartouche shields, like friez- 
es, finally as terminations are shell niches, mhoch is a shole. 


Such beauty as that is but seldom found at this late time. 


In its colossal massiveness, the facade corresponds to the 
sixply érand character of the interior, yet witbout ëttaininé 
its refinement and charm. It is a structure with colossal sable, 
as original and independent as the arrangement of the interior. 
The conventional subdivision by the elements of antique archit- 
ecture usual in Italy must have been rejected by the master. : 
The immense facade is animated only by several rows of niches. 
of statues of Favarianr princes and Cerman emperors. Two éreat 
cortals of red marble in dry and rather Barocco forms are the 
entrances. Above them in 2 niche is the colossal bronze figure 
of S. Michael and the dragon. 

_ The adjacent Jesuit college, non the academy of arts, is an 
extended but plainly treated design with several courts, the 
first court #ith Doric hal columns and arches, that enclose 
the windows in the éround story. The facade next the street is 
simply executed in stucco, in the ground story beiné rusticat- 
ion sith Doric pilasters, the windons in the three upper stor- 
ies likesise having plain architraves, only in the appermost 
story with broken anû curved caps. À teasteless but imposiné 
barrack for the members of bhe society of Jesus oréanized-like 
soldiers. 

_ An extremely simple building is then the Nilhelwsburé also 
created under William V after 1573, now known under the name 
of Maxbur£, since Elector Maximilian occupieû it until the 
completion of his ne” palace. The forxs are bere carried to 

the extreme of tastelessness; the entire decoration of the fa- 
cade is restricteë to the alternation où three different tones, 
that produces a good and animated effect. The adjacent Fié. 228 
*ill illustrate this. Only the architreaves of the nindons are 
of stone, all else being of stucco. 

The largest princely palace of the Renaissance nas first Lui- 
1t ty Maximitiay I, when be transformed an earlier castle of 
the duke oy Munich into the splendid palace, that is now pres- 
erved in its most important parts. The oldest of the princely 
castles in Munich is the Ludwigsburé or tbe old court, erected 
by Louis the Severe in 1258 and again restored after the éreat 
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ourniné of the city in 12327.:Aÿpartiofrtsécoourt' facade nith 
the picturesque bay window even extends back tà that time: in 
the interior are the fine beam ceilings of the vestibules in 
the upper story and the portraits of princes painted on the 
all are yet remains from the Cothic epoch. In contrast to this 
oldest castle Albert IV erected after 1460 the so-called new 
fortress, that he furnished mith walls, moats and small toners. 
As evidence of his art sense he placed in it already a collec- 
tion of paintinés. Since the building was destroyed by fire in 
1579, William V erected the Wilhelmsburg described above, unt- 
il about 1600 Maximilian decided to erect the non existiné sp- 
lendid palace instead of the half burned castle. Accordiné to 
the plans and under supervision of P. Candid was the buildiné 
erected from 1600-1616 by the masters of norks H. Schôn and EH. 
Reisenstuel. The bronze works indeed in great part sere cast 
after Candid's designs by H. Krumper; from the painted ornamen- 
tation sere engaged C. Schwarz, U. Loth and other artists. I 
give in Fig. 229 the plan of the ground stors, and for the ex- 
planation of tëe principal parts of the plan may suffice à fer 
indications. 

The main facade is toward the west, anc is sufficiently so 
designated by the tno magnificent portals À and B, À third 
main portal lies on the north side at C, simply treated exter- 
nally than those, but the grand imperial vestibule leadiné to 
the erperor’s star E, mhereby is made the direct connection 
mith the living and state apartments. The manner in which the 
architect bas arranged the building nith regard to the then ex- 
isting parts of the old fortress (at R in the northeast nin£), 
and has erected it merits surprise. Just these parts were tre- 
nsformed by the new buildings under kin£ Louis ny Klenze, anû 
there arose the colossal but tasteless nortb facade next the 
court garden, that produced a rectangular termination for the 
court Q. Likenise the southern part éhs3t 2djoins the old courts 
L anû T sere transformed by the facade tonara the Max Joseph 
Place. These later changes are not sonsidereë in our plan, #b- 
ile the besutiful theatre from the Rococo time at S has been 
accepted. 

The cardinal points of the old plau are the six longer anû 
more richly decorated courts, in #hose form, artistic ornameu- 
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ornamentation and varied connections the architect has created 
“ork of the first rank. A1l1 refinements of the developed conc- 
eption, and a plan are brought out in this masterly and ground 
plan. The éreat square emperor’s court D stands in direct con- 
nection snith the emperor’s vestibule C and the north facade at 
one side, sith the mest facade end the main portal B and its 
three aisled entrance hall at the other. Further is given a 
passage to the great eastern kitchen court G, but in F is a c 
connection sith the narros and long chapel court C. This is its 


entire arrangement accordiné to only au elongated vestibule anûà 


places in relations the main portal À .od its three-aisled ent- 
rance hall H end through this the main fountain court N. One 
of the most ingenious ideas "as to place this court diagonally, 
and by polygonal terminations at both ends to obtain not merely 
a richer form, but also the freest transition to the principal 
axes of the buildiné. Then the hall H xith its three portals, 
beside #hich a bell toswer rises, corresponds to the similarly 
treated hall P, mhicb forms the connection nith the great nor- 
theast court. But between both lies the vestibule O, that in 
its polygonal form repeats the shape of the fountain court at 
small scale, aid afforës entrance to one of the main stairs 

of the building. At the opposite side of the fountain court 

is developed just as originally a triangular vestibule, that 
leads to the rooms adjacent there. | 
NNo less spirited is then arranged the antiquariuom M, which 
extenês for the entire length of the fountain court and at tbe 
eastery end stops in an octagonal domed hall, that with éreat 
skill is added in the edjacent space. At the northwest end the 
angle of the antiquarium projects into the érotto court arran- 
ge there. The architect utilized this motive and developed it 
into 2 regular polygéonal projection, placeë a fountain niche 
at the middle, anû thus has created the beautiful enclosiné of 
this quiet poetical érotto court, that is freshly remembered 
by every visitor to the palace. This precious little court, as 
sell 28 the neighboringé chapel K also belong to the more priv- 


ate parts of the plan and are accessible by little side portals. 


I shall only aëd, that in tbe ground story long vaulted corri- 


dors sith magnificent decorations extend to the principal rooms. 


So much already appears sell from this consideration, that the 
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28 
last reminiscences of the midûle ages fade here, nith nindiné 
stairs, bay s#indows, towers and other projections in favor of 
principles of modern palace architecture are omitted, but these 
make this more apparent in the variety anû beauty of the inter- 
nal treatment of the rooms than in the picturesque groupiné of 
the exterior. 

The artistic decoration of the vast entirety was originally 
restricted also on the exterior, not merely to the tro magnif- 
icent portals and the niche nith the figure of the Madonne on 
the facade, but found its extension in the system of frescos 
execute in gray on gray. The nearly complete disappearance 
of this decoration consistiné merely of paintinés, both of the 
external facades and also those of the courts so far neither 
alloned the #hole to be recognized or judged in its dreary end 
neg£lected condition. If one seeks on the basis of old represen- 
tations to restore the originally éray on gray painted decors- 
tions of the #2ll surfaces, he obteins a vien of the rich and 
animated splendors of the surfaceïornement of the emperor’s 
court. I give an illustration in Fig. 230, shich is due to the 
obligsiné éooûness of court architect Riedel, entrusted smith t 
the restoration. He has recently executed the restoration of 
the ol painting in the emperor’s court in the happiest may. . 

All Munich architecture of that time mas compelled to employ 
brick by the lack of cut stone, but not accordiné to the exam- 
ple of the middle ages or of the Renaissance of upper Italy "as 
this artistically treated, but it nas concealed by a coatiné 
of stucco. This stucco is characterized as merely a coveriné 
material by painted ornamentation. The proud facades of Auésb- 
urg smith their richly colored paintinés, the remains of that 
gay magnificence, shich at the end of tbe 16 th century aroused 
the astonishment of even a nèdéliygytraveled man like Michel de 
Montaigne, have been described above in their places. In Munich 
chiefly appears a simpler Gecoration, éray on gray, and of this 
kind nere also the paintinés of the facade of the palace. In 
the emperor’s court is a system of coupled Doric pilasters for 
the éround stors, over this being a Corinthian a Corinthian in 
the uprer story. Betseen the pilasters the wall surfaces are 
animated by niches #ith figure ornamentation, but on the larger 
nall surfaces the windows are arrangeë in pairs encicsed by a 
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great round arch, all members and panels abe adornédity masks, 
festoons of fruits, volutes and obher ornamental forms. The 
grand proportions, the happy anû clear divisions, the rich and 
yet not overloaded decorations lend the whole the impression 
of eminent diénity with the simplest means. First in connection 
aith such decoration the magnificent portals of the exterior 
receive their full effect, that it is hoped by cautious mi 
ration may be again brought to light. 

These tro portals, one of #hich ie given in Fig. 231, are 
constructed in a roderate Parocco style in that severe Doric - 
rustication, then favored as an“expression of princely dignity 
and gravity. Executed in red marble, surprising by the refine- 
ment of its members, evidently so treated with reference to 
the painted decorations. Over the side portals lions support 
the Bavarian arms, griffins the arms of Lorraine, the latter 
sith reference to Maximilian‘s first wife, Elisabeth of Lorr- 
aine. The interlaced initials of both on a crowned shield of 
arms form the climax of the entire structure. With great skill 
is a windon of the upper story then inserted in the design of 
the portal, so that it rises with its rich and rather Barocco 
architecture between the tno cut fragmentary gables of the su- 
perstructure. The latter are adorned by reclining figures of 
the ruliné virtues, tno on each portal, Of figures of bronze, . 
also the tro magnificent lions, #hich keep guard before each 
portal and have arms with allegorical devises beside them. Th- 
ese bronze #orks an those in the interiors od the courts serre 
cast in a masterly manner by H. Krumper. | 

To the earnest splendor of this portal corresponds the grand 
marble niche in the middle of the facade, which contains the 
bronze figure of the yadonna as the protectiné patroness of 
Bavaria (Fig. 232). Here the ornamentation is of high refine- 
rent, namely the precious bronze lantern in tbe substructure 
and the capitals of the pilasters originally and spiritéaty 
composed of angels” heads with festoons of leaves. One is sur- 
prised to find in this epoch so much sense for the lovely tre- 
atment of the details. Even more extensively nas sculptuse em- 
ployeä on the splendid fountain of the fountain court, that is 
one fe the NIEURPICORE sorks of the time, as rich os plan anû 
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together in the little grotto court, that with its cool érotto 
sith the shell overleys on the walls afdithe paintinés of the 
vaulted ceiling, the open portico enclosiné the principal side, 
the lawns and sbhrubbery animated by statues, and finally the 
xell neighed and finely draduated architecture of these enclo- 
sing walls, as a real jewel of artistic conception and poetical 
effect. 

But the purpose of the architect in the great building mani- 
festly nas to save the chief effects for the interior. First 
is already the emperor’s vestibule, where is a free entrance 
from the court garden, just as dignified in plan as beautiful 
in decoration. The imposing room of about 50 ft. wide and 68 
ft. long is covered by nine cross vaults, that rest on four 
great Doric columns of red marble. The high vaults exhibit the 
spirited painted ornaments on 4 white éround in the character 
of the well known antique mural painting. The light fancifui 
framerork of the architecture is interrupted at the middle, so 
that à vie” in the blue sky seems to open. The middle vault 
has a richer painted perspective architecture, which rises from 
bronze colored hermes in the angles. If one turns to the left 
from this room treated in the precious spirit of classical an- 
tiquity, be reaches the emperor’s stair, that in a single fli- 
ght broken by several landinés, but in grand dimensions, leads 
to the principal stors. The inclèned vauits of the stair are 
divided by stucco ornements in a refined way, but the panels : 
are animated by fresco paintinés, light and at tbe same time 
rich. On the landinés of the stair the main #all contains mag- 
nificent niches in mhich stucco with colossal statues of Bava- 
rien princes, the smhole nith a truly majsestic effect. All oth- 
er stairs of the palace, although more modest in scale, are s. 
similarly treated with stucco anû are partla adorned by frescos. 
To give an idea of this ornamentation I gave in Fié. 98 in Voil- 
ume I a part of the decoration of the vault of this stair, that 
leads to the living apartments cf the elector. Fig. 233 afforûs 
a plan of this stair and its great landiné. En the same manner 
are adorned not merely the different stairs and vestibules, but 
also particèlerly the great galleries, that in imposiné leréths 
accompany the entire facades of the sninés of the palece, shen l 
they extend before the living rooms as cornectiné passages. | 
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Everynhere with these decorations the architectural main lines 
are emphasizeë as ground motives, the éroins of the vaults in 
the galleries, shere the side compartments intersect the tunnel 
vault. Thereby results a clearly visible phythm, that bas a t 
tranquiliziné effect aith all the richness of the ornements. 
In the decoration itself prevails a finely drawn scroll morxk, 
alternatiné with many sorts of fantastic masks, and enclosiné 
in beautiful sosettes. Petween genii nith all kinds of emblems 
in boldly framed panels, these frames membered by pearl beads 
and cyras. The larger surfaces as a rule are reserved for fres- 
co paintinés, that are mostly allegorical. Their clear and FE 
géht colors contrast effectively with the nhite stucco, whose 
treatment is distinéuisbed by refinement anû sharpness. When 
one considers the extrere multitude of still existing &ecorat- 
ions, then must he be astonished by the wealth of the floning 
lightness of imagination. But also the purity of the style 
justly arouses surprise in the time of tha beginning Barocco, 
“ben many Barocco elements are freely mingled, thus with these 
sorks in comparison with the contemporary Italiar and with the 


overloadeë bombast of the partly still earlier in Fontainebleau, 


they are almost classical. 

The living apartments, thet bave remained even from the time 
of the elector Maximilian I, are chiefly groupeû around the em- 
peror’s stairmay. The great hall #as 52 ft. nide and 118 ft. 
long, and indeed sas entirely destroyed by Klenze’s rebuildiné, 
buta number of chembers remain substantially untouched. The 
malls sere intended for tapestries, of #bicb a great number are 
still untoucheä. The #alls nere intended for hanginés, of mhich 
a great number are still possessed in Munich. fhe ceilinés #ere 
composed of nooden panels, #hose members nitbh mocdest relief anû 
sparingé éildiné serve as fhares fr the insertec oil paintinés. 
Here also prevails the mode of treatment developed io Venice, 
and 2 master of the Venetian school is also indicated by tbe 
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colorin:: of the paintings. The junction of #all anû ceiling af- | 


fords à éreat cavetto with a xide frieze covered by stucco or- 
narents. The architraves of the dsors in bolé Doric forms are 

esghozed of stucco marble. Likenise the fireplaces are treated, 
yet occur also those more magnificent with white marble and p 
precious sculptures. The very noble magnificence Mn à corr- 
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corresponds to shat the art joinery of the time has added, whe- 
ther carved tables or the no less stylishly treated leaves of 
the doors sith beautifully moulded frames and fine intarsias. 
Even the ironsork on locks, hasps and hinges manifests the ele- 
vated state of the art industry of the time by the beautiful 
plated sork with inlaid ornaments in gold. 

One reads in the chambers mostly the dates 1612, and 1617. 
Actually when one conpares the barmonious treatment of these . 
rooms even in the least important thinés in their refinement,. 
nith the uninterestiné parts built under Klenze, where before 
all the lack of all finer art nork appears throughout, he must 
then admit, that we can learn very much from that time reviled 
as Parocco. 

Of rooms belonginé to the same epoch I mention only the col- 
ossal “Black hall”for the £uard and the old castle chapel #ith 
its magnificent stuccos, but particularly the antiquarium with 
its excellent frescos in the style of antique mural decoration, 

a true model of a room for such a collection. 

The Black hall is directly accessible from the fountain court 
by a stately stair, bas very éreat dimensièns, and on the vaul- 
te ceiliné are painted porticos on columns, at a colossal sca- 
le in perspective. The doornays and firepiaces of black marble, 
the floors are of “nhite and red marble tiles. The chapel is a 
triple structure richly adorned by stucco reliefs, surroun@ed | 
by three stories of éalleries, which nere intended for the mas- « 
ters 5 the different érades érades of courtiers. But that very 
particular beauty of the interior and decoration of the antig- 
uariam, #ith the elevateë platform at the upper end, while at 
the other the octagsonal hall forms the termination. The loné 
tunnel vault sith its side compartments is sdorned by decorat- 
ive paintins in the style of antique mural paintinés. carved 
chests are desisneé to receive the smaller art works and sur- À 
rounà the walls, marble busts are placed in the window recessesM 
Another series of chambers from the time of the elector Ferdi- ) 
nand Maria already exhibits a more Barocco decoratéon anû far 
greater magnificeuce, namely a greater coveringé with gold. Es- © 
pecialls the so-called Papal chambers are distinguished by the-# 
ir splendor anû luxuriance. But the Rococo also finds its rep- 
-resentatiou iu the so-called rich apartments of the time of 
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Charles VII. Whoever Knows the costiy-and'fortunateiysrestored 
little palace theatre, can form an idea of the éraceful charm 
of its rooms. Here the decoration is exclusively £old ornaments 
on shite ground, corresponding to the style. The sleepiné cham- 
ber saith the colossal state bed arouses general astonishment; 
but the room for Japanese vases, nhose walls are entirely orn- 
amented by small porcelain vases on gildeë consoles; further 
the chamber having the bold little pastel pictures in mostorn- 
amental £éolà frames; finally the chamber #ith embroidered silk 
tapestries of Chinese ”#ork, scences of the life ere there rep- 
resented on a black éround. 

I have briefly toucheë upon only the most essential parts 
of the still magnificent entirety in spite of all destructions. 
If one seeks to restore the origsinèls in imaginatiou, he aûds 
the ornament of the entirely painted facades, estimates the 
magnificence of the decoration, the abundance of precious ob 
jects and art treasures of every kind, nbich the proud building 
encloses, then he understands the amazement of contemporaries 
and of succeediné generations, that called the building tbe 
eighth nonder of the worlô (for examvle Pallavicino, p. 1);ne 
also understands that Custavus Adolphus should lement, that the 
palace could not be taken on rollers to Stockholm. But no less 
pertinent is that other sayiné of the great Swedish Éiné, in 
xhich he calls Munich a golden saddle on 2 miserable horse. 

With a nork of devotion the elector Maximilian terminated bis 
activity in buildiné at Munich and at the same time the creat- 
ions of this epoch. This is the column of S. Maria erected in 
1638;:as a result of a von in consequence of the victorious bat- 
tle on the White hill near Prague, on the Schrannen Place in 
honor of the protectins patroness of Bavaria (Fig. 234). A mork 
of excellent proportions, powerful in forms and happy in eleva- 
tion. On the angles of the marble balustraëe are four bronxe 
lanterne, on the corners of the base are heavenliy narricrs in 
animated combat with dragons, serpents and sirilar monsters. 
On the cromn of the pedestal is intermediate with the base of 
column, are little winged angels” heads of bronze with animated 
movement and beautiful outlines. Also the statue of the Madonna 
belongs to the best time. It was cast by H. Krumper; the monu- 
ment was executed by P. Kônié according to a drawing of Candid. 


Nothing of the love of rich colors of the epoch on the facadesu 
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of houses seems to be Éreserved. Only on the meat market is & 
seen, indeed already from the late time of the 17 th century 
a dry and cheerful fresco decoration. Especially well painted 
are the gray painted trophies composed of a quarter of an ox, 
a killiné hatchet and similar elements. 


What may exist in the region of upper Bavaria, as in NWasser- 
buré, Puréghausen, Braunau, Laufen and other places in remains 
of that time, I cannot state. On the contrary a little painted 
house facade in Berchtesgaden struck me, not even of artistic 
sorth, but characteristic of the cultured life of the epoch. 
Painted Corinthian columns enclose the corners:; tbe windo”ns in 
both stories are enclosed by cartouches and volutes executed 
in gray on éray, between which extend festcons of fruits, tbat 
are also stretched from one n#indow to another. At the lower 
xindonss are ornamentally suspended trophies of hams, sausages, 
ducks, fishes and the like. On the window caps are bhumorous s 
scenes, shere apes parody human acts, for example a dance, #h- 
ere the dancers anû musicians are apes in men s costumes; à £ 
great orchestra in which tbe players at the organ, the bass, 
clarinet and the other instruments are all apes; then a proc- 
ession of Bacchus, mhere the god of wine on his chariot is dr- 
ann my apes; farther beconw is the ape as a money Changer; Emo 
apes are playing chess; finally at the middle are apes in cos- 
tumes of elegant cavaliers huntiné, ën the foreground the bare 
placed by a #hote pointer, in the background being stags and. 
chamois on the mountain peaks, with the verse:- “The hare have 
you slloned to escape, then violence #ill be right.” Such gay 
and original works cause the loss of many similar creations d 
to te doubly regretted. | 

In Mittenwald is seen on the principal street a richly pain- 
ted facade in the nildest Barocce with twisted mouldinés arû 
the like; over the nindons are vern amknard busts cf the apos- 
tles, in the middle being the annunciation,; 211 still very £gay 
in color.--- Carmisch still possesses many painteë facades; t 
that oï the Husser inn stiil shows, although restorea, Renais- | 
gance motives in the angle columns, the architraves of the #in- 
dons, their caps sith antique medallions of emperors on blue 
érounds, floser wreaths and acantbus scrolls. From an apparent M 
nindow of the upper story a hussar and another officer seem to 
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look; even this illusion trick is in the spirit of the Renais- 
sance. All tbis is very éay and droll. Another house sbons 8 
painted facade from the middle of the last (13 th) centurw,en- 
tirely smith the canopied Rococo scrolls; finally the facade of 
the dispensary in the forms of the beginning Empire style, dec- 
orous in éray on éray, with classical frets, vases, little hanô- 
kerchiefs and the like. A proof of ho” long continued there the 
enjoyment of the painted ornamentation of houses. 
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Charter XII. Austrian Provinces. 

The previous consideration of the south Cerwan provinces has 
shonn us, that the independent developæent of the Renaissance 
goes together mith the general revival of intellectual life, 
anû that in Cermany this rises to a special stamp, nhere that 
revival is perfected, thus mhere the Reformation and the freer 
elevation of scientific and literary creation appears. The Pro- 
testant imperial cities and in competition nith them the courts 
of princes devoteë to the Reformation, of Baden, Nfurtemberé, 
Saxony, Brandenburé and the Palatinate, are the zealous promo— 
ters of shat ne term the Cerman Renaissance. On the Ccontrary 
the Catholic court of the Wittelbachs is inferior to none in 
zeal for the culture of art, but it engeged in monumental cre- 
ations not through promotion of the Cerman Renaissance, but by 
the rigid introduction of a foreign art, the Italian, mhich 
bad ÿjast as little connection with Cerman life, as the Jesuit . 
order introduced by the same princes. Under the papists of Cer- 
many at that time, mho sought by all means to restore the sup- 
remacy of the Pope, appeared as if instinctively also the dep- 
endence on Roman art as a principle. Only bishop Julius of Wür- 
zburé makes an exception, since in SO many buildinés nes expl- 
oyed the Cerman Renaissance nith full decision aftercattainigg 
mature development. +ut as stated, be is a fhite raven, that 
cannot overthrons the general fact, that the cerman Renaissance 
nith the cther cultured life, is very intimately connected "nith 
the Reformation. Ne shall also recoknize the same condition in 
north Cermany. 
© In the Austrian provinces, of mhich ne only take into consid- 
eration the cisleithian, ne again meet #with other anû very pe- 
culiar conditions of culture, that bave a very peculiar condi- 


tion of the Renaissance as a result. The lanûs of the Asstrian 


empire mark, blessed by every charrm and wealtb of nature, app- 
ear as frontier lands, as advance posts of Cermen culture aga- 
inst the Slav-Magyar east, as transmitters où the highly devel- 
oped civilization of Italy in the south. The Cerman races in 
Austria, inferior to none of the other races in physical and 
intellectual abilities, received by the peculiar conditions of 
their geographical situation an enhancement of their national 
talents, that especially makes itself recognized as vivid imag- 
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imagination end an elastic sense of life. How this natural tal- 
ent as expanded in the domain of art and particularly in the 
_realm of music, and from Haydn anû Mozart to Schubert created 
a norld of most precious tone products is known to all. But al- 
s0 a joyful pleasure in the animateëd phenomena in the morld, 
in the charm of pleasiné forms is the direct consequence of th- 
ose conditions. In constant contact sith many different races, 
Slav, Magyar and Romanish, the “erman people there had many 
mixtures of foreign blood, not sufficiently strong to produce. 
its own art, but sufficient to cause more rapid pulse beats, 
and until oo» days to give the Cerman-Austrians a touch of you- 
thful freshness. 4t the same timeresulted from the éeographical 
location the trofolà activity if giving and receiving, of rej- 
ection and of acceptance. On the east opposed to 3 people “nith 
a lower grade of culture, they mere the bearers @fd distribut- 
ors of European civilizatiou, Cerman education, #rhose palladiur 
they were very often compelled to defend in hot combats against 
the hordeë of the Orient. On the contrary at the southopposed 
to the anciently founded culture of Italy, they mere called f. 
first to accept and distribute it. 

These conditions are already recognized in the mediaeval non 
uments of the land. With great power about the end of the Ronm- 
anesque epoch, this style substantially as it had developed in 
the middle anû southern provinces of Cermany was adopted here 
and even in Hungary and Siebenbürégen was employed on splendid 
monuments. Certainly neither in the combinations of the inter- 
ior, nor in the memberiné end groupiné of the exterior, nor f 
finally the structural principles produced nothing nes. In all 
these points Austria simply received that already expressed, 
to transfer it to à éreater circle. But indeed here the joyc 
contained in the spirit of the people in the cheerful beauty 
produced a series of ornamentel norks of the first rank, such. 
as the portals of S. Jak, Trebitsch and Tischnovitz, the colos- 
sal portal of S. Stephen at Vienna, the noble cloisters of Zn- 
etl, lilienfeld and Heiligenkreutz. But mesides this there al- 
ready frequently penetrated from the south the art of Italy, 
as particularly shown by the lion portals of Bozeu, Craz and 
Salzburg, the crypt of 100 columns at Curk and others. This 
rich culture jife must have attained its climax in the Cothic 
epoch, sben the development of the citizen class, with us the 
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most conerful supporter of Cothic, had thus kept equal pace # 
asith that in the rest of Cermany. But just as re found in Bava- 
ria, the development of the municipality in Austria after the 
14 th centurw remained notably backward. Only in Bohemia under 
the art loving Charles IV did Cothic flourisb nith importance, 
anû only on the cathedral S. Stephen in Vienna, this with its 
incomparable toser is a monument of the bighest rank bere test- 
ifying the the great strength of the life of the Cerman citiz- 
en class. Put these are exmeptions; otherwise the Cothic has : 
no monument of the hifhest importance to show, in spite of ma- 
ny original creations. | 

Besides this splendid period of the middle ages, however im- 
portant by intensity, the monumental art in Austria only stroné-. 
ly manifests itself in à second great period; in the time of 
the late Barocco style from the end of the 17 bh centurry to the 
middle of the 18 th. After the Reformation was overthrown, in- 
deed was exterminated,the cleréy in Anstria gave themselves up. 
to that norldly pleasure, that non manifested itself in demanû- 
in£ the mighty plans of pompous abbeys; but with the pride of 
the prelates competed the pride of the aristocracy in erectiné 
those palaces, “which before all have impressed on Vienna TT 
Prague their architectural expressions. One must say that in | 
the pompous, often majestically arranged voluptuous buildings | 
of that epoch snith all means of riotous decoration, extended 
the victory over Protestantisem mith baughty selfconsciousness. 

What lies betseen these tro epochs, between the middle ages 
and the Barocco time, the actual period of our Renaissance, in | 
spite of the many excellent creations, indeed isolated princi- ; 
pal norks of are artistic value, is yet scarcely to be brought | 
into comparisou with the undertakinés of other Cerman provinces. 
If one fully compares the great extent enû the nesalth of these 
courtries, the high gift from.four:of their races of people, 
from antiquity pure sense for artistic creation and cheerful 
splendor of existence here served, then niil on that with sur- 
prise and reluctance accept a fact, that so sharply contrasts 
aith all this, anû yeë impresses itself on the investiégator at 
every step. In fact in spite of so many isolated splendid crea-. 
tions, ne must state that the Renaissance on this soil sas tr- w 
ansferred here more by the favor of the great, than as protected 
and cultivated by the entire people, shoniné itself as a creat 0 
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nourished with its heart’s blooû. 

This is the more remarkable, that scarcely any Cerman provi- . 
inee the forms of the Renaissance passed into monumental use | 
so early as just in Austria. We find them isolated here already 
at the end of the :5 th century, that othernise scarcely occur 
elseshere.in Cermany. From 1497 dates the little portal nitb 
the arms of the family of Edelsperger in the Timasch house, al- 
so called Federlhofat Vienna. The magnificent portal of the er- 
tillery barracks in Wiener-Neustadt dates from 1524, the Jagel- 
lon chapel in the cathedral of Cracor from 1529, a Renaissance 
portal in the church at Klausenberg has the date 1528. A1l th- 
ese monuments, even preceding in time the earliest in the rest 
of Cermany, prove that the Renaissance of Italy had already e | 
early passeë into use in the most diverse places. How is it non u 
to be explained, that this hapoy art still here just remained 
isolated, instead of penetratiné the léèfe as elsewhere and en- 
riching it to the most complete expression? 

This question allows itself to be answèreë only by tbe glance 
at the general conditions of historry and culture. Although the « 
centre of the current of Cermen spirit was far removed, #hose 
climax in Œerteny is formed by the Reformation, with all zeal 
as at the beginniné. The peliefs of Luther found vivid sympathy, 
especially among the nobles anf in the cities, but soon among 
the country people everyshere in the archôuchy of Austria, and 
already about 1512 P. Speratus, the author of tbe song, “Heal- 
ing appears to us,” - -- preached the nes faith in the cathea- 
ral S. Stephen in Vienna. At the same time preached Turriano, 
as nell as the tno Cistercian monks, Jacob and Theobald, agai- 
nst the sale of indulgences and the snorship of images. Ferdin- 4 
nand I educated in Spain and was zealous against the new faith; 
the city councillor C. Tauber died in 1523 at the stake; other 
sacrifices folloned; B. Hubmayer nas burnea in 1528, and his 
no less resolute wife was dronned in the Denube, But after his 
elevation as Cerman emperor, Ferdinand became less strict; the 
constant danger from the Turks compelled him to seek emoné tbe 
states of the countrs contributions for the defence, and for 
these gérants be must allow the free exercise of religion. Unô- 4 
er his successor Maximilien II, whose indifference left still 
rore freedom to Protestants, the work of the Reformation #28 
so fully completed in Austria, that nearly the entire country 
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49 
to Steiermark and Carinthia, ewen into Salzburg and Tyrol acc- 
epted the nes faith. First with Rudolph II about 1573 arose t 
the Counterreformation, mhich was ended bp the calaitous reién 
of Ferdinand II, who was educated with his cousin yaximilian 
of Eavaria By the Jesuits in Ingolstadt. Then commenceë that 
degenerate era, mhich smothered for centuries the rich floswer- 
ins of Cerman intellectual life in Austria, and delivered the 
highly gifted people 48 the Romen foreign supremacy and the 
spirit destroyiné discipline of the Jesuits. In the delusion 
that only by intimate connection #nith the Church --- strength- 
ening the poser of their bouse, and fortify their rule over 
the loosely connected aggregate of tbe peoples, the Hapsburés 
sacrificed the intellectual life aoû the material prosperity 
of their peorle. At the head of detachments of dragoons the 
bishor’s commisaries entered the separate villages to lead back 
the people by force into the bosom of the Church. The beginning 
*as rade in Carinthia,Steiermarké anû Krain; Fohemia anû Austria 
followed. Protestant preachers ere expelled, heretical books 
sere burnt, Lutheran churches and parsonages nere destroyed, : 
even their cemeteries sere devastated by vandals. Banishment 
and confiscation fell to those "ho did not flee. Thus the Cath-, 
olic Church again recovered supremacy, but the flourishing pro- 
vinces sere desolated. From Fohemia alone went forth 36,000 fa- 
milies, 1088 of ahich #ere noble and knightly, with numerous 
artists, merchants and artisans, settling in Saxony, Brandenb- 
uré and other Protestant countries. The violence of this pers- 
ecution tefore all testifies to the porserful impulse of the 
Reformatiou, "which then all Austria had undertaken. If one con- 
siders the present condition of those provinces, he can scarce- 
ly be sufficiently surprised, how generally Protestantism nas } 
then generally extended. In 1543 nas published an edict, wbich 
commanded that all printers and Gealers bo supplied heretical 
books, should te drowned, but the books were to be burned; th- 
ere “as already appointed a court for heretics, composed of 12 
menters of the university, at the head of which stooû bishop 
John v. Revellis, for so quickly had the Reformation attained 
such force in Vienna and the rest of Austria, that there must. 
be yielded to the Lutherans the cburch of the Minorites and 
the charel of the house of delegates in the capital. Indeed 
in Carinthia in 1596 the Corpus Christi procession omitted 
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for 30 years was again beld in church S. Veit, and arouseû in 
tbe Protestant people a riot, from mhich the priests anû the 
host could bte saved nith difficulty. Likewise it occurred in - 
Villach in 1594 to the patriarch of Aquileja, when he soufght 
to establish Catholicism again. There the city parish church 
#as in the hands of the Protestants, but they even had two 
churches in Klagenfurt. The Reformation had at least for a 
generation extended without restriction in the Austrian prov- 
inces, and there nas certainly no lack of intellectual activi- 
ty, even if no equai artistic development accompanied it. But. 
indeed the commotions that accomoanied the powerful encroach- 
ments on the religious life. and that for a long time even 
caused the ruin of prosperity, appear to have sprressed the p 
peace, means and harmonv for architectural creations. Let us 
not forget that aside from isolated attempts, the Renaissance 
in the Cerman dominions beginse its climax about after the six- 
ties and seventies of the 16 th century. But this "as about 
the turniné point, when in Austria the Church and the poser 
of the state commenced fts war for the extirpation of Protest- 
antism. Thus indeed all égerms of peaceful culture must loné 
be crushed. 

But in a scarcely lesser degree do also the political condi- 
tions seen to have prevented 2 richer life of culture, so that 
in spite of the art love of emperors like Maximilian I, Ferdi- 
nand I and Rudolph II, no permanent development occurred. Let 
us realize *xith emperor Ferdinand’s death a dteary epoch for 
Austria had scarcely reached its end. À long series of battles 
against foreign enemies and revolteë subjects, feuds betneen 


robber knights, decades of the nildest power of might, had dev- $ 


astated and plundered the land. The cultivation of the soil # 
«28 destroyed, commerce and travel ruined, the cities nere #i- 
thout poner and prosperity, hundreds of ñouses lay in ruins, 
many churches had vanished in flames, the inhabitants of the 
country had become savages. With the accession of WMeximilian 

I the provinces, éradually rose from the existiné misery, but 
the poner of the citizen class could not combine during the 
entire epoch in such ponerful city communities as the south- 
ern, middle an nortbern Cermany could exhibit in numerous 
free imperial cities. But the cities after the Cothic epomh 
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in Cerrany ere chief centres of art life. They so remain as 
we have seen, also in the epoch of the Renaissance, yet so 
that besides them the nen seats of the princes developed an in- 
dependent prosperity. Mean nhile these derivad their arbtistic k 
nutrirent again from the citizen classas of the cities, in nb 
ich all cultured life then found îte centre, The art lovings | 
monarchs of the Hapsburg family early called masters of the . 
Renaissance"foom Nuremberg and Auésburg into their service. 
Maximilian I needed for his literary end artistic undertakinés 
the activity of a Dürer, Burékmair and others. For his tomb in 
Innsbruck, #hose principal idea is based entirely on those of 
the Renaissance, he employed not merely a master like P. Visch- 
er, but also artists of Auésburgs and Innsbruck. But where ïin 
this first time buildinés mere to be erected in the new style, 
one must almost exclusively be contented nith Italians. The 
portals with mhich Ferdinand I decorated his arsenal in Vienna 
in 1524, betray the hands of Italian stonecutters. Tbe same is 
the case snith the magnificent gatenay of the Salvator Chapel 
probably erected in 1515. In Cracon nas already mentioned in 
1512 a master Francisco from Italy, #ho "as emplioyed in tbe 
rebuildins of the castle, but already in 1530 an Italian, Bar- 
tholomeo from Florence, ”#ho built the Jagellon chapel at the 
cathedral there and in 1536 rebuiit the burned castle. An en- 
tire family of erchitects from Italy me finà under Ferdinand I 
in Vienna anû Prague; in 1832"Jacopo de Spazio, in 1542 Antho- 
ni de Spazio, nere engaged in rebuildiné the castli in Neustadt, 
and Hans de Spazio with Zoan Maria (thus by the name a Venetian) 
sere busied under Paolo della Stella on the Rradschin at Prague. 
Also in 1568 an Italian Continelli is mentioneë as court archi 
tect to yaximilian II. 


Each series où Italian architects may then be shomn in Cerma- M 


ny only #ith the Pavarian dukes. As there may also be establi- 


shed here the predominance of foreién influence, that vast sup- À 


press the development of an independent Cerman Renaissance. « 
That Ferdinanëô I did not teck love for the understendèngé of a 
art is proved already alone by the incomparable buildiné of 
the Belvedere in Prague. He left a proof of his understanding 
of architecture, mhen on his journey to Frankfort in 1563 be 
visited the new fortress of Plassenburé, and shomed to the 
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margrave Ceorgse Frederic some defects in the works commenced, 
that even escaped the architect himself. But especially he. 
showed the love for the antique coins then prevailiné, an imo- 
ortant collection of mhich he had planned. Of the art lovecf 
bis gon of the same name, who made Philippine Welser his rife 
in 1 57, evidence is given by the remains in P. Ambras and. even 
more by the treasures of the Ambras collection in Vienna. In 
general the art sense of the Hapsburé princes "as restricted 
to the confirmation of à tendency to collect, and to this first 
are due the precious creasures of old and new art, that even 
now makes Vienna one of the richest sources for artistic stud- 
ies. But this esthetic disposition, honever bighly it æust be 
estimated, was not sufficiently energetic to create monumente 
al norks of higher importance in greater numbers. The probleme 
that the unquiet times placed directly before these monarchs 
sere too complex in nature, to allo” leisure aoû harmony for 
‘artistic creations to exist. The endeavor to strenéthen arû 
increase the porer of their house, the acquisition and secur- 
iné of Hungary, the constant danger of Turkish invasion, the 
difficulties presenteë by the handling of Cerman imperial con- 
ditions, end these mere increased by the pernicious hostility 
to the matter of the Reformation, whos& promotion alone “oulà 
have siven the Hapsburés invincible poxer anû thereby the vic- 
torious control of &kl conditions, and these together must have 
been prejudicial to the Austrian culture of life. The last Hap- 
sburé of this epoch, the equally unfortunate Rudolph IT by dis- 
position and education, sought by neglectiné his duties as rnl- 
er to obtain freedom for the sort of private hobbies, anû the 
best point in his othernise so £loomy life is without questi- 
on his love for the arts. But also in him was expresseé less 
by the production of monumental creations, tan by the collec- 
tion of costly paintings, statues, jenels, ornamental objects, 
mosaics and curiosities. Only recently bave re obtained from 
documents a view of the vivacity anû extent of these hobbies. 
Rudolph haa for his tine collected the considerable number of 
413 paintinés, à great portion of the masterpieces, wbich ro 
form the basis of the Belvedere gallery. He had agents in Italy. 
and Spain, who arranged for him the purchases of art works. Not. 
superficial must bave been his love of art, for otheruise he 
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would not have sought nith such zeal Dürer’s works everymhere, 
of which he knew how to procure a number of the most important. 
Besides he gathered sculptures in marble and bronze, antique 
ag well as imitations, rough anû cut precious stones, inlaid . 
table tops anû pietra dura and overseas curiosities of all ki- 
nds. Also he knew bon to attract and to employ artists, but in 
spite of all this, he never came to the development of a monu- 
mental art, a national Cerman Renaissance... | 

If xe survey the architectural norks, which the Renaissance 
produced during the long duration of this epoch in the wide ex- 
tent of the Austrian provinces, we find elmost merely the buile 
dinés of princes and the castles of the high nobility, but th- 
ese are also so scattered over the country, that they Go rot 
give the impression of an intensive native school, but rather 
of asporadic activity of foreign artists. I alian forms bott 
in tbe composition of the whole, as in the treatment of the de- 
tails, predominate here during the entire epoch. The irregvler- 
ity in the plans of northern buildinés recedes; the toners 884 
windiné stairs are almost entirely omitted in favor of simpler 
anû clearer forms of plans. Likewnise the bay windows, the high 
roofs with their ornamental gables, the pride of the Cermar 
Rensissance, play no prominent part here. It is therefore con- 
ceivable also, that in the architectural norks that naïve mix- 
ture of Cothic elements with Renaissance motives, with which 
the en strle appears almost everynhere in Germany, here alm- 
ost never occurs. An exception is only occasionally made or 
smaller norks as on à foildiné alter in the church at Sodinfs 
in Steiermark. On the contrary direct Italian influence is ev- 
eryahere, so that particularly the courts are furnished aitt 
arcade passages with a preference for eastern ways, whether 
on piers or columns. With these is connected , that the wocder 
construction favoreë almost everyrhere in Cermany almost erti- 
rely yields to the Italian stone construction, nith the excep- 
tion of mountain regions, that adhere to their locally devel- ! 
ope wooen construction. Especially characteristic is it still, 
that the geometrical ornament which transfers the motives of : 
leather anû locksmith”’s work to stone, one of the most develop f 
ed and permanent forms of the perfected Cerman Renaissance, 1e ; 
scarcely found in Austria. On the Conbrar” tbe Italien influences

hrehduchy of Austria. 
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The poverty of such a great city as Vienna in monuments cf 
the Renaissance #ill always arouse ane” the surprise of inv- - 
estigsators. We have to do with a city, that already in the mid- 
äle ages coulé bosst of a splendid prosperity. Yet the basis 
of this prosperity of Vienna consisted less in the independent 
promotion of art anû industry than far more in the animatec 
transmitted an intermediate commerce, which the favorable lo- 
cation of the city caused. Placeë on the frontier of the Cerm- 
an country, Vienna was the most important place for exchange 
between the West and the East, and at the same time by its cor- 
nections with Itèly it became an emporium for the traffic rith 
the South and the Levant. What mealth the city had acqguired in 
the 15 th centur”, ne recognize non by the animated statements 
of Aeneas Silvius. He praises not only the splendid churches, 
but also the stately houses of the citizens with their pairted 
facades, the broaû courts and the magnificent house equipment. 
Especially vleasiné to him as tokens of luxury, "nere the glass 
panes in the windows, and the beautiful iron fixtures of the 
doors. Of all this scarcely a trace exists. And yet already 
in the early middle ages the city passed through an independ-. 
ent artistic development. The oldest parts of S. Stephen ard 
the nucleus of S. Michael’s church show, even if not 2 srard, 
yet a refineû treâtment of the Renaissance style. In the Coth- 
ic epoch were added thereto richer morks of church iuxur”, but 
first with S. Stephen’s catbedral architecture rose here te 
one of the great master creations of the time. 

And thus more strikinély on the other henû appears the pover-w 
ty of the Renaissance. Indeed these were times bhat also fer 
Vienna bore uithin them agitations anû dangers of many kires. 
After the death of Maximilian I, the city vigorously partici- 
vated in the revolt against the government of his successor; 
yet tbe rebellion already in 1522 #es suppressed by the arrest M 
anû beheadin£ of the ringleeders. But just aftersards the incl-M 
ination to the Reformation led to those persecutions and born : 
ings of heretics, already mentioned above. On the other hand 
were repeatedly threatened invasions by the Turks, attracted . 
to Hungary in 1529 by Zabolya’s treason, overrunniné Austria 
and Steiermark, but they were repelled by the beroic courage 
of te small garrison of Vienne. The brave inhabitants ha@ À 
then destroyed their suburbs themselves, and #ith these timbers 
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had fortified the bastions. The new danger from the Turks in 
1532 was indeed juickiy defeated by the palgrave Frederic; but 
in 1541 pestilence carried off a third of the citizens. At the 
same time was increased the wer against the aûberents of the 
Reformation, indeed in 1551 »rere the first Jesuits invited to 
Vienna in order to oppose the movement more impressively. At | 
the same time was issued the philantbhropic decree, that for i- 
dentification the Jens must wear a yellow cloth lapel on the : | 
left breast of the outer garment. À few years laterit was sou- 
éhbt to expel them entirely, however nithout fully succeediné. 
Milder times came first after 1556; but soon afterward by Sul- 
eiman was threatened a ne” invasion où Turks, greater than be- 
fore, retarded by Zriny’s heroic death, and defeated by the 
commander”’s fall before Szigeth. finally in 1570 was a repeated 
occurrence of the pestilence, and again in 1596 is recprdeë a 
threatened Turkish invasion. But all these dangers and agitat- 
ions are still insufficient to explain the lack of monuments 
of that epoch. The last Turkish siege in the yeer 1683 may well ; 
heve destroyea much the. was valuable in the suburbs; namely | 
the houses and gardens of the nobles, of which Merien bas left 
us views, were then destroyed; but in the inner city sc little 
is preserved, must be exolaïned by the great activity in brild-" 
ins, mhich began to transform all Vienna after the enû of the 
17 th century. 

The first occurrence of the Renaissance must probably be re- 
cognized in the extremely elegant portal of the Salvatcr chap- 
el. The origin of it is connected with the brief of Pope Geo 
Y on June 10, 1515, mhich decrees that the chapel of the city 
hell shall in future bear the name cf S. Salvator.

Whatever church buildinés belong to this time, bear the sta- 
mp of Itelian art, like the already mentioned Mausoleur in Grez. 
Thus the domeû church of the former foundation for cenons et l 
Pélliau and tbe Benedictine monastery of Oberburéi the latter 
built on the foundstions of the ol Romanesque basilica. So à 
also the Hausolemu of archduke Charles IT in Seckar, a lavishly .

Even more isolated than in the other provinces appear the 
vestiges of the Renaissance in Carinthia.

With this single masterpiece the early Renaissance in Carin- 
thia seems to have vanished. There also come here the times of 
desper agitation of the relisious life.

The more striking is an isolated fragment that occurs ip a 
private garden in the suburb of S. Veit, in the former Ebnet’s 
and now Nocdley’s garden.

Tyrol and Salzburs. 

Tyrol is perhaps that one of all Cerman provinces, that bas 
alnays been in the closest and most animated connection with 
Italy. Here the German nation bas penetrateë beyond the highe- 
st crest of the mountains far soutbhnard into Italy.like a reûge, 
One cf the most animated routes of commerce since ancient tines 
extended over the Tyrolese passes of the mountains, namely the à 
Brenner pass to tbe south to form the connection with Venice, 
and thereby to obtain the entire traffic nith the Levant to * 
the Cerman vrovinces in the interior. In artistic life there 
developed by these conditions a formard anû backward movement 
of Cerman and Italian influences. Beyond the Brenner can be 0. 
observed this interesting process in its steps. How frequert- 
ly in Buxen and Pêzen are Italian motives crosseû with CGerran? ! 
Exactly as the mountain forms afdithe vegetation of the Cerman 
Alpine region mixes sith the characteristic forms and products 
of the south. First in Trient has Italy entirely mon the vict- 
ory therein, the country and people, languafe and civilization,… 
art and culture are:formed entirely in the sense of the south, 

The place #here thet crossing and mixing of both cultures ap 
pears most animated is Bôzen. This is undeniably expresseë in | 
the monumental principal building of the city even at the end 
of the middle ages.

The private architecture of the city presents nothing artis- 
ticelly prominent, but bhe arrangement of the houses in éérer- 
al is wmorthy of consideration, since there is met the same com 
promise between northern anû southern customs.

The inside of 
the door as sell as the work of the princes’ gallers are covered

1565) in the ce 
church at Hättiné, the suburb of Innsbruck on the other side 
of the Inn, an ornamentally fine nork. The city does not offer, 
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much besides for our consideration. The post building with its 
unusually grotesque and highly original mesks in the main cor- 
pice is à structure in the richly expressed Barocco style. The 
same is troe of the Province house, that with the immense ele- 
vhantine diminisheë pilasters on the portal, over mhich proje- 
ects the balcony, makes an imposiné ec fect. Magnificent is al 
so the court with the grendly arranged stair, a truly Italien 
arrangement. Finally the provincial court house located on the 
Inn exhibits on a principal cornice a series of masks, which 
even surpass in grotesque fantasy those of the post buildiné.. 

Richer vestiges of the art culture of this time ère etforä- 
ed by the famous castle Ambras, that so nobly looks domn fror k 
its rocky height upon the grand mountain valley. When the ewp- 
eror Ferdinand I in 1563 resided in Innsbruck à longer time, 

be probably gave them to his son of the same name, bis castle 
and loréship of Ambras, mho transferred it then tn the follon- 
ing year to his beloved wife Philippine Nelser. This mes the 
the epoch of the climax of the castle. Then ras transformeo 
this from a mediaeval fortress to the mesnificent seat of a 
prince, and then saw those noble collections gathered in its 
rooms, of which after their transfer to the capital of the 
empire only a fe remnants are shown in the original place. 
The architectural character of the existing building proves, 
that then #2s unôertaken a thorouéh transformation. Already 
in the outher castle the court exhibits arcades on Tuscan col- 
umns that belons to this time.

relief is preserveë. These rorks, that indeed certainiy orisi- 
pated in the province testify to the longs continued prosperity 
and the artistic development of hand #ork. 

Many of the numerous castles of the province are destroyed, 
hoxever most are medieeval in plan and construction. Character- 
ic in these works is the great preference for fresco decoration. 
Thus in tbe most extensive manner are the famous mural painti- 
nés in castle Runkelstein near BBzeo, farther in castle Reifen- à 
stein near Sterzins, in castle Bruck near Lieng, in the reven— 
ue offices at meran, etc. From the time of the Rensissence cas- | 
tle Mayenburg near VB%lau recently contained several nytholos— | 
ical representations. Richly furnished enû with valuable treas- 
ures of antiquity is castle Tratzbers, mworthily restored by its 
artistic owner. À completely preserved magnificent work of the ; 
Renaissance is castle Velthurns near Brixen, that *as erected 
in 1580-1587 by tbe prince bishop baron v. Speaur as a summer 
residence. The megnificent panelingé of the prince’s hall should. 
be counteë sith the most beautiful iw Cermany. Frescos and sé- 
raffitos still exist everyrhere in the province in numerous ven 
mains. Amon many others castle Ehrenberé belon Bruneck is an 
example of rich séraffito decoration. Finally the little Soph- i 
ia castle at Auhofen near Bruneck has ir the interior sell vre— 
served panelinés and ceilinés, as sell as a splendidly decora- À 
ted glazed stove of 1613. On one of the richly treated doors à 
nf the principel chamber is reaû the date 1609. 
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Scarcely another city on this side of bhe Alps is so distin- 
ctly end strongly to be recognized as an ecclesiastical resid- 
ence as Salzburg. At the same time the tall bouses mith their

Therefore can ë 
be no wonder, that the continuance of work on the cathedral of. 
Prague eutirely ceased under Podiebrad, and that architectural 
activity nas at first restricted to the restoration of some 
Fortresses, of which tbe most important are the castle Stern 
near Prague anû the fortress of Lititz on the Wilden Adler. T 
The castle Stern nes planned en the basis of a six pointe star, 
sas origsinally à bastily and rudely built fort, intended to p 
protect the capital at the west side,and also necessarily to à 
restrein it. The external sides exhibit not the lesst sabordi- 
netion or artistic treatment; but the interior that will be ;

Less Barocco but therefore tasteless are the expébibents of M 
Benedict v. Leun, to afford entrance to tie Rensissance. This 5 
artist between 1482 to 1502 erected the royal castle or the à 
Hradschin, whose most important portion is the coronation hall, 
a room 170 ft. lons, 30 ft. wide and 43 ft. higb, nom for the u 
most part still preserved. Already in travelers’ descriptions Ë 
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91 
of the 16 th century this noble vaulteë hall is a wonder ard 
appreciated. In fact it has a grand effect, namely the net va- 
ult extendins without supports and with intersectiné ribs, co- 
verins the room in five bays, rich and bold. In this is seen 
the preference of the architects for artistic combinations, in 
#hich the late Gothic masters sought to compete. À certain hea- 
viness in the forms of details is held good, anû the restricted 
extent in height occurs as the common tendency of the erchitec- 
ture of the north at the time. On the exterior occur at the 
north unusually elegant Gothic buttregsses, but at the south 9 
side are Tuscan columns. 

However this colonnade does not belong to the original buil-_ 
dins, but #as first built instead of the original buttresses, ; 
after the great fire in 1541, when the royal residence with 
the adjacent church of all saints nas destroyed in éreaë part, 
end only the enclosiné mails with some particularly strong va- | 
ults resisted the fire. The succeediné emperors Ferdinend I, M 
faximilian II and Rudolph II took 811 care to restore therres- 
idence buildinés, but since the cathedral had sufferedrvery $ 1 
Sreat injuries, and the Turkish mar rejuired extraordirary res. 
ources, the rork of restoration made such slon advances, that 
the palace #ing built under Ladislaus nas first entirely combp- 1 
leted under Rudolph II about 54 years after the fire. It is ! 
probable that during the reign of this emperor the hall was f À 
fornished with the remarkable mindoms (:ig. 264), that in pai- 
rs are enclosed by pilasters of the Corinthian order and crom-. 
ned by correspondiné entablatures, to please every frienû of 
art at the first glance. These windows with their members are 
in the completely developed Renaissance and exhibit not the 
least relation to the intersectins net vaults and other decor-. 
etions of the hall, yet nith the other norks nere execrted by. . 
master Benedict accordiné to tbe documents. Over one of such 
windows (that is furthermore placed back in the corner and is 
partly covered by a later addition) are the nords:- Lacisleus, 
king of Hungary anä Bohemia, 1493, inscribed in black color où 
the plastering.

QE church buildinés of the Renaissance, Prague can only show

As- 
ide from 2 few exceptions, the rather important city consisted | 
of narrown houses 24 to 27 ft. wide and cronned by steep gables, 
that present a strange impression by their massiveness. Most 

of the houses founded by mountaineers seem intentionally to be 
after the same model and exhibit no variation, other than that 
here the entrance is placed at the right and there at the left, 
and the gable sometimes terminates in a semicircle, sometimes 
aith volutes.

On the 
sateway enclosed by Tuscan pilasters are placed the lifesize 
statues of Adam anë8 Eve. With the numerous castles of Moravia 
it is just the same as nith Pohemia; like Teltsch, Meseribtsch 
and the remarkable Pernstein, they consist of the most diverse 
fragments; an exception is made by Nikolsburé, famous for the ::

The rere occurrence of tombs with statues was mentioned in 
connection with the little church at Waltirsch; the most dist-" 
inguisbeë sork of this kind is tie emperor’s tomb in frague 4 
cathedral, equally remarkabce in artistic as in historical res= 
pects, by Alexander Collin from Mechlin, whose name is Cut aù 
the back, completed in 1589. The monument is a so-called bigb à

On 
the substructure in delicate relief are placed many. ar arus 
and emblems, all executed in the noblest Renaissaoce style. Co-i 
lin, who execute the refiefs on the tomb monument of the emp- À 
eror Maximilian I at Inssbruck, created his finest nork in Pra… 
gue: the figures as well as the masks and ornaments shox equal 
mastery, and ensure to this monument the first work amoné scalp- 
tures executed in Pohemia. 1

The most magnificent of all pulpits executed in bhe Renaissan

forms of the details are indeed someshat heavy, but the hole 
is original in design and is executed with the mose conceivab-… 
le care.

But the 
15 th century opened unfortunetely for Silesia; by the devast- 
atiné hordes of Eussites, by the babtles against £. Podiebrad 
sas the land disturbed and desolated. First by the protection L. 
of the powerful M. Corninus (1469) returned peace and quiet. à 
Commerce and intercourse arose and extended on all sides: at 
the begsinniné of the 16 th century Silesia belonged to the nost 
flourishiné and prosperous provinces of germany. 4 
It was particularly the fortunate location of Breslau, ich 
favored the most extensive mercantile undertakinés. Less by its 
own industry than by the animabted commerce carried on with pru- 
dent boldness did the mishty city then act. Placeë on the bord= 
er between north and south “ermany, at the same time located 
ag the extreme point of Cerman culture next the Slavic East, 1 
it beceme a true emporium for the traffic between East and Nest, 
South anû North. not merely citizens of Auégésburé and Nuremberg, 
but Venetian firsm haû sgencies in Breslau: conversely Bresleu 
had its branches in the citées of S. Cermany, Flanders and Ita 
1y. The commerce extended to Venice in tbe South, to Brabant La 
and England in the northwest, eastnard to Prussie and Russia, . 
Hungary an Wallechie. Indeed beyond Poland the courageous, ner- 
sought the way to the farthest East without allowins thenselve 
es to be terrified by barbarie laws, like those in the Polish 
city of Plotzko, nhere the Breslau citizen HE. Rindfleisch, ao 
was robbeû in the inn there by his host, compelleë the ne 
to be hung on the gallons, unless he himself nisbhed to bang 
him. There xere imported especially Netherlandish and English

Of church towers of the epoch is first to be mentioned as 1 
ekilful work of beeutiful proportions the elegant one of the 
church S. Elisabeth with a doubled lantern.

The rich CE 
namentation is: without proper refinement, tbe forms are soft 
and widely flattened, particularly the foliage on the saelleë 
parts of the shafts of the columns and the flower festoons 
on tbe upper parts of the columns, that eppear as if suspended 
on chains.

The chief nork of the Renaissance in Silesia is without que 
tion the castle of the Piasts at Brieg, even in its mutilated 
and mistreated condition it is still one of the noblest and g… 
Srandest creations of this epoch in cermany. Anû again is it 
the work of one of the best princes of the land. Ceorge II, s… 
son of a likenise excellent father, Frederic II of Liegnitz, 
to shom Eries fell by inheritance, in hs prosperous reién of 
nearly forty years (1547-86) put his duchy of Brieg in condit 
ion, so that as a contemporary said, the old land could no lo 
ser be recognized and the new could not pe seen sithout surpr 
ise. Still unéer Frederick II in 1547 was commenced the build- 
ing, that on the site of an earlier one of the year 1369, lik: 
wise already built of stone, rose in the entire splendor of & 
the Renaissance style. But as bis father had called Netserlan 
dish masters for the riegnitz castle, so Ceorége brought Ital 
artiats into the countryfor his building. Ne are not more ful 
informed concernin£ them by documents. At earliest master Ja 
Babhr or Bawor from Milan appears as architect of the castle i 
Brieg. With master Antonius of Theodore he built at the same 
time the city school and completed in 1553 the imposiné portal 
of the castle. When the envy of the natives rose against him 
anû his Italian masons, the duke took him under bis vrotectio 
by a decres of Oct. 26, 1564, in mhich he gave him the highes 
praise. EH. Vorrah nas also an Italien, aho #as engaged on the 
builéiné of the castle in 1562. On the other hand master Casp 
«as later mentioned in 1568 under the name of Caspar Kbune as 
being a German. He must have been ar important master, since, 
he was called in 1568 to build a house for the chancellor ve 
Pernstein at Prosnitz in Moravia, and in 1572 at the request 
of Joachim Ernest v. Anhalt nas even sent to Dessau. Éeter” 
master Bernbarë, also an Italian, was engaged dn tbe erection

The castle at Bries will now be considered and iis thus the. 
xork of Italian architects. But if se compare it nith the pal- 
ace erected at about the seme time in Landshut by Italians, &. 
that represents the strictest Roman palace style of the high 
Renaissance, ne recognize that in Brieg the foreign masters ù 
have adapted themselves far more to German customs. This is 
already sheun by the facade with the sagnificent structure of 
tbe portal represented by Fis. 89 in Volume I. It is a struct- 
ure buil# of sandstone with the greatest care, on all surfaces 
and architectural members covered by that abundagce of ornamen 
that in this richness occurs only in tbe early Renaissence of. 
upper Italy. The more effectively appears the charm of this à 
decoration, since the background consists of ashlar mASONTY # 
nith strongly accented joints. The composition of the portal” 
is based on the custom generally prevailinés in the north, of” 
arranginé à great gatenay with a smaller portal beside it. 
Symnetry is thereby lost, but the Italien artists overcame 
this difficulty more successfully than the NetherlandesB at 
the portal of Liegnitz. Still nothing remains for the attic, 
than to pass tn a purely symnetrical arrangement. It is accord: 
ingly scorneë by three magnificently executed shields of er 
the tuo at the sides being hecd by armed men. Between these Gi 
on the projections of the cornice are seen the finely wrought. 
and almost lifesize figures of the builder and his wife Barbar

286), the numerous © 
ornanentally enclosed windows and portals of the upper storie 
the original free and fancifully formed antique portrait meda 
lions in the spanôrels of the arches, but even more the unusua 
érandeur of the proportions séamp it as an architectural #o 
of the first rank. The great axial distances of the columns 
16 ft. scarcely finè their like anywhere on Cerman building 
of the time; to this is added a story heisht of 18 to 20 4 
that also appears considerable for northern proportions. Al 
this ie now in great part in the conditions of the xorst de 
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destruction. Only a few columns still stand upright; in the 
eastern main buildings and in the long extending northern wing 
may the original color system be so far follomed as indicated 
in our sketch in Fig. 287.

The interesting portal of the castle eree 
ted in 1580 at Cublau near Nimptsch that exists in an illustre: 
tion, is especially valuable for its compiete painting. In com— 
cosition and sculpture of less importance, it sould indeed by 
a xork of a provincial Éerman stonecutter. 

Upper Lausitz. 

Much allied to Silesia in political destinies and the devel- ‘A 
ovment of culture apeears ‘ausitz. particularly in the epoch ñ 
to be considered here #e find it after the 14 th century atta- 
ched to the crown of Bohemia, to which it also continued faith- 4 
ful during the Hussite near, although it thereby brougbt on it- 
self devastation by the wild Hussite hordess Later in 1467 it 
freely placed itself under the powerful protection of kiné Mat: 
thias of Bungery, but at the same time renewed the lod league 
of the six cities, that understooë how to obtain great freedo 
and to flourish by strong adhesion. After the death of Matthi 
as in 1490 the tuo maréraviates of upper and loner Lausitz ad 
bered to Bohemia, and during the unfortunate times of the 16 
th and 17 th centuries shared the fate of the other Cerman pr 
vinces of Austria.

One of the noblest blossoms of the Renaissance in Cermany 
are those parts, which the city caused to be added to its ied- 
iaeval city ball in this epoch.

A sonmexhat different treatment is shown by the house at No. 
24 Untermarkt. It is a corner bouse with a diagonally placed 
bay window; the former house foornay has unusually ricbly dec- 
orated pilasters and a pretty acanthus frieze. The mezberiné 
of the fscade presents the variation, that not the mindons 
but the #a1l penels are subdivided by Ionic half cloumns ( 
instead of the pilasters prevailing elsenhere).

In the vestibule of this house the cross vaults rest on leg 
ant Corinthian columns. At No. 9 in the same st. is a little 
portal in plain but strong treatment. An extremely elegant an 
richly decorated one at No. 8 from the year 1528 also belongs 
to the earliest #orks. It is crowned by an architrave that ha 
on the underside the rosettes preferably employed on the jamb 
of all portals, and besides is finely Gecorated by dentils, e 
egé mouldinésand heart-leaf band. Over i$ rises a semicircula 
tympanum nith shell flutes, in the arch spanôrels are leaf or 
ments, noë exactly fine but animated. The windons here have n 
not merely an enclosure by “orintbian pilasters, but a little 
Tonic system of pilasters serves the coupled #indons as a fur 
ther subdivision; An unusually elegant motive. The corner of 
the house is decorated in a notable way by obliquely placed 
pilasters in a peculiar perspective arrangement. On No. 7 of 
the same st. is again varied aébhe uotive of the portal and it 
is accenteë by a gable, all surfaces being richly decoratedb 
foliage. The date here serves to indicate 1534. From the year 
1556 dates a beautiful facade at No. 8 Untermarkt,non belongi 
to the city hall.

All three stories are here dividea py Corin 
thien pilasters with the finest treatment and entirly covered 
by ornements; to these are added on the surfaces af all window Ë 
carapets scenes in relief from the Old and Nen Testanents is À 
picturesque conceptions on landscape backérounds, so that no 
surface remains plain (Fig. 296). The original doorway of the 
house opens with a great arch flankeû by elegant Corinthian 
columns with richiy ornanented shafts. Even the plinths are 4 
richly adorned, and on the frieze extends the noblest acanth- 4 
us scroll. The entirel facade belonés to tbe highest shom pie 
ces of our Renaissance, and more aorthily, since it is free ; . 
from all PBarocco elements. I believe that 1571 can be reed on 
the frieze; but one nould assume the work to be considerably : 4 
earlier.

How very much the pilaster architecture was animateë here is î 
also seen on the éreat arch, that is turned over the st. behind 
‘the monastery charch. On the north side its superstructure is 
adorned by a finely decoreted anû freely Corinthian system of 
pilasters. 

I have found but one example of developed courts. It is in 
the house at No. 4 Peter st., bebind whose moûernized facade 
one #ould expect to find nothins interestinés.

The documents on this occesion name him as “pupil of master 
Benedict, highest master of norks of the architecture at Prague 
of his royal majesty of Bohemia”. This is none otber that the 
builder of the famous Ladisleus ball on the Hrsdscbin, Benedi 
v. Laun, or as the Cérlitz docutents call bim:- Benedict Ryed 
of Piestung in loner Austria. How éreatly the pupil then depens 
ded on his master results from the fact, that he took his adv 
ice concerning this building. That in culture as in political 
relations, Silesia and Lausitz were then dependent on Bohemia 
ne have already seen. Me also learn that aldready in 1489 th 
kiné”’s architect was called to Côrlitz, since the account boo 
there contain a charge of 1 schoëk anû 25 éroschan for bis ex 
penses. Also in 1497 ne find him again there to settle a disp 
ute concerning the period of instruction of journeymen. Under 
such conditions it must naturally appear that NW.

Rosskopf finally shows himself 
accurately acquaïnted with the Italian style of architecture, 
be must have obtained this knonledée elsemhere. 

If ne seek to follow the course of his life, then se have 
to lament that before the near 1518 traditions are silent con 
cerniné him. In 1520 he acquires citizenship in CBrlitz, when 
it seems important, that he was relieved of the usual payment” 
of theee schock cf éroschen, “less with regard to his circuns- 
tances, than because due to him”. Therefore he must already 

have become an artist of fame. Probably to strengthen bimse 
in the favor of influential city circles, the youné master had 
married in 1514 Wrs. Margeretha, nidow of tbe deceased city 
architect, nho moreover brought him a somenbat encumbered ho 
in Rosen alley in the Neisse quarter and two children, Hans 
Ursula.

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Chapter XIV. North cerman Coastal Provinces. 
Already in the middle ages the provinces of the north ct 
lox-lyiné plain represent a common domain of culture. These a 
are regions with that energetic, sober, intelligent and strong 
nilled race, which alreeëy in the 13 th century founded the 
soon mighty league of the Hansa, waged war with the kin£gdons… 
of the north, and elevated the power of the great commercial … 
cities to an everywhere feareû position in the world. In accor: 
dance “itk political conditions, the art of those provinces 3 
reached its climax.in tbe Cothic epoch. Those mighty brick 
churches, which non rise in tbeir dark masses above the tall 
Sabled houses, in their dry and proud strength and sober earn 
estness, are a true representation of the citizen class, that 
erected them. Without external ornamentation, only exhibiting 
their might in colossal toners, their interiors are still fil 
led by rich art treesures, furnisheë by the middle ages as th 
eir equipuent; carved altars, choir stalls, pulpits, rooû scr 
eens and organs, with paintinés and sculptures, artistically 
cast bronze norks, chandeliers, fonts, sepulchral slabs, so 
that Houses of Cod like the great church of S. Maria in panzi 
and Läbeck seek afar their equals in richness and picturesque 
charm of the interiors. Since all these cities early adopted… 
Protestantism, but kept themselves free from the devastatiné 
iconoclasts, so that a fine piety very carefully preserved 
those olû treasures. Also those Barocco creations, by which 
in other recions the Indian summer of catholicism restored by.

Xe have to begin with the extreme northeast, nitb 6he once, 
ponerful free city of Danzis, that Knew hon to maintain its à 
dependence by the most varied skill, and enjoyed high importe 
ce as one of the four principal cities of the Hansa. Even a 
Danzis burgomaster once dared to declare rar against the ki 
of Denmark! | 

The earliest evidences of artistic creation in Denzié are 
church buildings. Yet very few of these extend before the 1 
th century, indeed the principal activity in this del alr 
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in the last epochs of the mediaeval art terdency. Those ne: 
also the times in which the city flourished greatly anû as. 
full of bold self-reliance. Its beginning is concesled in LM 
darkness. Indeed the name was mentioned already ix the 9 th 
century in the biography of 8. Adalbert, the apostle of the 
cagsan Prussiars, nhen a strong city in these regions could not 
te mentioned. In the : th century it came under the rule of 
the Foles and becare the residence of a prince of Pomerania, 
“ho held the citadel of Danzis as a vassal of the Polish cr 
This lay in the angle formed by the Radame at its outlet into 
the Mottlau, #here even now the names of Buré st. and Knight 
alley continues his memory to posterity. At this fixed point 
the oldest part of the city, the Altstadt, extended westnard. 
Here are still found the Catherine and Bridget sts, further t 
the churches of S. Bartholomen añë S. jacob, the city hall 
Altstadt, now transformed into a district court, and finally. 
in ite vicinity are the churches of S. Elisabeth and of the 
Carmelites. When in the beginning of the 14 th century the 
Enights of the Tutonic order conguereë the city and had fixed 
themselves in the citadel, the new rulers in 1311 cermitted | 
the foundiné of a new city, the so-called true city, beside 
which homever the old city retained at first its independence 
in its own administration efdccourts. But gradually the tru 
city attained greater importance, since it then formed the. 
most splendid centre. There arose the colossal structure of 
the principal parish church of S. ,aria, one of the greatest 
churches of Europe, here lay the churches of S. John, of th 
Dominicans and of the Holy Spirit; here were the finest cou 
with the most magnificent houses, and before 211 the Long H 
ket with the Artushof anû £he imposing city hall of tbe bru 
city.

Correspondings to this course of development the appesrence 
of the monuments has been formed. With the plan of the true 
city in the 14 th century indeed began a more important devel 
opment of churcn architecture; with increasing population us 
be changed the bodies of the church buildinés by rebuilding a 
and enlargsement, until finally to succeediné generations it . 
only remained to satisfy their pious zeal by costly equipment 
and ornamentation. It is now characteristic, ho the. churches 
in their general eppearance notably differ from the artisbic 
character of the secular anû private architecture. While tbe 
latter chiefly exhibit 2 luxuriant Renaissance, the former K, 
rise in the sarnest and heavy masses of Cothic brick construc 
tion, and even the material forms a difference, since the pri 
vate houses in great part are of cut stone, and only a fem le 
ger public buildinés are constructed of a combination of that 
meberial with brick. But on the contrary tendency of taste ha 
not rerly kept unimpaired the varied objects of tbe internal 
equipment, but consistently has forced upon almost all of tb 
numerous churchtowers of the city their nonderful volute roo 
Wen one treads the streets of Danzié for the first time, be 
is astonished by the éreat picturesque besuty of this arrange 
ment, the luxuriant magnificence, that every where appear. Fi 
st of all determinative for the impressions of the city are, 
tie so-calleë “projections”, #hich uñfbrtünately for a time 
must be sacrifideë more and more to the modern neeës of traff 
Only one that has seen these in their entire completeness kno 
abat the o1@ Danzig Was. These additions are properiy te cha 
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characteristic of the gstreets of Danzig. ikerise in other el 
cities are they to be found, but noshere so granüly arranged 
or extrressed in such stately architecture, (at least a short 
time since) “ere they preserved in such numbers as here. They. 
“ere orisinated in most mediaeval cities by the nature of the. 
houses anô the customs of the citizens. In every city the del. 
linés of even rich private men were small, low end restricted. 
Then with even the least one nas a strongly fenced area conta- 
ininé the greatest possible means combined for offense and de- 
fense. The confined space in the house nas therefore entirely 
devoted to the commercial business of the owner. But in the 
evenins after the conpleted labor of the day, men desireë to 
bave at need a freer place, to which tbe fanily could $e from 
their nork to intimate companionships. From this need came ce 
tain broad courts before the house facade and elevated severa 
steps above the level of the street, that were enclosed by st 
one balustrades and iron railingés with brass ornaments (Fig. 
302). These forecourts «ere termed “additions”. Now inûeed'in 
a more spacious epoch family life has withôrawn from the fore- 
courts to the interiors of the houses. The citizens in the 19 
th century are not so strictly enclosed as the case in the 45 
th and 16 th centuries. Therefore they can ÿôre easily éispens: 
nitb the forecourt, and at the same time because dfstead of t. 
the public life in common, that previously united the citizens, 
of a city in a single family, so to speak, has assumed a reti 
red nature. 

What chiefly charms at Danzié are the church buildings, alt 5 | 
bough some of tbem are worthy of consideration, but the sener 
architectural plan of the city, and the manner in shich the p 
poser of the city and the wealth of the citizensihave been em 
bodied ir architecture. There is essily recognizeë in the con 
plex later aûüditions the parts of the &là city proper. It ad= 
joins the Mottlau, that forms the natural eastern boundary, 
ahile on the north the Rademe flowiné into it gives the termi 
nation.

Th 
tall anû richly Gecnrated gabled hèuses, that py the sently si | 
curved sbreets present to the eyes varied projections, compile 
the effective characteristics of the apprearance of the street 
It is notesorthy, that many principal streets can have back a 
léys remaining parallel to them, “mhich serve for nagon trans] 
ort. This arrangement was caused by the general plans of ne 
houses. For since the entire facade of the house was occupied 
by the forecourt, no place remained for the driveway. From 
elevated forecourt (A in Fig. 303) one directly entered throu 
the house door into the vestibule B, made high and wide, s0 
times sith a low room at one side, the conntiné room of the 
onner. This light and spacious vestibule must be regarded as: 
the central part din which formerly the entire menysided life 
of the house nas united. Here nas the centre of the common” 
tivibty. From thence a massive oaken sbair led to the upper 
ries; from here generally extended 3 corridor to the rear b 
éinés and court rooms; and thence one passed into the hall 
room C lyiné next the court D, which everwhere seems adorned” 
by preference and manifestily received the family on Sundeys | 
and indeed on festal occasions as a united whole ac a joyfu 
meal. This principal arrangement is found in most houses, 5 
far as the old style is entirely retained. Thus after them 
iaeval fashion tbe houses as a rule have only the breadth © 
three sindows, while they possess an enormous depth. In con 
equence of this plan the light and air are rather scantily. 
distributed, where they have not been recently restored. À 
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spacious rear house E forms the termination of the "whole, per 
mittiné the connection with 2 narrow alley running parallel & 
the çrincipal street. 

Excepting some unimportant Cothic gabled houses of brick, ". 
that occur in the narrow alleys near the church S. yaris and 
next the ol city wall, the houses of Danzié belong to a later 
epoch, when #ealth and comfort made thenselves apparent in the 
internal decoration of tbe rooms, and to the stately exterior 
corresponds a no less ornanental interior. The Renaissance mu 
lend its: abuñndance of forms to give to the facades like the d 
decorations of the rooms a splendid animation. It is then wor- 
thy of consideration, that the Danzig houses in consequence of 
Dutch influences and models have a surprisings height of stori % 
es, such as seldom occur in Cermany, but are manifestly connec 
ted nith the stone construction, actually in opposition to the 
low stories in southern and middle Ésrmany, which manifest ti 
the present day the thorough influence of half timber constru 
tion. But from the strange combination, that the forms of "ant 
ique art must make with the mediaeval proportions of plan and_ 
elevation, there has also proceeded here a notenorthy #ixed 
style. Yet these facades have a very imposingé effect, merely 
resgarded as picturesque, mhere the rich abundance of ornam- 
ent and the solidity of the materials, excellent cut stone 
or even marbel seems to occur, contributes of itself. Thu is 
foun& on a house 2t No. 38 Long alley, nhich is marked 1567, 
a triglyph frieze with shealds and heads of animals, below be= 
ing consoles nith masks and charming arabesques: above are a x 
curved gable and great medallions in relief.

On the contrery the hall lyiné next the. cou- 
rt has a horizontal ceiling splendidly carved in wood sith or- 
namental pins and inlaid little colored figures.ïn a beautiful 
house in the sème vicinity is seen a hall nith a no less fine- 
ly carved nooden ceiliné, mhose divisions are in happy propor- 
tion to the size of the room, and whose panels bave painted r- 
representations. It is further to be mabëd, that the interior 
of vestibules and stairnays are often entirely occupied by

If ne now inquire how and in what way the Renaissance came 
to Danzis, tbere can be no doubt, that here as in all norta 
Cermany coastàk provinces the new style came at second hand, 
and indeed mostly by the medium of Dutch architects. And ind=" 
eed this neturalization ras first completed after 1550, so far 
as tbe monuments permit a decision; from which it comes that 
the graceful forns of the early Renaissance were entirely omi 
ted, and in their stead appear a already too strongly inclin 
ed to Barocco, anû partiy strongly classical forms in the sen 
se of Palladio. One of the earliest monumental #rorks is dated.

Like ali works executed by the Teutonic knights, it is pr 
inert by the grandeur of plan coëmon to all buildinés of the 
order. If we first view its exterior, me certainly bave to do 
only saith & tolerably insignificant plastered structure, that 
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attracts the eyes by no menbering or artistic treatment; onl 
the nest side is flanked by two massive round toners, #bich 
manifestly beëong to the late time of the 1: th century. Th 
recall in form the round defensive toners of Auégsburé, yet wi 
ose solid ashlar construction is lacking to them. But the ge: 
eral distant effect of the castle is made most favorable by 
the principal toser of the inner court erected in very recen 
times in the style of mediaeval brick architecture, that risei 
higb above the other parts and gives thé castle a Sominatiné 
importance. 4 

The main entrance lies at the eest side and forms a project-| 
ing building like a toner, flanked by two diagonally placed 1 
bay windows and containing the main portal at the middle. Eve 
here all breathes a certain tasteless plainness, that by the 
modernized roof and the changed architraves of the windows à 
even increased (Fis.

ise plain facade. The work is not very fine but exhibits a full 
understandiné of the developed Renaissance forms. À male anû a. 
female herwes flank the doornay covered by a segmental arcb, 
“hich is only bordered by à round. The rich enclosure of Me 
panel consists of lions and heads, decorated female masks and 
cartouches; genuine forms of an architecture already tendins” 
to Barocco, “hich are certainly by 8 larekes artist prabatis 
called from the Netherlands. 
It is otherwise for the equally elongsated northern winé. Ex 
ceptins its eastern portion rebuilt under prederic William LJ 
in tasteless fashion, this is the oldest part of the castle, 
indeed substantially a building from the time of the Teutonic 
order. This alresdy results by the nindous with pointed arche 
founa here throughout the ground story. Only the arcades exte 
ding before it on slender wooden posts are an addition in bhe 
time of the late Renaissance, as maybe recognized from the 
volute-shapeô beams.

Some of these rooms have a height of 19 ft. tothe 
crown for 33 ft. in depth anû a massive thickness of 7 ft.,4 
the malls. Beneatn are found great cellars in tro stories. Où 
er roons are covered by simple cross vaults. 
Finally the entire snestern niné contains in the ground atellé 
the very spacious castle chagçel, above it being the foolishl 
named .Moskonitz hall, which hes nothing to do with Moscow. Ra 
ther was this winé erected in the late time of the 16 th cent: 
ury (after 1584) under margrave Ceorge Frederic, #hen indeed 
the internal construction of the chapel may date from an eari 
jer time. On the two elegant projections that open with Corin 
thian colunms and contain the stairs to the chapel, is read 
the date 1588. To the same time evidentily belonés the 1ittl 
portal on the stair toner in the northaest angle o ble cas 
court.

What first concerns tbe private architecture, is that as in 
Creifssalé it substantially belongs to the middle ages, and t 
ere are not wantiné certain good Cothic brick gables, attho 
none are so richly treated as that on the Market in the lat 
city. The few houses of the Renaissance time are unixporbtant 
and sithout refinement in the expression of forms. It is as.

fenreyer st. is similar to the tefcre described gables in €r 
fs#ald, only somenhaë dryer in the profiles anf simpler in & 
treatment of volutes.

belong£ to the richesë monuments of the Cerman Renaissance and 
especially acquired à high and independent importance by the 
development of a nobly membered brick architecture. | 
barticulerly the excellent duke Albert I, and then besides 
him his brother the co-regent duke Ulrich, appeared as zealou 
proroters of art, and introduced the Renaisssnce by 2 series 
of splendid creations in Mecklenburg. Likenise here these end 
eavors are combined with a general elevation of spiritual lif 
especially with the activity of the Reformation. Particularly 
in John Albert I (4. 1576) we meet nith the attarective figur 
of a prince, prominent by high-minded convictions, noble spir 
it and creative activity. Be not only led the Reformation in 
his country duriné his administration of nearly thirty years, 
restored and revived the college of the countrw at Rostock, a. 
applied the property of the confiscated monasteries to char ed 
able foundations and before all to the newly founded schools, 
but created jnsjusbice, administration and police, coinase-and 
arrangenentr for commerce anû traffic the foundations of a new 
polished life with the aim of the general selfare. After ëh 
death où the excellent prince, duke Ulrich as master of tbe à 
entire country followed the footsteps of his brother with str- 
ength anû earnestness, and brought to full completion tbaë 
tended by bim. To these two princes “ecklenburg then owed a 
active acceptance of the Renaissance, which yet appears in à 
gsplendie evidences. È 
The privcipal sork in the province is the Fürstenhof at Mis 
mar. The bistory of this residence of the Mecklenburé prince 
throws a strong ligbt on the conditions of the mediaeval ci | 
es, on their comfort and their. proud feeling of indepeudeuc 
Since 1256 the dukes of Mecklenburgé had in the city a fortr 
erected by John I, that however nas left outside the riné © 
xalls, when the proud citizens enclosed their city by a "al 
in 1276. After a fire in 1283 the fortress was restored, bu” 
alreaëy in 1300 the aged prince Henry the Pilérim, in order 
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to remove the chief reason for the continual dissensions 
the citizens, caused the fortress to be torn down and a cas 
to be erected in the city on an area cleered for it. This 
destroyed in 1310 än a :nsw:feud with the citizens, but Henry 
the Lion, son of the Pilgrim, against the will of the obsti 
te and opposiné citizens carried out the erection of a fort 
ied castle a. a different place within the enclosins walls. 
Just after the death of the bold prince however, the citizen 
knew how to cause the representative of his youthful success 
to sell them the castle with its fortifications, when meanti 
the dukes “ere permitted to occupy another residence in tbe” 
vicinity of church S. Ceorge. This is the still existing Färst— 
enhof. Of the builcinés there erected about 1430 hardly anyth= 
ing remains, but in the stable extendin£é oblique behind the 
main buildings is still a remnant of the old plan. The princi- 
pal structure consists of tro wings forminé at right angles, 
and with the stables enclosiné a triangular court.

By grandeur of proportions and noble magnificence of treat= 
ment éñe:building bélongs to the most prominent norks of the 
Cerman Renaissance.

Scarcely had John Albert splendidly res 
tored the Fürstenhof at Wismar, than with bis brother Ulrich 
he besan farther rebuildiné the castle of Schserin, añde those :

ted enclosins fortifications. To the most extensive works bel- 
ongeë the castle of Schmerin before its very recent transforn- 
ation, already by the incomparable situation on a peninsula of

tect nas named J. B. Parr, the brother of F. Parr, sho built 
at the same time the castle at Cüstrow for duke Ulrich, and —… 
who was freguently called also to the castle building at Schre- 
rin for advice. -A third brother, C. Parr, nas likerise engagec 
on both buildinés, and also erected in 1572 the prince’s tx 
in the castle at Schrerin. On the origin of these brothers Par 
nothings is to be learned from the docments.

The stamp of the most important monuments belonés chiefly 
the middle ages anû undeniably shows, that the 13 th and 14 
centuries denote the climax in the development of the pomer 
Lübeck.

Very much richer are the spoils in Bremen. The development 
of the city offers much resemblance to Lüäbeck. We find here 
as there and already after the time of Charlemagne a bishop’s ‘4 
seat, under the protection of which the city ever developed L 
more strongély in the middle ages, until in a contest nith its 
bishop it gradually attained independence and even greably ee 
flourished as a member of the Hansa. But while in tbe besinniné 
of the new period the reactionary council of Läbeck;longs and 4 
obstinately suppressed the Reformation, Bremen merits the ua 
dyiné fame first among the Low Cerman seaports, of haviné adop- 
tea with devotion Luther’s theories, and by its zeal in the 4 
Smalkald league, and by high-minded stability after the battle 
of Mählber£, substantially contributeë to the saviné of Protes… 
tantism from destruction. In architectural design of the city 
as in Lübeck is expressed its twofold nature; but while there 
the centre of the spiritual poser of the middle ages occupies 
an isolated position at one end of the city, here the mighty 
structure of the cathedral stands in the heart of the. city, | 1 
opposite the proud building of the city hall, and the court of, 
the catnedral nith the market place in their connection give 
a vien xith grand effect. In extended length as again aë Libeck, 
the old city stretches along the right bank of the Neser, while. 
only later the left baok mas occupied by the new city. : 

The Renaissance also first appeared here late, but it bloss- 
omed magnificentliy in the grand structure of the city hall (Fi 
217). The nucleus of the building was a creation of che middle 
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arches. To this simple Cothic building was added in 1612 the 
magnificent facade of the east side nith its archeû portion 
tbe sgtronély projectiné bey and the gable at the middle, and. | 
the colossal high windons of the upper story. On 12 Doric col 
umns rests the portico extending the entire length of the buil- 
diné, whose Gothic ribbed vaults rest on rich consoles in the | 
wall. In the second story is found above the portico a balcoæ 
encloseë by a perforated balustrade, broken at tbe middle by a. 
projectiné bay, but connecteë with this by doors. The former 
windows “ere doubtless pointed in the upper story but were cb. 
ansed into very tall rectangular windows, cronned by alternat- 
ing circular and triangular caps. The termination of the #hole 
is formed by an elegant sculptured frieze with boldly treated | 
consoles over mhich is en open balustrade with little pyramids 
and statues at the corners.

The composition must already be designateë as e masternork 
of the first rank, anû thus the development entirely belongs 
to the most perfect, that we possess in Cermany in this ne 
sance style already transformed into Barocco.

tbe proportions, tne masterly treatment of the architectural 4 
members, end the refinement in their improvement for example 
far surpasses the facade of the Lübeck city hall, indeed in, nt 
the spirited use of sculptured ornamentation it must make the 1 
Frederic building at Heidelberg seen inferior. All surfaces a 
are covered by sculptures, in the spanûrels of the arcade a 
ches are figures of antique deities and allegorical personifi- 
cations; but before all pasterly is the great frieze of splen-. 
didly animated fanciful marine creations, echos of those fano-. 
us antique forms, whose invention finally is referred back tou 
8copas. À stormily agitated life speaks here in poser and. bolé- 
ness, as the most sbriking expression for the seaport located . 
in the vicinity of the sea. This rich ornamentation acquires 1 
enharced splendor on the bay and roof gables, combininé there 
with the colonnades, hermes and all the fanciful Barocca forus 
of this luorurious time. To this is added, that the figures here 
employed to such extent are in éreai part by very skilful hands 
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so that the execution scarcely is inferior to the design. Ac 
ordiné to all this, the otherwise unknown master of this bui 
iné, Lüder of Bentheim, must be reckoneë ‘with the most promi- 
nent artists of our lete Renaissance. On the contrary, the sta- 
tues from the middle ages retained betneen the windows are wi- " 
thbout high art morth.

The grea | 
building has experieoced a careful recent restoration exter- 
nally anë internally.

The meat à 
place nith its straisht streets, brick:houses, numerous cana 
bridges and 1ocks completely produce the impression of a Dutch. 
city. By its favorable docation , rich and flourishiné early, | 
it erected in 1574-1576 its stately city hall, #hich likewise 
shows the influence of the neighboriné Netherlands (Pis. 319) 
On the main front entirely built of stone, it has in the ground 
and upper stories that close series of high windows divided by 
stone mulliors, that are derived from Holland. Above rises a À 
half story with a gallery extendin£é on consoles around the en-. 
tire buildin£é, a motive repeated somerhat later on the city 4 
ball at Antaerp. The principal street extends through the did 
dle of the buildiné, “bich is then characterized as a passage 
by an arched portal projectiné somemhat. This is effectively N 
terminated by a balcony connected #ith the principal story. à 
A roof gable richly ornamented by arms sad figures also marks 
the top and middle of the facade; above rises from the high 
hip roof a square sooden toner, with an octagonal story above 
and again over this being à belfry and a slender lantern. From 
the gallery of the toser is enjoyed a magnificent vien over & 
the nidely extendiné marsh lands and the mouth of the Dollart 
in the sea. The entire imposiné structure has the facade ofa 
ashlars, at the rear is built of brick; only the upper galler 
as mell as the clock and bell toner are made of wood. The fine” 
ornaments sculptured on the roof gable at the middle show 8 
skilful hand.

The actrance to the upper stirn lies in the little ornekental 
portal beside the great gatenay. It has a boldly carved door 
and a lion’s heaë as knocker. The stair exhibits net vaults 4 
nithout ribs, but divided by cross wrchës, that rest on pret 
Renaissance consoles. These like the cross arches and the rai 
ins gleam with gold and colors. In the angles of the stairnay 
is tmice placed on an elegsantly treated console a small case 
with glass door as a lantern. The upper vestitule is now ne 
sashed and only has $ome old paintinés with boldly carved rang] 
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and an ornemental brass canlestick es a light. The beams of 
the rough board ceilings rest on handsomely decorated consoles. 
In the adjacent anteroom is seen a finely carved cupboard of 
that time. The sessions hall is entirely modernized, perticul- 
arly the interior no longer of importance. But worth seeiné ai 
are severai fine silver Renaissance vessels; a disk for fruit, 
xash basin and pitcher, three splendid soblets and a beaker 4

A massive structure of the same time is the bridge, that ex 
tends over the river in the axis of the cit; hall, built with L 
five arches of brick, but decorateë by rich arms and garlands 
of fruits and masks in sandstone. Also the New church is 8 bu 0 
ildins of the same time, also of brick with members of sandst- 
one, especially the round arched nindonws that exhibit Cothic ‘à 
tracery.

A noteworthy Renaissance work is possessed by the juite anim 
portant Great church of S. Cosmas and S. Damian. It is the non 
ument of count Enno II of east Friesland (4. 1540), executed 
in 1548 and also by netherlendish artists. The marble figure 
of the deceased lies on the sarcophagus, is already quite noû= 
ern anë much restored; but extremely original âäppears the enci= 
osure of the chapel. Elegsant Doric colunms alternate with fans À 
ciful hermes, that have lions” heads, and whose feet project : 
as from boxes; forms with uore frequantly occur in French and ‘4 
Dutch Renaissance. Fetween are smaller divisions by hermes and 1 
caryatids represente alternately nith the most elegant little 
Tonic columns. The pedestals of the great colunms and hermes ‘1 
are decorated by mourningé figures. Finally are seen above in 
the five tympanums and the frieze the entire funeral, the pro= 
cession of the mourners with the bier, the hearsez2añûd the ret-. 
inue of mourners in finely ekecuted reliefs. It is as if one À 
actually saw one of those princely funerals of the time. Ab 
the middle is then constructed on pilasters a canopy nith tem- 
ple pediments. Inside instead of caryatids are only rons of Io- 
nic columns with elegant flutes plèced before the strocture. k 
The upper canopy is here supported by tro matchiné æarriors. 
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the nhole bears throughout the stamp of French-Netherdandis 
Somenhat less rich is Oldenburé: yet the olûer parts of t 
castle marked 1607 on the northeast plinth, afford an unimpo 
tant remnant from this time, that however is full of character 
and differs from the later additions like a barrack. It is of. 
tno stories to #hich is added a third story at the middle. The. 
wide triple windows crowned by broken £gables are enclosed b 
by hernes and Barocco curved architraves. The angles of the | 
building exhibit richly ornamented ashlars, 3 balustrade forns 
the upper termination, above which is a later transformed man 
sard roof and finally a tomer with domed top.

painteë arms, is shonn as attractively represented. Vagnific 
are the fanciful waterspouts nith their dragon bodies. 

The conclusion may be that one of the most notemsorthy monu 
ents that the Cerman Renaissance has produced is tte tomb of — 
the deceased Edo Wieneken nho died in 1511, erected by his. # 
daughter maria in 1561-1564 in the church at Jever (Fig. 320). 
He #as the last head of the three Frisian provinces, which fre- 
ely chose the first noble of the name name and family as their 
ruler about the middle of the 14 th century. The monument nas 
neslected for a long time, then was carefully restored in 187 5 
by O0. Lasius, and consists in its nucleus of a marble sarcoph= | 
asus adorned by fine arabesques, on nhich the deceased is rep- . 
resented in full armor, reclining nith folded hands. At the 3 
heaû stand female figures with shields, one bearing the arms 
of Jever and the other the inspription. The nhole rises on 8. 1 
high marble base like a sarcophagus, nhose covering slab of 4 
black marble is supporte: by six statues of Christian Virtues,. 
four of nhich nere recently restoreë. Six figures of mournin£_ 
children with reversed torches are placed rather behind tbe» 
The lorer sarcophagus is adorned by an alabaster frieze with 
representations from the life of Christ and beneath is a sec à 
onû frieze nith scenes from the O1à Testament. ninally six s 
all reclininé lions are placed on the lomer marble steps. This, 
magnificent monument is non enclosed in an octagonal domed cha 
pel structure ligshtly constructed of oak, that forms an indep- 
endent tomb chapel in the choir of the church. The loner sbor! y 
is surrounded by esight deep arches in the form of tunnel vaul. 
ts, which externally rest on short banéed corinthian 1 
with attsched atlantes. Open belustrades, the external forme 
of ornamenteal balusters anûô the inner of caryatids, enclose & 
the area. Through the wide arches the vien of the monument is 

open at the sides. Above the inner piers rise eight other sup 
ports as an upper story, thai again opens with eight wide arch 
es and has a magnificent star vault as ceilinés, adorned by {0- 
liage in carved #ork. Like an airy canopy #ith atlantes and 
caryatide at the angles ëhô terminatiné nitb a rich cornice 
with consoles, is cronned the entire structure. On the four 2 

principal sides it bears Barocco gable projections, at tbe 
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front the figure of the Crucified One, above it being Cod 
Father and the dove of the Holy Chost, on the three others are 
Voses, Peter and Paul.

They commence as on the tomb at Buder a 
with the representation of the funeral procession, where bené 
ath the sarcophagus #alks the faithful deg as a mourner: Re 
come fanciful bands of “allriors, fauns and satyrs, combats 
knights, finally all sorts of fanciful forms, monsters, érotes: 
ques and the like. Further all soffics of the vaults are orne- 
mented in their coffers by carvinés, #bich exhibit a nonderful 
æealth of inventiou. The entire nork was certainly executed\ by

The monuments of this northeast province have been passed 
over nith entire silence in this day of research in art, Wwitl. 
the sole exception of the Brigéemann’s altar in tbe cathedral, 
at Schieswis. The blame of this in the first line rests on the 
country itself. Until the most recent time, nothing bas appear: 
ed there to thros light on the old native monuments, and in ce 
consequence of this indolence must the opinion continue, 6be 
the country contains no treasures of this kind. For among Ce 
man provinces none has been so entirely indifferent to its oo 
monuments as Schleswig-Bolstein. Doubiless this nas on€ of the 
many nrongs suffered by the land through its long political 
hybrid conditions. First by the nar for freedom in 1864 this 
efficient race was forever united with the mother country, À ; 
began to rule itself, and after by Professor Thaulow it had 
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already won the merit of saving many norks of art from neglect. 
and removal, there first begsan local investigations busied with 
the still remaininé monuments. I can no# by means of contribu- 
tions frou thence, for the first time make the attempt to ch: 
acterize the relation of Schleswig-Holstein to the Renaissance. 
But before all are required still more thorough examination of 
the archives to obtain a firm foundation for the considerati

Thas it has occurred, that no single well preserved éreat 
chitectural nork from the time from 1550-1650 is now found à 
the duchies. The fen architectural remains that have been pre 
served here and there on castles like Cottorp and Husum, on + 
the city hell at Cläckstadt, on the court dispersary at Bel, 
give but a poor idea of the former conditions. Accordiné ton 
the illustrations in L. de Thurah’s Danish Vitruvius, all Re 
se buildinés bear the character of the same Dutch architectu 
as found in the cotemçorery monuments at Copenhagen, for exa 
ple the Bourse and castle Rosenbéré, and as are Known to us LL 
Danzig buildings, namely the arsenal. Especially picturesque 
sas the eastle at Husum begun by duke Adolf in 1574 with its 
high curved gables, its polyéonal stair toners and the me 
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square principal toner. Also the later erected castles bear. 
the same character. The castle at Sanderberé was an entirely 
plain building without detali forms, only distinguished by w 
ry strons angle toness. Also the citizens’ private BTONÉT 
of this time has left scarcely traces: yet it results from cer- 
tain remains, as for example from the boldly carved wooden. cor: 
bels on 2 house opposite church S. Nicolai at Kiel, that a ver 
characteristic half timber construction probably often came in- 
to use on residences.

If all this is little satisfactory, yet the description siri- 
kes quite other sides, if Gevoted to the consideration of the 
internal equipment.

artists. If it concerned only marble monuments, then one turns 
to the foreign country, since then the epitaph of kiné Frederi 
I in the cathedral at Schlesnig nas ekecuted after the designs 
of J. Binck of Antrerp.

Only by the acti 54 
ity of numerous native masters, that indeed in certain cases 
also did not exciude the assistance of foreign artists, may be. 
explained this splendic:prosperibty. Until now the names or non- 
ogrems of their builders remaininé on the monuments thenselves 
have not been investigated; there is also lackiné research in. 1 
the archives: but it certainly is to be expeltec bhat such "ill 
reveal tc us in most cases native masters. L 
In any case most of these noble works in the time of a false 
classicism were carelessly painted with oil colors, so that the 
refinenent of sculptured forms is injured and the picturesque : 
charm is lost; yet the high artistic significance of a great ! 
number of them cannot be denéed, anû even in the numerous lit 
tle norks is manifested a fixed artistic tradition and skilful 
manual technics. The forms are those of a fully developed bigb 
Renaissance, not without an inclination to the beginning Baroc- 
co. But all that occurs in the better works with a fullness of. 
spirit and life. Besides the works of the founders and braziers 
is extremely sorthy of consideration; not merely the candiest… 
icks an sconces, and the often very stately fonts, but parti 
culariy the very magnificent brass chandeliers, which are found 
in nearly every old church in the province, exhibit the feeling 
for noble forms anû a then generally distributed enjoyment of | 
artistic creations. Likewise are not lackiné engraved and ni 
ello bronze plates, as nell as excellent works in #nrougsht iron. 
Also goläsmith’s works of many kinds are found, particularly 14 
ornamented by ornanental filigrees, and especially the church 
treasuries in the entire land ere rich in splendiä silver ves- 
sels for communion and baptism, which by noble forms and refi- 
ned artistic execution, are distingsuished by ornamental reliefs 
and chased decorations. Finally the later time has produced a.

M. Swyn’s house 
stands in the middle of the village of Lehe glose to Lunden 4 
and is sheded by éreat lindens. In the vicinity lies an inm- 
ense drift boulder, that indicates the place “here this iupor- 
tant man was slein by the aroused people of Dithmarschen. The 
house is a heavy brick structure of the 16 th century and bas | 
the plan of a Low Cerman peasant’s bouse; an elongated rectan- 
£éle, at whose front end lies the main entrance. This leads in- 
to the so-called vestibule forming a wide hall, at both sides | 
of nhich are arranged little chambers, kitchen and other roo 
In the proper peasant’s house this is the threshing floor, a 
its sides extending the stalis for cattle. The hall is enlarg… 
ed aë the rear in cross form and at the middle opens into a 4 
spacious liviné and state room, thaï on three sides looks out 
into the open air. This is than what is termed Pésel in the F. 
Friesian house. Also here this stately room is also desiénated 
as à sleepins room by the addition of a great and a smaller 
bed place. These as nell as an extremely richly decorated wards 
robe, a splendid cupboard and a likenise elegantiy constructed. 
fireplace, and mith the rich paneling of the #alls and a nobly 
membered coffered ceiliné, form a whole, that certainly si 
to the most beautiful in this kind. To this is also added-tne” 
floor covered by glazed tiles. Particularly beautiful ïs the 
dcormay encloseë by richly decorated Corinthian pilasters and.

best early Renaissance. Of like treatment is the fireplace, | 
particularly distinguished by an attic mith richly adorned dou 
ble arms.

Still grander is the decoration of the chapel in castle Got 
torp at Schlesaig. The castle itself is antirely tasteless i

Next this are three great cross vaults wit 
the most luxuriant stucco decorations that may be found “) 
xhere in Cermany; surface ornaments with the most elegant âra#- 
ing with shells, masks, rosettes and the like, with great etf- 
ect in the imposiné dimensions. Even richer and more magnific- 
ent, but also more Barocco is the neishborins most finely ador- 
ned betneen the surface ornements by views of cities, medalli- 
ons, festoons of fruits etc. The keystone here has fine and — 
freely pendant cornucopias and a rosette. Further exists a 
luxuriant Barocco fireplace mith hermes. The third and laré 
est hall next tbe gserden side is without decoration other 1 
than the richly profiled ribs and arches of the cross vaults, 
buë is imposingé by the nobly érand proportions. 4 

What must heve been the formerly famous equipment of this 
castle is non recognizeë only by the chapel located in the 
same wings. Erected from about 1560-1620 under duke Adolf, do 
Adolf, it must be termed one of the éreatest shon pieces of 
our Renaissance. It forms a simple rectangle, that is covere 
by tro pointed cross vaulhs, #hose cross section no longer be= 
longs to the Cothic.

All this was executed mitn the richest art materials of a 
velopeë high Renaissance, "here the Barocco only appears in the 
broken cronniné of the Gucal box, in certain gables and curv à 
consoles. Everywhere prevails refinement and nobility of tre 
ment of forms, in the columns and their entabletures, the pil- 
asters, bermes and other parts. Particularly magnificent is 
the altar and its superstructure of ebony, which receives sp 
endid ornamentation by silver ornements anû by three reliefs 
in nrought silver. charminé by its memberiné and graceful or 
naments is the organ case, that bears the date 1567.

Since the Saxon princes 4 
ter Frederic the fise are knesn to have entrusted conmissions 
to the most renonned masters of Cermany, such as Dürer, Chanach 
P. and H. Vischer,and others “ere engsaged for them. The ronun= 
ents of the castle church in Wittenberg, Dürer’s martyrdom ot il 
the ten thousand, and numerous paintings of Cranach give evid= 
ence of this. Heretofore their buildinés have been less consid- 
ered, I can here touch on only the most important. Such a mig 
ty prince’s castle as the Albrechtsburé in Meissen, erected by 
the founder of the Albertine line in 14/1-1483 by a vaster Ar 
nold Kestphaling (i.e. from Nestphalia), still entirely ir Co- 
thic forms, but built with the greatest extension of space, the 
middle ages produced noshere in Cermany, or only nitb the exc- 
eption of Marienburg.

Also some little late Cothic portals occur; but 4 
bon vers much are they surpassed in charm by the Renaissance 
portals. 

Finaliy Torgau also has a city hall of stately arriere KA 
witb three high Sables, indeed recently strongly modernized. 
At the southwest angle is built a round bay:windom after the . 
model of the tro on the hall building of the castle end most 
richly adorned by sculptures. It rests on &wo pillars, above 4 
shich two forms of bearded men are placed like consoles. Elag- 
antly Gecorated pilasters and frieze divide the surfaces, and 
on the window parépets are seen at top portraits of emperors,, 
then figures of Virtues, finally the busts of a prince and 12 
wife, perhaps John Frederic the Mediator, for the work PROS 
to have orisinated about 1560. 

Dresden. 

Dresden is very properly to be termed the city of the Renais= | 
sayce in north Cermany. The monuments of the middle ages neith- 
er in number or sorth compare with the leter creations. Even 
at the end of the middle ages Meissen considerably surpasses 

it, being distinguished by its cathedral and the mighty Albre= è 
chtsburs. First snith the 16 th century Dresdèn ecjuired éreat- 
er importance as the principal residence of the elector”’s court, 4 
and it remaineë for centuries the seat of a splendid attivity À 
in art. The principal work of the Renaissance is the royal pales 

Alreséy in the middle ages existed a castle of the margreves 
of Meissen farther south of the present paèace, that HOnever 
became ruinous, so that in 1494 the toner erecteû. onât "28 o À 
overtbronn by storm winds. meantime the ground 438 already pre- 
pared for the new building farther donnrart at the northnest | 
corner of the olà city tonard the river. The nortbnest portion 
of the existing palace contains all that design. To it after

ment of this, that at F and C in the front angles lie the tro 
main stairs, polyéonal and projectiné, divideë by bold Ionic sd.

This unfortunetely so reviled, mutilated and, 
jured Ce rée building thus preceded the court struciure erecte 
by Haerice about trenty yèars, and since it is even earlier LD 
then the castle at Torgau, ne have it as the earliest ivportant 
monuwent of the Renaissance in all north Cermany. 
The portal of the former castle chapel, as ne have stated, 
again placed elsenhere, and since it is dated 1555, denotes En 
the completion of the splendid #ork commenced under Haurice. D à 
It is by far the noblest composition of a portal in the enti 
Cerman Renaissance, in beauty of proportions, clarity of com 
osition, charm of ornaments and refinement of the wemberiné, 
exbibitiné the spirit of the developed high Renaissance. Fou! 
fluted Corinthian columns of classical form enclose it and b 
the stronély projectiné entablature, on nhose frieze extends 
a noble acanthus scroll, as made after the best Roman models 
A cornice with dentils, egg mouldingé and consoles forms the 
termination. Above is an attic nith four richig SPIP RRNTS : 
lasters, aith tro figures of apostles in the side panels, i 
he li midèle panel being the resurrection of Christ in € 
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excellent relief. To these are added four other saints in ele- 
gant niches, which divide the side panels between the columns. 
With the same richness and like beauty is the carved work of 
the door, both in ornanentation and also in figures of unsur- 4 | 
passed nobility. Sirce this magnificent nork certeinly must p 
pass for the nork of Italian artists, the John Heria frequent- 
ly mentioned in the building accounts must indeed be held to 4 
be its master. Concernings this artist se bave recently been œ 
more accurately informed. He called himself John Maria of pad 
ua or à Paduan, and as a pupil and assistant of J. Sansovino 4 
was engased together with Paolo della Stella on the reliefs 1 
in the chapel of S. Anthony in the church at Padua.

Ori 
ginally the palace as shown by the model in the bistorical mu- 
seur and en olà paintint of A. Vogel also there, was adorned hs 
everynhere by such gables. To these were added a complete dec- 
oration by frescos on the external nalls as in the courts, nos- 
tly gray on éray, in richer splendor of colors at certain poi- .

In Meissen the old residence 4 
of the mergraves, the mighty late Cothic building cf the Albr= 4 
echtsburé surpassed all that the later times executed. The #ok 
of the NWestphalian master Arnold, the éreatest prince’s castle 
of the entire middle ages, still belonés in its entire forms 
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to the Cothic: but the mind which arranged anf developed these 
incomparatlg'imposiné rooms already allows the existence of a À 
nes time to be recogsnized.

13 th century the city had ecquired much importance by its 11 
norks, that it fougsht an obstinate feud #ith ühe archbishops L 
of Magdeburg; and could maintain a strong army in 1435 against 
archbishop Günther and the electors of Saxony. Its prosperitp 
contanuelly increased in tie course of the 15 th century by 
tbe ever extendings commerce, but the constantly increasins 
aealth'of Leipzié, fevoreë by the Saxon princes, and yet more | 
the internal dissensions of the patrician anû popular varties | 
soon ruined its s6ron£ position, so that archbishop Ernest in 
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league with the democrats overponered the city in _4/8 and by 
estatlishingé the strong Woritzburg (1478-1503) could remain p « 
permanently in it. Still more decidedly did archbishop Albert 
v- Erendenburé (151351545) influence the fate of the city. This 
norldly inclined prince of the church, but enterprisiné on all 
sides and recklessly proceediné, who after 1514 possessed the.

In the art chamber still preserved in the castle are many 
valuable sorks of the Cerman minor arts; ornamental drinking 4 
vessels, beakers end goblets, a globe with fine support, astro-. 
nonmicel instruments, beautiful natches, glass vessels and cast 
objects, and before all the little alleged breviary, but actu- 
ally a princely genesloéy of the 16 th century, one of the most 
precious jesels of the German goldsmith’s art, there naturally 
abbtributed to B. Cellinibubut in truth results from the kind À 
of technics and the artistic forms, the sork of a distinguishec à 
Cerman master. The cover is made of solid gold adorned nith. da ee

The most interestiné and artistically most important point 
is that French building, that by its severe window architectu- 
re with the simply membered gable also gives the exterior of 1 
the castle a stately appeasance.

On the ornements of the bay nindon, thet differ much in value, 
the followins is to be said; the bay window D exhibits besides 4

A great design is the fortress at Coburég, besun about ile ©" 
end of the 15 th century, in great part still with ricb Gothic 
decorations, in the court being a piciuresque open steair in ti 
three stories and very well carved in wood. À shon piece of #1 
the latest Renaissance is the so-called Horn chamber, 2 haït 
adorned entirely by panelingé and indeed with colored inlaid 
work. Between Barocco pilasters are seen rich figure:represe 
tations on the #alls. But most beautiful is the ceiling #ith 
its strongiy moulded beams and coffers, all panels decorated. 
by fine ornaments. This state chamber belonés to the norks 
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executed by John Casimir (after 1596). The seme prince als 
orned the city by several imposiné buildGings, and caused to 
altered the Ehrenburg erected on the site of the earlier Ba 
foot monastery in 1612 (modernized after 1816). 

Of the buildinés of John Casimir I name first the adninist:

In church S. Moritz are to be named some tombs. First are se 
veral bronze sliabs, among them the very skilfully executedo 
of John Frederic the Mediator, who died in 1595 in prison at 
Steier, and his nife Elisabeth, who preceded him by a yeer, 
and as the inscription of the tomb slab states, died in the 
custoëy of her loré at Neustadt en Austrie. Similar but much 
ruder is the memorial slab of John Casimir (4. 1633). The én 
epitaph executed in alabaster and entirely bainted, is a bigb 
and already very Barocco structure like en altar, and much 
overloaded. x

The Anhalt provinces belons by the character of the Renais 
ance #norks to the group of upper Saxony, although they recei 
at the same time certain influences from the adjacent domain 
of loner Saxony. The latter especially consist din certain-ex 
ples of that ertistically treated wooden construction, ni: 
shall find in the Rarz regions. ; 

The most valuable remains of our epoch are possessed by, pe 
sau in the western ning of the ducal castle. The building en 
loses a rectangsular court on three sides, but in the east an 
south winés experienced a characteriess modern transforuatio 
in the times of the tasteless barrack style. Recently befor 
tbe middle building was placed 2 grand stairæay in the forms 
of the Frederick building of Heidelberg. On the contrary ühe 
entire western ning is a northy nork of the beginning Renaiss- 
ance, belonginé to tbe earliest in Germany; then the sable enG 
that is stepped with heavy early Renaissance arches, contains 
as arms the double eagle anû the inscription:- “Charles V ep 
eror. 1530”. The pilasters that subdivide this and the cour 
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side of the upper story, appear 6o beloné to 2 modern restore- 
tion. At the middle of this ing is built in the court then 
stair (Fig. 340) in a polyéonal toner, to nhich flights of s 
eps lead at each side, whose landiné extends around the sbai 
way 2s à rectangular balcony. The pilasters of the parapet, 
very handsome and crowned by bears holding arus, together wi 
théhlittle baluster columns of the railing belonés to the ea: 
Renaissance; but the tracery in the separate panels, the po 
als of the steps as well as the loner entrance leadinés to kbe 
cellar nith its interesting Cothic rounûds are mediseval. The 
effect of this ægich and original work is iven enbanced by cc 
piete painting or gildiné. The Renaissance then appears in « 
tain ornaments of the balustrade, attractive in the riche 
mings of the portels. The composition of the stair is tre s 
as at Torgau, but is somemhat earlier and by a master, thaë 
part s$ill belonés to the Cothic. On the main portal of the 
wèr is read, that princes Jobn, Ceorge ard Joachim together 
ected the building in 1533. I believed that the date of 153 
was recognized on a little tablet. To this corresponds the, 
torical statement, which says that prince John II with his bre. 
thers George and Joachir execütéd'the rebuildins of the-cssti 
xhose older parts were built by the brothers Albert and Wolt 
mar in 1341. Probably as so often occurred, the approachiné 
marriage of the prince to Margaret, daughter of John of Era 
enburé, nidon of duke George of Pomerania, gave occasoon fo 
the ner building. John #as a noble lovins architecture, rou 
bis subjects to build and gave them the necessary nood, mbe 
be said, “that he preferred bo see à man daell near him, th 
that the wooû shoulû stay in the forest and stegs and other 
wild animals to stay therein”. His brother Joachim, #bo liv 
till 1531 at the court of duke Ceorge of Saxony, adhered to 
the Reformetion and to the érest sorron of that prince fait 
to the olû religion, after his brother’s death (1551) conti 
the buildinés already commenced. In fact one sees on the sa 
nest wins farther inwerd a rather primitive Renaissance tab 
that contains the name of Joschim and the date 1549. 

Tn the interior of the stairmay the nerel is adorned at % 
base by elegant Renaissance crnamerts, #hile the little win 
ous of the stairaay exhibit Cothic motives. On the upper la 
ins of the stair is found a portal, mhose broken poinbed arc

the developed Renaissance style, which are placed in the ang ;

in the polysonel tower. These are parts of the éresat extension 1 
buildiné, #hich nas underbtaken by Joachim Ernest after 1577. 
Tt would not be impossible that master Caspar, ho nent frem 1 
Brieg to Desseu in 1572 to advise this prince, should be con= 
nected in some way with these norks. But elso P. Niuron from ‘4 
Lugano, "whom ne learned to know at the castle buildiné in Ber- 
lin, it appears nas engaged in Dessau in building the castle

ition, namely the cover beins richly adorned by little eurehi

Unimportant is the private architecture; the best is a 15

Oprosei to this characteristic wooden construction, stone 
architecture is chiefly employed in the buildinés of princes, 
nobles and clergsy, nd from thence are also many adoptions in 
citizens’ circles, since this material then entered Brunsmick 
besides wooû, anû in Hanover evey acqgu:red supremacy. But this 
stone construction almost without exception belonés to the Last 
epoch of Gevelopment, and exhibits in its luxuriant but dry f. 4 
forms the predominatiné influence of the Netherlands anû of tre 

rorthern coast provinces. Exceptingé that it is nell cut stone Ë 
construction, when favored by the everyrhere existiné sandstone 
guarries of the land. Thus our province is sharply separated | 
from the northern éroup of brick buildinés.

Let us commence #ith the princely buildings, then Celle bas 
the claim to stand at the head of the consderation. The castl À 
usually passes for a late Cothic building erected by duchess 
Anne at the end of the 15 th century in apparently contempora 
ry Renaissance forms. The actual condition conbradicts this 
assumption, since only tbe still entirely vaulteë Cothic cast 

le chape (founded in 2485 by duke Henry the Mediator of Erun 
| swick-Linebers) belongs to that time, but the existing Renais 
sance forms originating on the nes buildings sere begun by Ern- 
est the Confessor (after 1532) and continued after his death 4 
(1556) by William the Younger. Indeed the greater park of the 
building nas first erected under Ceorge Nilliam from 1665 to. 
1670 by an Italian architect, C. Bolognese. 

At the southnes, edge of the city rises in a stately mass 
(Fig. 342) the imposiné structure, 25 an elongsateë rectangle A 
extendingé north and south sith four nings énotosingca spaciou 
court. The eastern longer side is toward the city as a ‘facade 
Formerly the whole nas surrounded by a moat, that is now dry 
and is firectily connected #ith the magnificent park. Before 
reachingé it, one must pass at both angles tao small projectin 
buildinés like pavilions, one of #hich at the right (southern 
is preserved. The little one story structure with the tro ori 
inal polyéonal bay windons, the mindons with bhe splayed form 
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and the inserted Renaissance medallions prove, that we here 
have to do sith a part of the buildings, which mere erected 
by duke Ernest the Confessor. 

The castle itself contains in its eastern nong bhe oldest 
parts. Above an unimportant éround story rise tro high stories 
#ith irregularly distributed windows, dominated by a roof sto- 
ry Wäbb seven bar: nindons, whose simply treated semicireuler 
stepped gables, picturesquely animate the expression of the. > 4 
long facade. The entire architecture is simple and in the arch- 
itrave mouldingés bears the stanp of the early Renaissance. Ne. 
arly in the middle of the facade projects a round stair toner il 
becoming polygsonal above and terminating with a semicircular h 
gable.

stately arched portals close beside the tower lead into the 
interior. In spite of the imitation of earlier Renaissance 
forms in their existing shapes, they belons to tbe parts added | 
later.

The great court of the castle only in the east niné shons tr- 
aces of the original architecture, namely on both side portals, 

although later changes are also recognized there. À projecting. | 
builéiné, originally constructed as in the second story es on 
open stair but ao enclosed, extends before it. In the middle . 
projects a great polygonel stair toner, that also belpaÿs tat- 
er changes. The other thrie ninés mere erected under Ceorge 4 
Hillien in the second half of the 17 th century in simple and 
âry Barocco forms. In the same niné is found a double portal, 4 
likenise a plain design, More freely treated only in tbe sest 
nins.

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in the interior, that after 183/ nas arranged as the residence. 
of the king of hanover and carefuliy eqguipped, the chapel is 
one of the finest show pieces of our Reneissance. The buildin 
with a single aisle with its Cothic cross vaults and poly£ona 
choir still telonés to the middle ages , but the incomparably 
rich treatment of the decoration nas added about 1565 by âuke — 
William the Younger, son of Ernest the Confessor. On stron£é 4 
stone corbels above lon sesmentel arches rises the princely 
éallery sith lattice windows, shose roundels are set in éold- 
ed leads. On the parapet of the gallery is seen the half leng- 
th figures of the apostles in painted stone reliefs, betseen E 
them being angels with musical instruments on the pilasters.

The paintinés are well preserved in the entire fresb- 
ness of the colors, and are skKilful norks of the school of Fl= 
anders of that time. No less richly is the organ ornsamented A 
and furnished nith wings painted inside and outside. To this 
is finally added on the surfaces, the enclosures of the #indo 
and the nindiné stair, a painting of #ôk4 ornaments on blue $ 
érounds, so that an inconparable general effect in general dis= 
tinguishes this masterpiece of polychromy. Likewise the vaul

From the same time dates the splendid internal restoration 
of the city church, a sigple Cothic design sith a choir from 
the duodecagon, but nhich in the late time if the 17 th cent- 
ury received a tunnel vault and magnificent stucco decoration 
in the finest PBarocco style. The choir by its princely nagnif- 
icent tosbs forms a complete museum. In the choir endinés is f 4 
first the extremely elegent epitaph of Ernest the Confessor, 4 
erected after his death (1546) by his son duke William in 1570. 
The deceased with his wife Sophia (4. 1541) represented as kn - 0 
eeliné in a rather stiff pose before a crucifix, in three nich= 
es covered by black marble.

upper story, resting on strong corbels and endinés in e roof 
bay nindos, thab with two others picturesquely animate the bu 
ildins. The side facade receives 2 characteristic treatment y il 
a high gable rith pilesters in four orders and adorned by. vol-1 
utes as nell as obelisks. It is a strikinsly composed and nas-

The citizens’ private houses here first make us acqguainted î 
sith the nood construction brought from the neighboring Harz.

are represented. One of the earliest aod also finest rorks is 4 
tnice marked with the date 15232, and is seen in Post st., cor 
nes of Runà st. The mindos sills are still decorated in mediae— 
val fashion by late Cothic foliage nound about the round.

First are to be arranged here some neïghboriné castleès. One 
of tbe earliest, as it appears, is the castle at Cifhorn, mhich_ 
the thirë son of Fenry the Medisator an brother of Ernest the 1 
Confessor, duke Franz had built after 1525. After he had comp- 
romised Cifhorn with tbe court in 1539, he returned to the cas 
tle where he died in 1549 and mas interred in the chapel. The 
irregsularly arranged structure, that I Gid not nyself visit, ;

The entrance lies at the east and open 
side of the court, where is a fixed stone bridée, closed in f 
front by a magnificent portal and leading across the moat. À 
pond extendiné at the right in combination aitb rich éroups 4 
of trees gives to the mhole an elevated and picturesque effect.

This is the breatment prevailingé on most 
contemporery buildings in Hanover (see below), and probably 
from thence nas called a master for these parts. 

The remainingé parts of the castle betray a different treatu- 
sent, lower proportions, dryer forms, but unusually excellent Ne 
execution. All is enclosed by energetic pilasters:; these as r à 
sell as the entire magsonrn to the apexes of the numerous high 
gables and roof bay windows is adorned by #ide horizontal bands, 
shich exhibit the favorite star pattern and other ornaments of 
the late time in splendiég execution. Thereby the architecture à 
acquires the character of a heavy anû almost fortress-like dep 
ness, which is expressed particularly on the external wall of 1 
the #est ning and yet more on the southern, that rises from a 4 
massive retaining wall. This mode of treatment, that re found … 
in entirely allied feshion in Breslau, Danzis, Lhbeck and Bre- 
men, forms a common tendency in the late Renaissance of north- 
ern Cermeny. To this are addeû numerous sinilarly treated por- 
tals, manifold bay windows on external and internal facades, 
but which everywhere belong only to the high éround story, th= k 
ereby assurings its predominatiné importance. The many high roof 
Sables, the crowning chimney caps, all this decorated by bold 
Barocco forms, then the original waterspouts complete the me 
turesque expression of the great structure. 1 

A special arrangement is still to be considered, that has n 
not merely an attractive artistic effect, but is also & valu 
ble contribution to the history of civilization of these days. 
At the left in the southmest angle of the court beside the et il 
sir toner, anû at the same time in connection with the entran 
ces to the kitchen and the cellar of the castle is placed the 
so-called pilérim’s porch; an open and richly ornamented port" 
ico, where pilérins ané the poor received fooû andiärink at 
all bimés from à supply openiné directly from the kitchen. Be 
neath the opening extends a stone slab like a table on corbels, 
and benches for restiné are arranged at the side walis. Even 
now by the master of the castle are practised these oi. customs.

In its repeated cont- A 
ests sith the prince of the country for entire independence, in 
the early accession of the Reformation, in its manly aûhesion 4 
to the Smalkald league, it manifested its sound sense. As evid- 
ence of a constantliy increasing enduriné prosperity for centur- 
ies, it exhibits à number of prominent monuments from the epoc= | 
hs of the middle ages, great church buildings of the demo 
and Cothic periods, and one of the most beautiful city halls. of. 
the middle ages. Already in the 15 th century the monumental su 
splendor and grandeur of the city strikes a connoisseur like 43 
Aeneas Sylvius. In untroubled freshness it also non takes its A 
part in the development of the Renaissance, and produces a ne 
ries of secular norks in the style, that extend closely to the 
beginning of the thirty years’ war, which for a long time ri 
ruin the prosperity of the city. ; 41 

Honever me cannot here speak of a particularly early accept. 
ance of the new style. Its forms slip in but slowly and almost 
unnoticed, and only late does it come to important creations. 
This is properly connected with this, that almost exclusively … 
sooû construction here dominates secular architecture, mherebyÿ 
mediaeval tradition "mas so long in force. One can follow the s 
steps of the development of the forms; as in the 16 th century- 
the Cothic treatment is undisturbed, and then certain motives, 
of the Renaissance slip in, until finally being favored by the 
tendency of the ner style, stone construction is mixed with it 
firet in combination #ith wooë construction at the portals or 
on the ground and first stories takes its place, but is finall 
expressed on some entire facades. 

To exhibit this process in detail, se commence nith the cons=. 
ideration of the earlier buildinés still treated entirely in 
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the mediaeval sense. These still exhibit throughout a strong ad 
rerence to the decoration of the elements of structural frames- 
ork. The sills and fillings blocks have bold coves and chafers, 
nhereby the horizontal lines of the stories projectiné beyond. 
each otber are effectively accented. Extremely animated is the 
decoration by rectangulariy interrupted lines, that may be ter- « 
med frets. But with these alternates another ornament taking i . 
its motive from the plank kingdom, consistiné of e series of 1 
leaves wound around a horizontal round, and showing the charsc= 
teristic forms of the well known late Cothic foliase. No less 4 
richly are treated the beam ends, taat like corbels support the 
projecting stories. They receive not merely boldly hollomed no 
uldinés, but sometimes have representations of figures on high 4 
relief, apostles and other saints as well as genre objects and 
grotesques. 3 

‘Ag for what concerns the general conposition of the facade, i 
there but seldom occurs in Brunssick the narron and lofty sebl- 
ed facades, for example thaï almost exclusively prevail in cit 0 
ies like Läbeck, Bremen, and Danzig. The houses have the longer 
side toward the street, but obtain by one or more bay Windoms 
with their gables à no less rich and picturesque effect. On the 
other hand the bay nindon is entirely santiné on these facades. 

Extremely great is the number of the buildinés of the first 
epoch with the characteristics above. Ther; are mos&t,y dated in 
theilest decades of the 15 th and the first of the 16 th centu- 
ries. One of the earliest of these houses is the little one at 
No. 10 Post st. from 1467. From 1469 dates a similar one at No. 
17 Suéklint, nith pretty figures of saints above on the ends 4 
of the beams. Another at No. 3 Altstadt Market bears the date 
of 1470. From the same year is one of the richest houses at No. | 
23 Scharrn st,, most lavishly ornamented by figures of. saints 
as well as fanciful anû genre sculptures. In the round faced 
sills with tnisted rope forms, à very properiy occurriné shape, 
must be retognized a motive influenced by the Romanesque time.

This form of xindon occurs 
in Brunswick in frequent repetition. But nhat gives to this fa 
cade its srecial charm are the handsome niches betreen ÿhe de.

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xere doubtless originally plastered and painted. 

Stately is also the stone house at No. 5 Martinikirche;: more 
simply treated on the #hole, but rith one of the most luxurien 
Berocco portals enclosed by four hermes and caryatids, again c 4 
crowned by an erect lion, the forepart of his boûy projectins - 4 
through an opening in the cartouche, as on No. 4 Eäckerklint.

The. esst 
facade is rhythmitally animated sith the lon height of stories \ 
by the coupled windows and sparinsly distributed colonnades,wi 
fine artistic taste. In the ground story projects a portico. aith 
depressed oval arches on piers, that is covered by Cothic cross 
vaults on ornamental Renaissance consoles. The same form of arch 
reappears on the little loggia of the second story and on the 
middle sindo”n openinés of the other stories. Cothic reminiscen” 
ces are fourd in the tracery parapets of the loséia,and the. ar 
chitraves of the windows, nith which in the upper stories sti 
appears the favorite egé mouldingés. The whole is finely constr- 
ucted in sandstone and enhanced by rich gsildins. The clear sub 
division, the complete mastery in the 8se of antique forms, & e.

moderate mixture with Barocco elements, finally the great cert- # 
sinty in the handliné of the ornaments and figures, give this 
facade a preemièent xorth. On the nestern facade, they bave been

A beautiful piece of internal decoration is then still preser- 
veë in the sessions hall of the New city. À richly ornamented 
and painted fireplace from 1571, enclosed by fluted Tonic colu- 
uns, with a magnificent beam ceiliné, fine paneliné on the vells, 
on all surfaces of pilasters, friezes and spandrels of arches, \ 
covered by inlaid ornaments on 8 dark ground. 

The old bishon’s seat of Halberstadt, located in a charming 
landscape on the northern slopes of the Harz mountains, exhibi= 
tes in merely important chuñch buildinés, among which the Cothic 
cathedral belongs to the monuments of the firsé rank, the porer … k 
of a spiritual prince of the middle ages, but it also presents 
jn numerous secular works the image of a vigor only acting afd 
art-loviné citizen class. In the mide course of the streets, 
the numerous open places, and partly extendiné about the centr- 
eg of civic authority, partly around the great church monuments, 
there is unéeniably expressed the trofold character of the city. ù 

Tn our considerabtion, we have only now to do with the #orks. 
of secular architecture, and inôeed nooden architecture certain 
ly stands in the first line. Hore exclusively than in Bruns#ick 4 
does it domirnate the citizens’houses, without alloniné admission # 
to stone construction. Therefore has also developed more purely à 
anû unfolded itself in éreatest prosperity just in the epoch of 4 
the Rensissance. From the last epoch of the middle ages it also

“isheë by a particular nealth of figure reliefs. The late Indi= 
an summer of the Renaissance is no longer expresse here; on & 
&he contrary the middle times of the style are represented by 
an unugually éreat number of buildinés, which bear the stamp 
of a plainly classical grace. The forms mosbly retain the char- 
scter of an ornamentation derived from the construction; the 
beam ends are variously membered by coviné and undercuttiug, 
on the upper surfaces being frequentliy cuë lines diagonally 
or vertically, and on the sides being often animated by stars, 
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rosettes and other patterns (Figs 107, Vol. I). The sills and . 
cross beañs are coved and chamfered, mostiy decorated by simil- 
arly incise@ diagonal lines. Under the windows are found either 
the fan (shell) ornament, or an imitation of stone construction - 
is executed as à blind arcade on little pilasters (Figs. 106, 
107, Vol. I).

The negnif= 
icent effect is chiefly based on the unusually projectiné stor- 
ies nith their triply appearin: and effectively carved beam ends, 
formed like corbels nith numerous little figures of saints. Also | 
occur Cothic tracery, friezes mith enimals and the like. Tbeis 
one of the richest examples of its kind. Witb similar treatment 
ès the great house at No. 1 Fischmarkt, in four stories adorned 
by masterly friezes:; the sills have the fret motive, thaï ne 
already found in Prunswick; The beam ends are stronély under-. 1 
cut and coved, also adorned by tracery; the angles of the top - 
strongly decorated by numerous figures. Cenerally there Drevéi tel 
here on mediaeval buildinés the figure element with rich devel- 
opment: thus on the houses on the Fischmarkt at Nos. 11 and 12, 
No. 10 from 1520, No. 9 from 1529, No. 3 from 1510. 
The transition to the Renaissance is denoted by 2 house from M

One 
of the richest and finest houses with the date 1608 is seen ati 
No. 2391 Soheuweg with tro symetrically arranged bay nindons in 
both principal stories (Fig. 352). The consoles are energetie 
in the antique form; the angles are flanked by columns, all sur- 
faces being covered by ornaments and figures, the elements, s 
sons of the year, planets, virtues, etc. There No. 394 is a 
aller house #ith a bay windon decorated by Corinthian columns 
and Barocco volutes.

Stone construction was here employed ènly in isolated cases 
but at least has 2 sbow piece of the first rank produced in the 
so-called Kaiser house in Lansen Hagen from 1587, built by "D Dr.

In this group I include the Lippe province, Westphalia and Fi 14 
the Lonser Rhine. These are provinces that pass in eos NS 
portance in the development of the Renaissance, although mostl f 
in the late time they show many valusble #orks in this style. 
There are also reflected here in the monuments the general con- 
ditions of the culture. The secular princes, chief supporters 
of Renaissance art, do not come into consideration bere. For 
fhere predominates here the ecclesiasticel element. the poner- 
ful dioceses of Cologne and of Treves, and lesser ones of Müns: 
ter, Osnabräck, Minden anû Paderborn, whose terrritories in gr- 
eat part still belong to Catholicism, are no prominent promote- . 
rs of Renaissance architecture. In certain sorks for decoration. 
of churches, rooû screens, altars and the like was here exhaus- 
ted the nen art. First at the end of the epoch the Jesuits eree- 
ted several great buildingés as memorials of the countérreforme- 
tion.(Thus Cologne, Coblence). On the other hand the power of 
the citigens almost entirely slept. Agide fsom certain splendid 
works (portico of the city hall at Cologne) this by fer did not 
produce here that inexhaustible abundance of monuments, which 4 
bhe cities caused to arise in other palces. Even a city like 
logne is poor in them. Only the region of the Weser, so far a 
it belongs to this group, participates in thaë luxuriant flou 4 
isbhing of the closiné epoch, whose traces ne already found in 4 
the precediné Chapter. Besides the stone buildinés, the xooden 
style also expresses itself here diversely and attractively, a 
and indeed in two separate éroups.

The stately city hall with its nuclerns dating from the Go- 4 
thic time received in 1589 a new portico added to the nor- 
thern side with a flight of steps, above it being an upper 
story like a bay windon. (fig. 362). It is a design like 4 
that on the city hall at Halberstadt, but execnted in nob= 
ler forms. In the grownd story wide Ionic pilasters with { 
open arches divide the structsre;} the upper one is entire- 
ly opened by windows, alternately separated by Ionic col- 
umns and fine pilasters. Richer figure ornament on stylo- 
bates, frieze and window parapets enhance the elegance of 1 
the ornamental strnetnre. More luxuriant with greater use 
of Barocco forms is the two story structure opened by Win- Li 
dows and projecting like a bay window on the northern an- L 
gle.

Besides is a great number of gabled howses, partly of sto= 
ne and partly of wood, mostly still preserved from the epoch 
of the Renaissance in the main streets, such as few German 
cities still possess ænchangsed. Among stone buildinés is pre 
ominent by érandeur of plan and skilful magnificence of con: 
struction, a house from 1571 in Breiten st., with finely 
treated arched portal and two splendid bay windows, one of

Further the present chief tax office 1 
possesses on the facade of the otherwise unimportant build- 
ing a bay window perhaps erected by the same master, with : 
rich arms on the xindow parapet and with three closed sem- 
icireular gables. 

Partiorlarly beautiful is the treatment of half timber 
constrnetion, indeed in that elegant form with which we 
became acguainted in deigshboringé Hëxter. Incomparably 
strong and dirersified is the decoration of the sills and 
cross beams by plaited work, winding bands, curved ribs ete. 
On the window parapets the chief part is played by the fan 
motive in great variety. Beside it occur figures of men, 6 
re scenes, fanéiful dragons anf animals, and finally are ad 
ded also strongly curved scrolls on jambs and friezes. One 
of the fiuest of these facades in Breiten st., dated 1598, :

generally known great chorch monuments of the middle ages, 
but also by imposiné monuments of the Renaissance merits 3 
consideration. To the city hall, a small mediaeval structure 
was added at the end of the Renaissance time one of those fa- 
vorite porticos, in the ground story an open portico altern- 
ately resting on piers and strong columns and covered by : 
cross vaults, above being a projection like a bay window cr. 
owned by two Barocco gables. Slender projectinés little colu- 
mns divide the walls in both stories.

In the upperm- 
ost panel of the gable is the representation of a ship in: 0 
relief. With like simple treatment is the gread gabled house 
at No. 273,while that at No. 252 still shons Cothic tracery. 
The stately gable of No. 265 with diminished pilasters and 
curved Barocco volutes dates from the end of the epoch. nN 
A similar facade from 1593 is in Obern st.

Far more imposings appears the Renaissance at Mänster. Th 
old city is not merely of importance for its great church 
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monuments of the middle ages, but it also stands io the fi 
line among those German cities, that can show a richlp dev 
oped secular architecture from the most different epochs.. 
The noble Gothic city:hall, whose gsabled facade exhibits o 
of the most beautiful compositions of the middle ages, is 
accompanied by enÿirerows of lofty privabs buiidéngss, that 
as nowhere else in Germany border the main streets, especia: 
lily the principal Market with its stately stone arcades, and 
lend them an unusually grand monumental expression rather in 
the character of the streets of Bologna, Padve and other It+ 
alian cities. Most of these howses even date from the middle 
ages, the arcades with slender pointed arches rest on simple 
square piers or also on rond columns, and the sables are 
stepped with carved Gothic panels of tracery in the separa 
steps. All these secular buildingée give clear evidence of 
the early development of the city, which frequently in con 
est mith the power of the bishop rose to independent import- 
ance, and attained higher prosperity by its connection nith 
the Hansa. At its entrance into the nen time, it even seen 
ed for the moment as if it would turn to Protestantism, and. 
it was not opposed to the introduction of the Reformation 4 
even under bishoo Frederÿ& III (1532), in opposition to th 
strenuous resistance Ôôf the cathedral chaper. But by the 
1y of the anabaptists the peaceful covwrse of the Reformation 
was in terruoted, and when those wild orgies ivere œvenched in 
blood in 1536, there arose as a natural consequence a react- 
ion of the chnreh and the state. Still the prod sense of a 
indepence of the citizens soon gese:to nem opposition, and 4 
the pouerful bishop Christopher Bernard v. Galen (1661); fire 
permanently succeeded in breaking the proud spirit of the. e 
citizens. a. 

The earlies.' appearance of the Renaissance began already 
in the thirties of the 16 th century nith a sptendii panel= 
ing of the chapter hakteat the cathedral. Master J. Kuppe 
exeduted the noble carved work, on which is read the date 
1544 and 1552, in that graceful and sportive style of the 
early Renaissance, that is known to us by the engravings 
of ornament of the little masters, particularly of Aldegr= 
ave. The nearly square room measures about 30 by 33 ft. and 
is entirely covered by paneling, thaï does not yet know the 
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later common imitation of stone architectwee, but is execut- 
ed in the true wooden style. Richly moulded and handsomel «| 
framed panels contain the finely carved arms of the TR 
the upper endings form low gables filled by shells and are 
cronned by fanciful forms and perforated leaf serolls.: p 
365 from the dramings of Ortnein gives an exanple of the or- 
namentation.

Likewise there are Nos. 43, 44, 48 (from 1627i), the me 
arches bordered by handsome dentils, aud farther in Bogen 
st. are Nos. 31 and 36 (from 1617), the latter without arcadi 
On these facades it is striking, how strictly is avoided mem 
bering in relief of the surfaces up to the continuing corni- 
ces, and rather the entire force of imagination is concent-.

On the city hall, the rear side is constructed in Renais- 
sance forms. In the interior the Friedens hall as well as 
the hall in the ground story have rich wooden paneling of t: 
the late time. Also the bedstead of John of Leyden merits A 
consideration. These works were previously mentioned above. | 
In the cathedral besides a nimber of good epitaphs and al- 
tars is nothing noteworthy from this time. The chapter hall 
exhibits the magnificent wooden paneling of the early time.

In the vicinity of MËnster is castle Wolbeck, bmilt about 
1546 by count Merveld, one of the earliest monuments of the 
Renaissance time there, which here yet appears mixed nith© 
certain Gothic elemants. On the otherwise plain external fa” 
cade projects an elegant bay window on corbels decorated by. 
bold sewlptsres. in the upper story, bearing the date 1564. 
It is entirely opened by slender windows between narrow soi 
lions, that below are treated as decorated pilasters, above 
as fine candelabra columns. The window parapets exhibit rio 
foliage on the enclosing members, in the surfaces being med- 
allions in relief and ornamentally treated allied arms. In 1 
the court the construction in rongh brickwork with ashlar 
enclosures is distinguished by well treated Sables.

tion there is an epitaph of the Brouner family, that is conn- 
ted among the finest morks of oxr Renaissance in early style.

In the chorch at Kemper an org | 
an case is still from the early Renaissance time. In Düssel- 
dorf the city chvrch preserves the magnificent marble tomb 
of duke lilliam of Julich-Cleve-Berg (died 1592), probably 
a work of the Netherlands. An original work execnwted in a 
severe classical manner is the addition to the city hall in . 
Jélich, now seryiné as archives, yet erected in the good Be 
naissance time.

First in Cologne do we find somewhat richer gatherinés, 1 
but also here by far not in proportion to the power and size 
of the city. In plan and extent as well as the abwndance of. 
monwments worthy of honor, from the Roman time to the end of 
the middle ages, the metropolis of the Rhine country belonés 
to the greatest cities of Germany. The imposiné toners of 
the Romanesque epoch, unsnrpassed in diversity of forms and É 
richness of construction, find their crown in the mighty Bo 
thic cathedral, thaï again bronght after it a number of oth=. 
er churches. There is expressed in these monunents the prod 
seat of the archbishop, and so is recognized in the sectlar : 
brildings the constantly increasing power of the citizens af- 
the the 13 th centory. The favorable location on the Rhine,… 
combined with the early acavired market rights, the connect-. 
ion with the Hansa, made Cologne the chief emporiwm of trade 
betxeen the lower and upper Rhine, North Germany and Holland, 
and the sowth German provinces. Even nou in the gothic city | 
hail with its magnificent Hansa hall, in the Gürzenich and 
the grand fortifications with their walls, gates and toners, | 
is recognized the poner of the citizen class of that time, 
which in the contest with the spiritoal power so serengthenel 
itself, that the archbishop’s combt was compelied to transfer 
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its residence to Bonn. ‘ 
The Renaissance indeed came into use in but a restricted à 
manner in the city, whose monnwmental importance was rooted 4 
in the middle ages. The private architecture of the citiz- D 
ens is strikingly dry, even still at the close of the epoch{ 
tha hall of the city hall is the only secular magnäfivent 
building. On the con.rary somewhat more favorable was it in 
resard to works of art. Yet also therin it concerned rather

Characteristic for the relation of Cologne to the new SÈy— 
le is the fact, that the earliest work in which it appears « 
here, at the first élance is recognized as a Flanders Work.

The recently published documentary statements justify this n 
decision, which is forced by the artistic character of the

But a brincipal work from the end of our epoch is the gre- 
at Jesuit chrreh, built in 1621-9, the equipment in part ev- 
en later (1639). In spite of the late date it exhibits the 
so frequently occvwurring mixtnre of Gothic and Renaissance, 
but in a sense quite different from the church at W8lfensr. 
buttel. Here in the immediate vilinity of the master“ork 0 
mediaeval constroction men still understood Gothic forms 
very well and erected three aisled chorches of imposingé di 
mensions with a high middle aisle. Since much space "as re 
quired for the preaching, to the side aisles mere given co 
plete upper stories, with clearly developed star vaults ab 
and belon. These rest on slender round piers with antique. ; 
capitals, from which branch the lower pointed arches at nid- 
height withowt break. Likemwise the middle aisle has net vaz- 
lis of simple and clear composition. The irindows are pointed 
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throwughout and with tracery, indeed no longer treated nob 
and organically, yet altvays showins 2 good understanding in 
the sense of late Cothic. All this as mell as the polyéonal 
ending of the choir and the also polygonal side choirs are 
still entirely mediaeval. 

Thus the facade also has a high window with pointed arch, | 
at the sides being smaller ones with the æsual tracery. But 
the windows are encliosed by antigwme architraves, the buttr-. 
esses are formed as great Doric pilasters, the portals and 
partievwlarly the midâle one being constructed in the luxur 
ant forms of the Barocco. Finally the facade is enclosed oy. 
a pair of béwers, whose windows imitate those of Ronanesque 
toners, only that the little dividingé columns again show Do 
rie capitals.

In the interior the decoration of carved work may be tern- 
ed a very important work. The confessionals in the side ai 
les, in combination with the mall panelings between them, fon 
cs an exceedingly effective and elegant coveriné. The forms 
are naturally strongly Barocco but are treated with refine— 
ment, the composition is a masterpiece in its way, the exec- 
ution is skilful as well as magnificent. 4 

The sectrlar architecbure of Cologne in this epoch calais 
tes in the noble portico, that in 1569 mèn decided to buil 
before the mediaeval city hall. The older portion of the bn 
ildings in Gothic, distinguished internally especially by the 
Éansa hall with its paintinés and scevlotures, externally by 
stately detacheä toner, are otherwise not of vale correspon 
ding to the prominence of the city. In the sense of the le 
of pomp of the later time should now be erected one of tho 
picturesque “porticos”, by which it was then songh& to give 
enhanced sflendor to the simpler and older city halls. Of al 
such porticos of city halls of the Renaissance time, that 
Gologne is withovwut question the most splendid. It finds its. 
chief analogies on the city halls at Halberstadt, Lemgso an 
Herford, while in Läbeck and Bremen men went farther and de 
cided for intirely new facades with arcade porticos. These - 
always form an open portico in the ground story, which in 
Cologne for the nener needs contains as à stairway 2 doxbl 
flight of stairs ascending to the council hall. But the up 
story consists of an open portico of noble proportions, wi

stately arrangement like the entire building and richly & 
orned (Fig. 368). In composition, membering and ornanentati- 
on is expressed a classistic sense, yet nowise in a dry and 
scholastic wey, bub still with an attractive play and amia- 
ble freedom, otherwise known only to the early Renaissance. 
To this also belongs the pointed arches employed in the vpp- 
er Story, which at the same time are membered and enclosed 
in antique form.

4 
that master, that by a minute ef the council on March 30, 4. 
1589, was directed“to prepare a pattern” for the new port= 
al, after it had been decèded on July 23, 1567, to remove 
the old ruinous portal and replace it by a new one. The low- 
er part mas bo. be made of Namur stone, for the other was 2er 
ought stone from Notteln in the Mnster region and from Neil 
ern; the stair steps came from Andernach. That master, who 
then a1s0 erected the btilding is designated to us as N. Ver 
nickel from Cologne. Further statements concerning this exe- 
ellent artist appear to be wantiné.

The first design draun with a quill and colored is mark 
“ÿade by L. Sutermann or Suavius in 1562”. This inscription. 
incidentally shows that L. Sutermann is identical with Lu 
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Suavius of Liege (In Vasari being “L. Suave of Liege). The 
design shows a rather classical building; below are closed 
walls with inserted marble panels. Above on the parapets are 
reliefs of white marble. The upper opeo portico is on conpled 
Boric columns with marble shafts, capitals and bases of bron- 
ze. As crowning is an abtic with Ionic pilasters, that is a1- 
most entirely covered by marble slabs with emblems ad orna- 
ments.

À great drawing with ink vash, geonetrical elevation, but | 
with a perspective indication of the portico, according to 1 
the example of many Palladian buildings at Vicenza, belon b. 
being a Doric portico without stylobates but with triglyph 
frieze. Behind is a tunnel vault with cross arches on Dori 
wall piers. Above is a severe Ionic portico with wide inte 
columniations, connected by an entablabure. The portico is 
covered by a horizontal ceiling, the entablatvure resting on. 
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Ilonic pilasters. An open balustrade forms the termination, À 
at the middle being a miserably designed great circuler ped- 
iment crowned by the arms, supported by a sphynx at each si 
de. The expression of the whole is most allied to Palace C 
hieragati, thowgh tasteless and with less impressive poner. 
The fourth design shows a variation by the same hand, that 
here strives for a richer development of magnificence. The 
lower portico is placed on piers, before which Gorinthian 
columns project on stylobates. The upper portico has Conp- 
osite columns égrouped in threes at the middle. The arch span- 
drels have four Victories, otherwise ornements of many kinds. 
à balustrade forms the termination, filled at the middle by 
a handsome acanthus seroll; above is a semicirceular addition 
not in the former project.

The fifth design exists in tmo variations, and is that ta- 
ken for execution. One shows exactly the arransement as act- 
ually erected, the other probably as submitted in 1571, mith 
several interesting differences. First the design has three 
roof bay windoms, thus at the sides semicircular and at the 
middle covered by a gable. In the final revision the side 4 
bays were omitted, the balustrades and even the cornice ni 
th consoles more boldly formed, the upper columns banded and 
the upper portion of their shafts flrted, the arches Re 
and nelow alternately having elegant keystones, while the Ne 
first design omits them below, but shows them everywhere 4 
above.

On the uhole one must admit, that the city officials of 
Cologne exhibited correct understanding and a happy choice 
in selection, which can always be started by modern city bo 
ies in similar cases. 
The other parts of the city hall, so far as they fall with. 
in our consideration are of eqval importance. Yet the great 
hall retains masterly woodwork #nith beastifeliiitarsiascons- 
tructed in 1603 by M. Reidt. Particularly the doormay is a 
shompiece of design and execvtion, even the deep jamb,of the 
recess being entirely adorned by precious inlaid work. Lik 
wise the ceiling exhibits excellent memberingé in stnceco wi 
inserted medallions of emperors, partly gSilded and painted.… 
Also the door of the conference room, transferred here from 
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the arsenal, is one of the most elegant works in intarsie 
dating from the same time, the ornaments executed in the 
plate and œurved style commencinég as Barocco. 4 

To this final epoch also non belongs the so-called “Spani- 
sh building”. It lies opposite the main building of the ci 
hall with the portico looking west, and encloses with it t 
little place, that appears as the centre of the entire pla 
and at the northern and southern sides is connected with t > 
adjacent streets by bold Barocco portals. These portals end 
the Spanish building belong to the same epoch of about 160 
The Netherlandisé late Renaissance with its brick masses and 
the high windonws constructed in sandstone predominate here. … 
Brt the ground story is erected in strong rustication of ash- 
lars with horizontal bands. It the middle opens the facade … 
With five open arches, which lead into a portico with Gothie 
cross vaulëts. À portal at the side exhibits a fine grille of 
wrought iron, also the strong iron gratings of the bo 
on the south side of the building merit consideration. The 
middle of the dacadw is cronned by a high and wide Barocco | 
gable with curves and volutes. All this is dry, simple and 
strong. 4 

In the interior of this building is contained in the érou- 
nd story a room with elegantly carved panelingé on the valls, 
divided by fluted Ionice pilasters, the termination by rich k 
decorated friezes. The ceilinés are everywmhere formed by Go-. 
thic cross vaults with beautiful keystones. A winding stair… 
leads up to the upper story, where a hall from 1644 is ador- 
ned.by an elegant stucco ceilins. At the western rear side 
of the extensive building a separate entrance leads to one 
of the finest windiné stairs entirely in carved Woodnork; p. 
perhaps the most elegant of all still existing! 

Of city montments is scarcely more than the arsenal to be 
named, à plain brick building of the same epoch, notable for 
tuo stepped gables and a rich stronély Barocco portal in san 
stone. On the side facade is an external stair tower decora- 
ted above by handsome arms. 

The howuses of this epoch in Cologne are not at all in pro= 
portion to the importance of the citizens of the principal 
city; the femrof eèrkgrdatéldressithout ornament or artistic 
iydividuality; the scerce richer bnildingés shrents beloné D. 
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to the Barocco. At first the high gabled facades,with thei 
stoier entirely opened by umindows retain the character of 1 
the middle ages, particularly the windons with stone cross-… 
es and the plain stepped gables, whose steps are crowned by 
small volntes or arches. Thus the high corner hicuse on the si 
Heumarkt and the Little Seidmacher alley. A stately gable 4 
with boldly treated volutes at No. 24 Hewmarkt. Richly car- 
ved is the beam for hoïsting loads in the upper dormer. Such 
handsomely decorated béams are found on many houses. Except- 
ional with handsomely decorated friese:ie fond on the honse 
at No. 20 there. An ornamental little facade at No. 11 of Le 
the same place has a classistic expression partienlarly by + 
the arched windows. At Nos. 20 and 22 Altenmarkt #s then the 
simply treated house zum Goldne Pretzel with dowble seb168 
and volutes decorated by rond disks, dated 1580. À plain 4 
gabled howse with voluies and without finer treatment at No. 
36 Great Mitsch alley frog 1590. Also here is a finely carv… 
ed peam in the roof dormer. On an otherwise worthless facade 
at No. 58 there is a handsomely treated figvre relief with 
tuo Cupids. One of the finest minding stairs is found in the 
house at No. 25 Minorites place, constructed in noble styl 
with rich ornements and elegant membering. These stairs Car— 
ved in mood, not merely decorated on the railingés and para | 
pets, but also freguentiy on the vwndersides of the steps, | 
form a special pecvliarity of the houses of Cologne citizens. 

Finally yet a few late but so much the more splendid strag 
gélers are to be mentioned. À stately facade at No. 24 Filzen. 
graben with two very high stories above the ground story; t4 
the windows with stone crosses but ending in round arches; L 
the gables with rich interlaced and broken ogee arches, on 
the lower angles being tno men armed with spears. Still nu | 
later and already from the fully Barocco time is the howse 
zur Clocke,at No. No. 14 Hof. The facade with its simple st. 
epoed gable may belong to an esrlier epoch; bnrt the portal 
adorned by dry festoons of fruits, masks and the like, and 
the internal decoration permit the late Barocco styce to be. 
recognized. The wide and high vestibule with its stvecoed 5 
beams is a beautiful example of the old arrangement of 6olo- 
gne houses. Toward the rear adjoins a longer, higher and r 
chly lighted hall, whose ceiling exhibits very rich stueco 
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ornamentation, in the midûle being a foverful relief of Mu 
tius Scaevola, who extends a hand over a basin of fire, dat 
ed 1693. The nell carved windiné stair leads &to the wfper 8 
story, where is found a similar hall, thowéh less luxuriows— 
ly adorned. U 

The noblest facade àf this late time and dstoi 1696 is th- 
at of a house at No. 8 Sandbahn. The great main portal is …. 
connected with two smalles doornrays leading to the ae 
and is truly original and really ertistic in conception in 
the developed Barocco style. Fluted Corinthian pilasters en: 
close the gateiway arch, and an oval window helc over the po r= 
tal by cupids thovwéhtfwlly ends the composition. Likewise & 
the est door is characterized by fine cervinés in luxwria 
forms. The same character has the windiné stairs in the ves- 
tibule of the house, which on each step is covered by ornau- 
ents and on the nevwel is animated by a bold figure of Atlas. 

Gertainly may such works in internal decoration have found 
their destination in the course of time. So much more valua- 
ble are the few remaining examples, to which may be added ©- 
others, that may have escaped ne. 

Brauweiler in the vicinity of Cologne possesses in its a 
bey chnreh tno side altars, one of which from 1562 is less 
interesting, the other from 1582 is a veluable work nearly 
in the character of that in the crypt of S. Gereon, likenik 
se executed in btufa and once richly painted. The elevation … 
above the table begins with a predella, that shows in niches. 
the busts of four saints. Above rise four richly decorated 
Corinthian pilasters, which at the middle enclose a large 
niche with the figure of S. Anthony the Hermit abowt 4 ft. 
high, at each side being tro smaller niches above each other 
enclosiné figures of female saints of half the size. Over … 
the cornice the dedication tablet is placed as a rüchly en 
Closed addition; the crowniné of the whole is a crucifix. 
All members are covered by elegant fèliage ornament in the 
graceful style of the early Renaissance. In the wpper part 
play Gothic reminiscences in arches beset by crockets. The 
ekecution throughout appears of great delicacy. Thepilaste 
bave tenderly drawn foliage, gold on blue grownd. The Cori 
thian capitals are entirely gilded: likewise the side ornai 
ents of the cromningé. The figures in the niches all have p

paintiné and gilding; the niches are covered by silver or1 
mentation on a blue ground. a 

Upward on the Rhine their is first in Andernach the Leyi 1 
che Hof, a notable builindg of the late Renaissance mith a 
magnificent Barocco portal. In Coblenz are several bay stat 
ows to be mentioned, thus on the corner of Krewz st. But mo- 
re important is the Jesuit church, a stately s.ructure of Le 
the late time, somexhat earlier that that at Cologne, built 
1609-1617, and again mixing mediaeval and antique in a diffs 
erent ray. The three aisles are separated by round axcades… 
on Dorie columns; also the galleries over the side aisles ei 
open into the middle aisle in similar arched form. On the 4 
contrary all interiors exhibit late Gothic net vaults: like 
wise the windons have pointed arches with vesica tracery: al 
so a stately rose window on the facade is still membered à de 
good late Cothic manner. Yet the egg mouldiné and peaerl bead 
play 2 éreav part in the treatment of details.

Of the tombs in the narmelite church at Boxpard a brief 
description es given at page 81 of Volume I, and I give i 4 
Fis.

The gracef«ul tombs in the pearish church at Simmen fered 
better. À side chapel there forms a mansolewum of the forme 
family of the palgraves. To the most elegant monuments of 
the early Renaissance belongs the ebitaph of the palgravine 
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Johanna, born countess v. Nassau and Saarbrück, of which. 
giverone of the elegant pilasters in Fig. 370. The monument 
was erected soon after the death of the lady (d.

?’s tomb (d. 1539) is also fownd in the chnrceh at Simmen, and 
likevise an extremely elegsant epitaph of J. S. Rodler (4. Ë 
1574), probably his son. Still another finely treated st 
ent from 1554 on a pier of the chorch deserves mention on 4 
account of its noble simdicity. [Me give further evidence of 
the ornamental character of the #ork in or Fig. 371,, #hich 
represents the epitaph if paléraveine Alberta from 1553 only 
decorated by arms and inscription tablet. This nork is excl 
sively in the forms of a charmingé early Renaissance, with t 
any mixture of Barocco elements.

As the maker must perhaps be regarded master John of Trarbach, 
who lived at Simmern as mayor and scælptor, produced the me 
nificent epitaph of count Michael in the church at Wertheï 
before mentionedon p. 82 of Vol. I, and in 15683 accordins 
the existing contract executed the similarly treated tomb 
cownt Louis Casimir v. Holenlohe for the chorch of Oettiné 
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Mostly poor is the Renaissance in Treves prominent by it 
mighty Roman works as by the great monuments of the middle 
ages. The city itself shows no notable use of the new styl 
in public or civic bmildings. A&temost also it occurs here.

In the Liebfrauen chnrch in the two polygsons near the en 
trance the balustrades on the high gallery on the wall are 
in the most elegant style of the early Renaissance.

The most important is possessed by the cathedral in tmo 
bishop’s tombs, that without questi:en belong to the noblest 
of sich works in or Renaissance. Both are wall tombs of s ji 
ately aud even grand design, with extremely rich decoration. 
The earlier was caused to be erected by archbishop Richard 
v. Greifenklau (d. 1531) in 1524 during his lifetime. Two" 
wide pilasters enclose the niche in which is a 2er. 
on in relief of the Crucified One, and S. Helena with S.Mag= 
dalene, as irell as of the nobly expressive figure of the à =. 
ceased, worthy of Holbein, and commended by S. Peter. Befo 
the piers in a rather loose composition are placed above ai 
below little pilasters with figures of saints. Above ne 
gantly decorated cornice the finely executed arms of the ar 
chbishop are Bëld by two griffins ard form the terra 18 
All surfaces are covered by precious miniaësre-like orname é 
ts of the finest early Renaissance. Especially charminé is 
the lomer frieze of scroll work of svirited invention and 3 
animation. The second monvwment is that dedicated to archbi 
op John v. Metzenhausen deceased in 1540. In the great nidd- 
le niche is the lifesize and masterly treated figure of the. 
deceased; in the smaller side niches are Peter and paul. In. 
the upper cromning are dolphins moving in the serolls, on à 
mhich ride plaful cupids. At the angles are two knightly sa 
ints, at the top being Christ on the cross with Maria and 1.4 
John. Likerise here the architectural framework is most lux 
uriantly covered by ornaments, that show a rather dry relief

and ont the minute refinement of the monuments mentioned ab 
ove. The niches in a similar “ay are bordered by work like 4 
Sgoldsmith’s , and like that monument in Boppard; but the ‘3 
ures far excel those. Again later is one of the first and rer 
richest works of its kind, the pulpit on which occurs the À 
orwerpoueringé love of decoration of the maturely developed É. 
style already inclininé toward Barocco is unfolded. Accord-… 
ins to the evidence of an inscription it “as executed by B. . 
R. Hoffmann in 1572. The name of the same artist is found 
in the riebfrauen church on the also magnificently treated 
altar with the epitaph of the cathedral provost H. Cratz LES 
Schaffenstein deceased in 1625, probably executed in the ‘ 
lifebiwe of the founder. 

The archbishop’s palace, that adjoins the great antique 
basilica, exhibits a dry Barocco fortal, in the second court. 
being a simple windingé stair of stately design placed on th— 
ree columns. The whole is not remarkable. Just as little à 
portant are the citizens’ howses on the Markeë mith their 4 
Barocco galleries. On the contrary the market fowntain foun-. 
tain ereceted in 1595 by the already mentioned sealptor Hoff- 
man is rather dry and ornamental in the figures, but expres— 
sive in elevation. 1 

In Zell on che Moselle is seen a little picturesque huntins 
castle built in 1542 by. Louis v. Hagen, archbishop o1 Tremes, 
which has an attractive effect by its round corner towers a. 
and a naive mikiure of Gothic and Renaissance forms. Also in 
vhe interior the vaults show a recxrrence to mediaeval elem- 
ents. At Bittburg the Kobenhof is an ornamental work in late 
Renaissance from 1576, yet but partly preserved. Sobenheim 4 
possesses a stately building like a castle in the developed_ 
style, noterorthy and boläly treated nith facated ashlers 4) 
and picturesque corner torers. 

Much else in the region of the Moselle and the adjacent 
Rhine region may still await a more careful local examinati- 
on. Valuable notes are in the industrious sketches in Kugl=. 
er’s Rhine journey, to which I merely refer here. But on the 
whole also in the dicoese of Treves &s in that of Cologne, + 
the chorch works, tombs, pulpits and the like, which rather 
belong to sculpture and decorative art than to architecture 
proper.are far most valuaple, while secular architecture on 
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only receives scanty care, especially in &he circles of the 
citizens. * 0 

More attractive and important is wooden consiroction in t | 
those countries, to which “re must devote a summary consider- 
ation, the more so as they substantially differ from the gr. 
_oup of lower Saxony. While there the separate stories project 
as far as possible beyond each other, thereby produciné thet 
rich and animated relief and energsetic memberingé, different 1 
views of which are presented by our Figs. 106, 349, 351, 352, . 
359 and 360, the Rhenish buildingés are less boldly treated 
with the least possible projection of the stories, less dev- 
eloped in relief, and seek to replace what they lack in ani-. 
mation by a more pictoresque ornamentation of the surfaces. 
Instead of that strong life of the buildings of lover Saxony 
a more refined picturesque charm is peculiar to them. In a 
plain and almost artless way ne meet with this style on the 
gabled house at Epoingen given in Fig. 104 in Vol. I. There 
are all elements of construction without ornamental conceal- 
ment, and almost all ornamental treatment is simply express- 
ed. Rather more graceful and richer is represented in Fig. 
105 the little house from Gross-Benbach; yet it already exh= 
ibits artistically treated corner posts and handsome patterns 
in the bars of the window:parapets. In a still more ornament- 
al way is executed the same kind of decoration on the house 
from Schabisch-Hall in Fig. 149. One sees at the same time à 
all ovur examples, ‘that this treatment of rooden construction 
extended not merely over the province of the upper Rhine, b« 
but also over the adjacent regions of Swabia and Franconia. 

Everywhere here the composition is based on the principle 
of representiné the structural elements umconcesled as far 
as possible, and to make this the starting point of the dec- 
oration. Therefore the posts are very stronély accented and 
not merely animated by carved surface ornament, as shown in . 
our Fig. 372 at the right, but particularly the corner posts 
are more boldly treated in the form of columns, where flutes, 
bands, foliage and other ornaments are employed in the sense 
of the Renaissance, as shown in two examples in the same Fié. 
While these members emphasige the vertical, the horizontal 4 
is only modestily indicated by moderate projection of the 4 
sills, so that some coved and chamfered members suffice, and 
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are sometimes characterized as a twisted rope. But particu 
arly are omitied the projecting beam ends of the wood cons 
ructian in iower Saxony. 

Otherwise the decoration of the facades is made by treat 
ing the wooden bars in varioiws forms, when they curve and L 
are cut in different curves. This technics entirely corres- ë 
ponds to wood construction and then usually produces cond- 
itions that recall the Gothic. Very richly are the window. 
parapets so adorned. (Fig. 373).The windons themselves ere 
arranged in groups after the custom in the middle ages and 1 
are enclosed by an architrave showing the same form and some- 
times projecting considerably on corbels. The pasts and arc 
hitraves are chamfered ind membered by ornamented rounds, al- 
so otherwise richly adorned by interlaced bands, scales, lea- 
ves and the like. An independent cap restinés on a dentil cor- 
nice terminates the top of suca a vindow group. Thus is shown 
in Fig. 374 a handsome gabled honse from 1606 at Traben èn 
the fjoselle. 4 

But it is almays a fine charm that the decoration sh:ews 4 
in fixed measure. By preference ara added to these facades | 
boldly projecting bay windows, whether these are corbelleë… 
ort at the corners in polygonal form, as ocours iw partieul=. 
arly original form on a house from 1572 in Rhense, or the. à 
middle of the facade is distinguished by such a projection 
as on the house at Oberlahnstein from 1663 in Fig. 375. Th 
influence of the Renaissance is expressed on these bvuild- 
ings chiefly by the membering of the sills, posts and girts 
as mell as by the treatment of the cornice. Then ocexrs th 
antique members, ogee and other wave-shaped members, dent- 
ils, pearl bead, plainted bands, consoles and the like in 
varied use.

Withort going too far into detail here, there may be 00] 
cially mentioned besides the rooden buildingés in Rhense and |

ble is also found elsenhere and frequently in other places 
in this region.

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Chapter XVIII. Provinces of Besse. 0 
In the widely extended provinces of Hesse reaching ta 6. 
the Neckar to the VMeser, that we comprise in the close of ‘1 
our consideration, neither the citizens nor the ecclesiasti- 
cal pover appears in important art creations; on the cent 
ry it is the princes to whom the Renaissance also owes her 
& characteristic prosperity. When Philip the Generorus inber- 
ited in 1509 from his father, landgrane William IL, the so 
possession of all provinces of Hesse, and already in his 4 
th year was declared of age by the emperor Maximilien, the 
high-minded prince at once entered into the midsè of the 
time of battles and trowbles. His rash, bolë and open natwre 
made him well known as a leader of the Protestant party, à j 
after the wumfortunate battle of Mthlbergs, a prisoner of Ch: 
les V, by the malice of Spanish politics. Vhen in 1552 he 0} 
owed to his son-in-law Maurice of Saxony the final freedom 
from the vile prison, there still remained to him before h 
death in 1567 a series of years of peaceful reign, that he 
devoted to the benefit of his country. Philip "as deeply x 
pressed by the religiows suffering of his time, and devote 
his entire care befori all to the derelopment of the Refor F 
mation, to the existence of churches and schools. Lt was he 
that already in 1526 introduced the Reformation into Hesse, 
and in the follovwinés year fownded the mniyersity in Merberé, 
the first evangelical college in Germany, that he endowed CRE 
with the confiscated property of monasteries, and that at f. 
first was principally intended for a theological seminary. É. 
It nas also he that at the religiows discussion called and 
personally led by him at Marburg sonwght to compose the diff- 
erences betneen the Wittenberg and Zürich reformers. É 
It is conceivable that these endeavors as "well as the va 
like perplexities of his life did not permit him to attain 
the care of the arts. First his sons, under whom the coun 
was divided might enjoy more quiet times, and in splendid 
monuments practice their love of art. Most important for.

Here is first to be considered the buildingés erected by t_ 
the landgraves. The very agitated reign of Philip the Gener- 
ous was filled by the storms of the period of the Reformat . 
on, as ire have seen, and was unfasoragble to a contenwed cars 
of art. On the con$rary his son and swccessor William IY the 
Wise (1567-1592) appeared as the friend of knowledge and pro. 
moter of the arts. Of nobke mind, also inclined to mild con 
ceptions in religious affairs, cultured on many sidis, also 
a vigorows and intelligent monarch, he occwpied an honorable 
place among the best princes of his time. His favorite purs- 
vits where in the direction of astronomy and mechanics; but 
he was particwlarly a friend of the formative arts, and he 
began already in 1557 erven in the reign of his father te. 
the corner stone of a newicastel as à residence in Cassel, 
according to the ewstom of the time adorned ny portraits of 
princes, and only destroyed by the fire in 1811. With the 
castel was also commenced a pleasure garden there, that ext- 
ended on the hill in the vicinity of tre existiné Bellevue, 
and that he furnished with rare plants from distant lands, 
Turkish tulips, oriental hyacinths and the like. For the my 
tles, cypresses, pomegranates, lawrel, lemon and fiä trees 
he built a separate orangsery, in whose open hall a founta 
cast its jet to the ceiliné, and from its galleries and b 
conies the view comprised the plan of the garden and lan. 
In its adjacent fruit garden, in spite of his corprlence th 
prince was accvstomed to care for the uork of graftiné ant 
budding himself as à good master and proprietor. His belo 
nife, th: gentle Sabina v. lurtemrerg, aided himsianswch 
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No vestige now exists of those fine buildinés: only the 
subordinate strnctures of the fart cowr.i and the stables 1 
still bear the stamp of that time. But in Smalkald formerly . 
belonging to the elector of Hesse, now an isolated proper- 
ty of Brussia, the stately castle, in spite of great neslecÿ, 
is still entirely preserved in its original plan by the mere 
activity of the noble prince. When Smalkald after the dyin 
ont of the Henneberg counts fell to Hesse in 1583, Willien 
IV. at once in 584 tore down the old fortress of Nalrab, and 
in its place erected the existing castle of Nilhelmsburgé. Of 
the mediaeval fortre:s there now oniy appears an irregular 
hexagonal tower at the east side with an attached round st 
ir toner.

Eminent worth must be arrtibuted to the little room for t 
the both moderate and effective decoration, that is scarcely_ 
fond elseultere in such completeness and preservation (Fig. 
378). All surfaces are most elegantly coyered by stucco, on 
the vanit ribs are saen fine pearl beads, on the vawlts of ;

that are covered by Biblical sayings in dark letters. On the 
uppermost end arches are reclininé figures of apostles exec-" 
uted in sbrcco. Wheraïtañ of white limestôte rests on the 
the emblems of te enangelists. Very handsome is the pulpit il 
projecting on a corxel above it. In the entire German Renai…

The other parts of the castle are fond iu a condition of . 
tasteless neglect, to which it is hoped that the Prussian ad- 
ministration will soon put an end. Since especially in 1813 
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the castle was wtilized as 2 hospital, its internal dséeratl 
ion materially suffered, and was then entirely destroyed, be- 
cause on the breaking out of hospital fever, all articles, 
not merely the gilded leather hanginés, but even the windows, 
doors and floors ere torn ont. In the ucper story of the e | 
east wing "nas the great hall (G in Fig. 377), which for the 
length of 90 fi and width of 45 ft. had the small height of 
about 15 ft. Its long ceiliné beams are supported at the mid- 
dle by three mooden col>mns and corresponding stone piers at. 
the walls, treated quite originally as Barocco consoles. The. 
ceilinég also with the ralls still show remains of paintings. 
À fireplace rises at onh end, at the other being a great st.

Little and that nithont special importance is contained 
in Cassel.

In the region of upper Besse, with which “me join Fulde and 
Banaw, Marburg, the old residence of the landgéraves first © 
comes into consideration.

was pleased only by a pretty half timber howse from 1607 with 
boldly carved bosts and a characteristicelly treated stone 4 
portal of 1607 adorned by two ailied arms. On the contrary 
fleilburg besides its magnificent location on the stéep hill 
Surrorunded by the Lahn in great curves, has in its princel k 
castle an unusually extended and picturesawely éronped bui 
diné, thatieattraëts oùr attention by tolerably early Renai 
sance parts. Already from afar is effective the massive bwi 
diné, risiné high above the steep rock, exceëédingly imposin 
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though externally not architecturally distingguished except by 
some nediaeval bay windows. It is a mixture of the most diverse 
architectural epochs from Cothic to Barocco. If one always as- 
cends in passiné arounû the vast structure, he passes into the 
inner court that forms à great square, exhibitin£g to the person 
énteriné the full irregularity of the mediaeval plan lying at 
the opposite éastern side. Bere appears at the middle a stately 
toner as a stairway, to mhose entrance leads at both sides a 
double flight of steps. The portal from 1548 is an original and 
tolerably capricious composition of the early Renaissance, in a 4 
narron addition like an attic nith tro ornanentally treated al-.

must leave their native land and found 2 reception here. Count 
Philip Louis (1596-1612) mes the one, nho gave 2 refuge to the 
persecuted men, and also to their countrymen settled in Frank- 
fort, that in the “free” imperial city mere oprressed on accou- ‘4 
nt of their belief, anû received them nhen he promised them the 
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free exercise of the religion. To these foreign colonists is 
due, that they laid te foundstion of the continually increas- 
ins ivdustrial prosperity of their city. After 159, there aro- . 
se beside the unpretentious and uñiüportant olû city 2 new one. 
aith regular and booad streets, mhose centre was formed by the 
great Market place. Not merely by the very inposiné public and. 
private buildinés partly surroundiné it, this obtained the app- 
earance of a certain grandeur, but elso of monumental decorati- 
on by four éreet and richly btreabed #ells placed at the four | 
corners. They are entirely alike in design and execution (Fig. 
380); on the first is read the date 1605, on the tro next is 4 
1616 and on the last is 1621. Constructed in beautiful proport- 
ions anû distinguished by elegant ornamentation, xhere especial- 4 
ly the fine acanthus scrolls of the friezes come in considerat- 
ion. It is characteristic, that the perfected Cothic rose trac- 
ery shows especially vesices in ornanmental execution. 

Some private houses from the same epoch, in part somemhat la- 
ter, are not exactly of artistic sorth, but still have a state- 
ly effect. Thus on the south side of the Market is a house with 
projectiné rectangsular bay nindon, that restes on corbels and t 
terminates with a balcony. The portal is enclosed by tristed 
Barocco columns.At the west side of the Market rises on a wide 
plan a house #itb three high Barocco gables, the middle one be- … 
in£ nider and higher.

in Cothic construction and divided by a midôle wullion and 
simple tracery. At the south and nest sides lie tbe entrances, 
that are executed in à tasteless pilaster architecture.

Since after some time a second House of Coû becane necessary

Here the pulpit 1 
is again attached to the touer, thus being at the eastern side, | 
nbile ÿhe organ rises at the south side of the gallery, the en- 
trances being at the south, north and west. The treatment of 
the foorms is substantially the same as on the earlier church,. | 4 
except that the ornanents of the stucco ceiliné are simpler, © 
chiefly consistiné of lozenges and medallions. 

Vosèt remarkable is the external appearance of this double 
church, chiefly determined by the two colossal polygsonal roofs. 
On the low roof rises the bell tower, diminishings in triple 
éradation, but which almost attains from the roof the heïght 
of the xestern church. Nurerous great bay windows anû smaller : 
dormers with vointed roofs, on the smaller church with two on 
the larger sith four rons above each other, animate these inm- : 
ense surfaces in an originel manner. The lower parts on the con- | 
trary diminish, yet by the still mediavally treated windows and 
the.butiresses likewise crowned by cross floners in Cothic sty- 
le are effectively membered.

Southern Hesse. n. 

Under this name I include the different regions that form the 
present grand ducal province of Starkenburg, to which is also 
added Rhenish Hesse. I begin here nibh Darustadt, which is very … 
properly to be designated as a creation of the landéraves. Alr- \ 
eady Philip the Cenerous had introduced here the beginniné of 
an architectural transformation but did not go far with it. Wb- 
en during the Smalkald #ar bhe castle partily built of wooû as 
burneë in 1546:2t the order of the Austrian general v. Büren, 
it lay in ruins for fully ten years. First in 1556, sben et nas 
required to arrange a residence in the castle for tbe son: of 
the landgrave, prince Louis, on his marriage with a princess of 
Wurtemberég, the idea came of a partial rebuildins, but first in 
1559 began the works. There was also non oniy a necessary lodg- 
ing intended, but when the prince entereû in 1562, he found the M 
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residence so small, that he could not even bring his servante 
there, anû begged his father to enlarge it. Philip only éran- 
ed a single additional sleepiné chanmber, when he remarked: 
“Therein mayest thou place tby family that thou most need: for 
if thou #ilt have many of the nobolity and other attendants 
lie in the night in the castle, we know what is the use, for 
only the more wine is wanted, and one night in sleepiné and 
drinkiné and other things nastes more than if they lie three 
nights in the city.” | 1 

À greater activity in architecture first began with the acces- 1 
sion €f Ceorge I, te nbom it is known that this part of the land 
feli in 1567 às an inheritance. This distinguished prince, the. à 
model cf a nise, frugal and active ruler, knew during his long ; 4 
reign till 159 hon to round out the little scattered and redu- 
ceû province, to form it anew in asdmisistration, churches and 4 
schools, and in every respect bo increase its material and int- 1 
ellectual culture. Here aerseshown by this prince as by his bro- 
thers, particularly William the Wise, the blessingés of the care- 
ful traëninés, that his father had caused to be given to bin, a 1 
and it es a particularly fine trait of character, that Ceorge 
used to say resgectfully; “We four brothers nith out peculiari- 
bties will never be able to represent such 2 father”. How much 
the province suffereû by the Smalkald war, the ëncroachments . 
of the nobolity, the neglect of agriculture, and the overflow- 
_ of the Rhine settlements, is scarcely to be stated. How the | 
conditions in Darmstadt itself might be resubts from the fact, 
that for all the more refined needs of life one must go abroad, 
since then the landérave even ordered his shoes and boots from ; 
Frankfort, until a native shoemaker made it known in a petition, | 
“That he trusted without speaking in his own fevor, that the | 
needs of S. F. D. with his attendants coulû be just as nell sup- … 
vlied as by the Traenkfort shoemakers”, shereon after a furnish- 1 
ed and successful test, he obtained the work. » 

In an impressive #ay the landgrave now also turned his atten- 1 
tion to building, but nith bis economecla feeling as the father 
of. his country, he avoided the proberly show buildings, that 
xere erected at the cost of bis subjects. He contented himself 
xith the necessary structures, buildinés for the administration 
and for practical needs, such as the arsenal, barracks, stables, 
buntiné box enû the like. For our consideration are only valuabl 
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the castles at Darmstadt and at Lichtekers. | ” 

The castle of the grand duke st Harmstadt was tronsiy influen- 
ced ty a,plain rebuildiné in tbe previous century (18 th), and À 
its older parts are not without interest. If one enters the fr- 
ont castle court, he recognizes at once, that the east win£é is 
2 separate structure from the late tème of the 17 th century. 
Its high gables are stroné,y curved and have spiral projectins 
volutes. The #nindons in the three stories have a plain treat- 
ment anû are divided by stone mublions. Before the midôle of t 
the wings lies a square stair toner mnith gallery and octagonal 
top, #hich supports a bell. At both sides of the tower is added 
a projection that ends nith a balcony on the second story. The 
arched portal beside s#hich are to smaller and similar ones, 
here lesds into the stairnay. The rich crowniné gith tro arms 
supported by lions gives some character to the otherwise plain 
building. The plan of the stairway is original. The middle por- 
tal leaûs to 2 wide and stately hall with tunnel vaults, and &. 
this bo rooms now Servinég as kitchens. The two side portals op- 
en to stairs which turn arounû the midèle space, tnice at right 
angles and then leading at the middle upnard. Externally on the 
portal is read the inscription:- Eouis VI; D. C. lendgérave of 
Besse and prince of Hersfeld”. Theremith as an indication of 
the relisious sense of the time are tro Biblical sayings. This 
part is bhen connected nith the north wing by à low Connectin£é. 
structure, that in spite of tall stories and more slender "ind- 
ons is no less tasteless than that, Put at the sestern end of 
it is added an extremely elegant portal nith Doric columns, on 
the lower part of the shafts being masks and festoons of fruits, … 
on the pedestals with finely treated fanciful heads like 1ions°, 
the portal piers in rusticetion as well as the keystone of the 
arch, but this is its freely decorated by dentils and egé mould- 
ins, spanôrels and frieze covered by the characteristic ornam— uw 
ent of the latest Renaissance. The entire treatment is rich and 
effective, so nearly corresponding to the portals in the Rëmer- 
hof in Frankfort, that one might conclude on the same master. 
Later than these works is finally the fortal on the nest winé, 
entirely in dry rustication, only on the low stylobate of the. 
pilasters being fantastic heads of monsters; on the keystbone a 
and includiné the entire frieze, a masterpiece of its kind, the 
heads ending in fruits, nasterly and treated with humor, and 
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dated 1672. This portal leads into a ‘second and sneller court, 
xhere the passage covered by à tunnel vault ends with an entir- 
ely identical portal. Only the lower heads on the stylobates a 
are different, indeed more richly treated. Here the date is Le 
1671. The southern and in part also the western’ termination of. 
the entire plan is formed by the later buildiné nith its desol- 
ate masses. | 

Returniné to tbe portal of the north winé, it lesds us to a 
passage covered by elegant star vaults. This ends on the outsi- 
de at a portal executed in rustication with faceted asblars, 
that bears the date 1595. This is the date of the entire earli- 
er Renaissance portion of the buildinés. Here then follows a th- 
ird and entirely irregular court, which includes in itself the 
oldest parts of the plan. The sestern winé and so-called White. 
all buildiné end the aëjacent part bending diagonally to the 
northwest, the so-called court-confectionery building, are re 
mains of the earlier mediaéëéval plan of a castle originally be-. 
longsiné to the count v. Katzenellenbogen (cat’s elbors) and b 
built in the 14 th century. On the north side of this court 
is again found a rusticated portal, but arranged with many alt- 
erations. Namely the"surfaces lyiné betreen the faceted bands 
have finely treated ornaments in the sell knonn metal style of 
the time. The pilasters are diminished downward like steles. 

The #hole makes a strong as elegant impression. Above in the 
second and third stories of the double arches of a loggia, like- 
nise in dry rustication on similarly treated piers with faceted 
ashlars. From this portal one first passes into a side court, 
from which a lions and low vaulted passage leads to an external 
fortress-like gateway, that is only decorated by some masks and 
the arms of the lendérave Ceorée II v. Besse and his #nife Soph- 
je Eleanora, The high side gable of this older portion of the ; 
castle are developed in the usual forms of the time with curved n 
volutes and vertical pyramiäds, but not especially fine or rich. 
Tt is medium good. à 

Concerning the architectural history of the castle so much is 
settled, that between 1360-1375 from an earlier simple fort ras L 
srected a habitable castle for the count of Katzenellenbogen, 4 
whose remains are to be sougsbt in the court confectionery 2nû 
shite hall buildinés. After the castle with the city in 1479, | 
after the dyiné out of the male line, fell to the landgrave of 1 
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Hesse, nere erected extension buildingés in 1513-1520: then the 
castle, as proved in bhe old description, sttained the extent ‘4 
required for the mediaeval residence of a prince. Namely a lar- 4 
ger hall in the ground story is :mentieñéeé, #xèth 15 tebles that 4 
could be placed in it”; in the second story was a smaller dininé 1 
hall as mell as the necessary living rooms. Under Philip the € : 
Cenerous the castle sufféèred by the battles with the imperials 
and was destroyeë by fire in 1546. This sas succeeded by resto- 
rations in the fifties, when duke Christopher v. Wurtemberé *as 
applied to for timber, since such could not be obtained in the 
province. Duke Christopher granteë the request and sent a con- 
siderable number of beams 50 to 70 ft long. But first with Ceo- 
rée I, the founder of the Besse-Darmstadt family, there arose 
first about 1568, then about after 1578, 1586 .oû 1587 a great- 
er activity in building; the old lower court of the castle "as 
terminated by the east wing with the chapel at the south (empe- | 
ror’s hall), and adorned by those portals that we have consider- 
eû above. In the southeast angle arose a stately rounû main ton- J 
er; a smaller stair toner stooû in the reentrant engle betreen 4 
the court confectionery and tBe white hall building (later rep- 
laced by à modern steirnay); finally another still remaining in 
the southwest corner. As architects are named J. Kesselhut and 
R. Loskant, and besides them the masons Peter de Colonia and EH. 
warian, both described as“Italian masters ”. The The chancery 
“as then erected under Ceorgse II after 1629 and sas later repla- 
ced by the modern castle; on the other hand the parts aûded si- 
nce 1663 by Louis VI in the front court of the castle, particu- 
larly the east niné with the stairnay and the toner bears the 
chines, as ne bave seen, still exist sith their stately portals. 
From the late time of the 16 th century also dates the city 
ball, begun in 1555, a dry end nell built structure cronned by 
tro great gables, nhose volutes are rather lame and length. À 
square projectins stair toner is similerly cronned and contains 
the winding stair nith a Gothic neuwel. The portal vofibhe stair 
has à straight lintel anû entrance by à mediaeval architrave, 
but is flahkéd by tro elegsant Ionic columns, #hose sbafts sbon 
fine ornaments on the lorer part in the usual metal style. The 
main portail has a round arch on rusticated pilasters, very str- 
onély treated, the archivolt mith egé mouldiné and dentils, the 
keystone with energetically treated console, and thus allied &o 
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the xorks in tbe castle court. Tle ground story formerly opened 
nith great arcades with rounû arches, that shon facated treatm- 
ent of the ashlars. Tbe tro ufper stories exhibit coupled mind- 
ons with straigbt lintels and cothic mouldinés. On the high dd 
of stanés a little clock turret. In the interior is an. unimpor=" 
tant hall, whose doornay nith its very puerile capitals of col- 
unmns and sselled pilasters like handles afforä proof that here 
besiedes skilful stonecutters ere busied strikingly belated … 
joiners. À very plain buildiné full of character is also the : 
paedagogium built in 1629, effectively animated by doutle curv- 
ed gables in front and rear. In the middle projects a square 
stair toner, passing above into an octagon, to mhose left side 
leads a flight of steps. In the interior the winding stair sho- 
ns a newel with Cothic mouldinés. The boldly executed arms of 
the landgrave adorns the toner, nhose ornamental weathercock is 
also noterorthy. The #hole is economically executed, the gables 
of brick, yet on the point in cut stone. 

More important in the city church is the magnificent epitapbh, 
that Ceorge I caused to be erected for himself and his first 
wife Magdalena v. Lippe, n 1589. It occupies the place of the 
former high altar and is entirely executed in alebaster, conta- 
iningé the standing figures of the princely pair in 2 rich niche, 
fshere the splendid costumes are rasterly treated. Between them 
in a great middle perel is seen the Crucified One, norshipped 
by the marrieë pair and their ten chilôren; the background is 
formed by Jerusalem nith a great number of domes end toners. In 
the upper panel the love of allegory is fully expressed; in the 
middle appears tbe Risen One #ith the standard of victory; bel- 
on xalk:thesprinces precedin four children, an angel sitb a 
trombone flyiné above: Faith leads her by the hand, and her at- 
tenpdants have the figures of Hope, Love, Justice, Prudence, Ten- 
perance and Courage, thus the tree theological and the four c 
cardinal virtues. The #hole is of tbe highest ornamental magnif- 
icence, nith a rich use of painting anû gilding; as the meker 
of the rnork the documents of tbe archives of the grand duke axd 
the state show tbe master P. Osten, who is more particularly t 
termed the “cousin où the architect at Mainz”. The alsbaster 
employeä for it came from Rotenburé on the Fulda. fitb a simil- 
ar treatment, but already more Barocco and overloaded is tbere : 
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tbe epitaph of the second wife, Eleanr v. Wurtemberg, that also 
represents the pair. & smaller anû also Barocco and drily treat- 
ed epitaph is that of the duchess uaria at Brunswick, died in 
parmstadt 1510, anë another for count Philip v. Naldeck, died 
1582. Finally there is the firstborn son of the landgrave, Wil- 
liam that died as a child and is represented as prayiné än bis 
shirt on a very small epitaph. | 

Otbhernise the results in the city are small. Only Alexander 
street is entirely occupied by the inferior buildinés of the 
latest style. À tablet at the besinniné of the street states 
that Louis VI founded that part of the city in 1675. 

The graydest creation of George I is the castle of Lichten- 
berg, that he bad commenced by the architect P. Ballesen in 
1570 anû was completed about 1581. The location of this sell 
preserved anû vast buildiné mnith its high gables on a hill vis- 
ible afar in the northern spurs of the Odenmald, with the noble 
vier of the valley of the Wiesen and the heigbts of ‘the forest 
mountains has great beauty of landscape. Since the early middle 
ages there existed a castle of the counts of Katzenellenbogen, 
bat which must already have become quite ruinous, since George 
decided to erect a new building beside it. The landgérave obser- 
ved nitb special care tbe construction and completion of this 
building, that he had intended for the residence of his widon, 
and sbhere with his nife he gladly enjoyed pure air of the moun- 
tains. When one approaches the gently rising hill, be sees at 
the rigbt on an advanced hill a great round waëch toner, defen- 
ded by fire from the stories and the bettlements. If be turns 
to the left, he first reaches the outnork of the castle, whose 
curved gables bear tbe characteristic forms of this late time. 
A vaulted casemated passage leads into the court of the oubnorxk, 
entirely surrounded by high #alls cromned by battiements. Above 
these rises the main building of the castle, a mighty and lofty 
sork in three stories in borseshoe form and enclosiné a great 
court open in front. The niné on the right, that is eguipped 
with well developed volute gables and the nucieus of the roofs, 
does not project as far as the one on the left, tbet further 
bears a characteriess hip roof. On the other hand there adjoins 
the front of the right ning a great terrace, that affords a fi- 
ne vien over the mall with battlements. (These battlements are 
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however modern). At tbe front in the court is seen the square 
stone basin of the former fountain. 

The execution of the entire building is simple but skilful 
and solid. It is found here on a éranite rock, therefore the 
wasonry is of split stone plastered, only the nindons, portals, 
cornices and gables nere constructed of red sandstone. In the 
left angle of the court is placed a polrgéonal stair toner with 
a portal. This shoss simple Doric forms with fluted and stroné- 
ly snelled pilasters, high frieze and plain gable. Somemhat mo- 
re stately is the main portal in the right ning like a triumph- 
arch with four similarly treated Tuscan pilasters, frèeze with- 
out triglyphs, on the attic being the finely treated arms of t 
the landgrave and his nife, with a gable above 8B termination. 
All this simple aenû strong but elegant, execute in red sandst- 
one. Besides only the high volute gables give the building an 
animeted expression. The left ing is evidently older, irregul- 
early arranged outside, manifestly with the use of an earlier 
building, the windows diminisbing upward with the height of the 
stories, s#hile the other building has the same height of story 
in all three stories. The windows are slender, bisected, the 
architrave formed by a mediaeval coveû mouldiné. À great terra- 
ce garden extends around the building. 

In the interior nothing remains of the original decoration, 
except some stucco ceilinés and some beautiful nooden portals 
(one marked 1581). The ninding stair is simple and with Cothic 
mouldinés, and has a bandsonely stuccoed vault. Eh eaeh:st0py 
is found a great hall, whose ceiliné rests at the middle on 
snooëen piers, all these rooms are about 18 ft. high. The chapel 
‘is placed in the ground story of the left winé, end is extrere- 
1y simple with the date 1571. Unfortunately the imposiné buila- 
‘ing appears entirely abandoned to neglect. | 

Before the landgrave of Hesse brought the Renaissance style 
into use in these regions, it bad alresdy experienced the care 
and promotion by the dynastic families of the country. Thas in 
Bebenhausen the castle of the count of Hanau, non serviné 85 a 
barrack, that meanswhile contains some elegant details of the 
early Renaissance. The plan nas originally arranged chiefly for 
defensive purposes. Still are visible traces of moats and nalls, 
that surround the “hole in a great square smith four éreat round 
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toners at the angles. Within this enclosure again rises the cas- 
tle as a square, entirely without a vestige of artistic treatn- 
ent. The entrance lies at the north side in a projectiné gate 
toner, nith doubled arme outside over the entrance, that is en- 
closed by very rude anû primitive Rensissance pilesters. The 
date 1525 shows how early these forms appeared here. Enteriné 
the court, one believes that he recognizes that its rather ir- 
regular form belongés to two different building times. At about 
the middie of the south ning projects a polyéonal stair toner, 
that is adorned by a very fine portal in later Renaissance. On 
the contrary there is read on a round stair tower of the east 
winé, that still exhibits Cothic forms, that in 1470 count Phil- 
ip caused this nork to be commenced. À similar toner is found 
opposite on the nest niné, then in the northwest corner is a 
stairray, and just beside it in the éround story is a handsome 
rectangular bay window on elesant consoles. But this is an add- 
ition in later Renaissence, bo nhich time also belong the tro 
little Sables on the east and west nings. Yet the best added 
at thaï tine is the extremely delicately nrought portal in red 
sandetone on the middle orincipal stair. It is enclosed by tro 
freely projectiné fluted Ionic coluuns, over which a strong bro- 
ken entablature supports a second colonnade. The latter is Cor- 
inthien with a,most frail ornamental shafts, whose loser part 
shows graceful trophies and festoons. These forns as #ell as t 
tbe plant ornamentation of the frieze, the tro arms n the att- 
ic, and the elegant Sable cronnin£ the same belong to the fin- 
eet of the time. 4 still more megnificent though less noble por- 
tal in the grounû story of the stairnwas forms the connection 
sith a valuted vestibule leading outside. Splendid hermes here 
-enclose the doorway and on the lintel of the door are seen ele- 
gant arabesques. Above are again the tro arms aith the names of 
Philip the Younger we Henau and his nife Catherine born countess 
y. Wied. Othersise the interior of the castle is without interest. 

On the contreby some remains of private houses afford evidence 
‘of 2 certain architectural activity. The rore imposiné buildinéss 
all have a court beside them saith 2 high enclosiné xall, acces- 
ible from the street by a great arched portico and a smaller d 
doorsay, hereby at the same time enrtrance to the house ‘is obt- 
aived. This'is shown in à simple ay by the inn zum Adler, and 
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likemise for the house lyiné beside it, mbere then on the right 
in tbe court a stone #indiné stair leads into the main buildiné, 
nbile at the left a side building is characterized by a pretty. 
Renaissance portal. Obliquely opposite in the same street is a 
house of similar plan, in the court being also the winding ste- 
ir with the date 1602. On the doors everynhers are handsome irà 
on knockers. pe 

Not equall important and even earlier are the traces of tbe 
Renaissance, mnhich ne meet on castle Breuberég. This stately anû 
picturesque castle, that now belonés to the prince of Lürenste- 
in-Wertheïim, then serveû a younéer line of counts of Werthein ! 
as a residence. Count yichael II added sfter 1499 to the nucle- 
us of the building dating from the early middle ages an import- 
ant addition, which srith malls anû projecting toners as nell as 
a deep and nide moat gave the nork a capacity for defense resp- 
ectable at the time. About the end of the Renaissance further 
parts were added, particularly by count John Casimir v. Erbach 
about 1620, #hich considerably increased the richness and vari- 
ety of the norla of forms. 

Wben one leaves the HBchst station of the Odennrald railxay, 
the castle on the forested hill opposite already afar invites 
the nanderer. It is a very imposiné, very extensive and irregu- 
lar plan, that follons the crest of the hill and is surrounded 
by a deep moat änd high walls, at the angles round tosers proj- 
ect like bastions. In the area at the right rises a detached 
round defensive toser. The outer entrance gate nith its margin- 
ed ashlars with bosses and the metal ornaments of the keystone 
belong to the late Renaissance. Then one passes over the dran- 
bridge across the deep moat to the proper gate of the castle. 
This is adorned by elegantly wrought arms aith the inscription- 
“Michael Craue at Wertheim, 1499”; enclosed ty ornamental Cor- 
intbian pilasters in #ell understood form. Thus at belonés to 
the earliest monuments of our Renaissance. The gate is further 
entirely plain, end on an asbhlar is resd the date 1559, that 
indeed relates to 2 repair. This niné ends #ith a stepped gable, 
that building lyiné farther back and also extendiné to the left 
xith a Barocco curved gable. On 5 simple bay nindox without any 
art form I believeë could be read 1513. These parts thus belcn£ 
to tbe Nertheim building. Above alt these front buildings toners 
ne mighty mediseval main toner of the castle is dominant 
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A tunnel vaulted gateway, that opens inside sitb a pointed a 
arch, non leads into the #ide and irregular outer court of the 
castle. At the left extends a stately building, at mhose portal 
is seen the arms of Erbach held by two cupids, with the inscrip- 
tion: “John Casimir Craue at Erbach, lord of Breuberé, 1613”. 
In the angle is here placed a nindingé stair, that leads to the 
state hall of the castle, This #ing is adorned by 2 half. destr- 
oyed gallery on corbels, that shows an originalily transformed 
Barocco tracery. In the éround story is found here a room like 
a cellar, whose simple cross vaults rest on four Tuscan columns 
of late Renaissance. Subsequently nooden struts were added. Over 
this room is found en the main story the low but lengthy knight#’: 
ball, whose ceiliné rests on girders on four sooden piers. The 
lonness of the room is even increased in appearance by tbe very 
luxuriant stucco decoration, that covers all surfaces of the c 
ceilins. Well preserved and carefully restored, these norks be- 
long to the most splendëd of their kind that we have. Of the 
tbree aigles of the hall, the middle one contains no less than 
32 finely executed arms in the genealogsical tree of"tbBzbuilder:; 
“Indeed the ancestors of his father and mother”. Arrenged in p 
pairs in bold architectural enclosures, they make an unusually 
fine impression. If the artist had to pay his tribute to herald- 
ry here, then must he in the side aisles cherish as a free poet 
classical opinions, and be did this mith charming force and pr- 
oud bolâness. Then en the geeat rounû panels, frequently divid- 
ed by others, enclosed by frames compose of circuler arcs and 
rectangular forms, he placed a1l1 sorts of fabulous antique bei- 
nés, ,ike Perseus and Andromeda, Phaeton, Canymede, Dedalus, in- 
deed all these figures soeriné almost free, arought with an al- 
most darings technics, excellent in movement, sell understood äg 
form. These sportive scenes in some degree subdued by the mode- 
st appearinés Christian Virtues placed in the side panels, and 
further appears the porer of the deccration in tbe still more | 
moderate treatment nith the purelry ornamental elements of genii,. 
areaths of fruits and flosers, but also scenes from. the fables 
like the stork and the fox, with certain Ôry genre. scenes full 
of free humor. Must one bleme the artist because he calculated 
bis composition properly for a hall three times as high, on the 
other hand #ill he allow, that in the éradation from the boldest 
high relief to flat relief is manifested the insight if a true 
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master of composition. To this is added finally a relief frieze 
placed around the snalls and extending above the nindon recesses, 
that represents the various entique deities on chariots, which 
are drann by the animals belonging to them. These works indeed 
nere executed by the neaker hands of assistants, mostly dry and 
inferior in the figures, but in movement and full of life. They 
substantially contribute to the general effect. Finally the deep 
window recesses, that lend to the hall a homely character, still 
have surface ornaments on their soffits. 

Passiné farther into the court, one has on the left the rema- 
ins of a buildiné unfortunately destroned not longs since, of # 
nhich there still remains tro polyéonal stair toners nith the 
boldly curved gable bélonginé to the late Renaissance. Farther 
onward are found the ruins of the former arsenal, a structure 
also fallen as a sacrifice to tbe modern lust for destruction. 
Its ruin is the more lamentable, since the remains permit us to 
recognize, that ne have here to do nith a very remarkable *xork, 
that merits a place among the earliest monuments of our Renais- 
sance. À great arched portal in skilful asblar nork of red sand- 
stone ocens between two Corinthian pilastehs. Above the frieze 
rises a narron structure cronneû by a gable and in the form of 
a little shrine, in "whose openiné appears the very animated and 
expressive half length figure of a warrior in Roman helmet and 
mail, #ho nsith à no longer existing crossbon seems to aim at-t 
all approachinés. If this figure in the form and the fine ornam- 
ents of the armor be 2 clear evidence of classical studies, the 
inscription on the base executed in beautiful Roman capitals £ 
gives further proof of the advance of humanistic culture shown 
here, since the earlier date on the entire portal of the castle 
still exnibits the Cothic small letters, The artist of this im- 
portanh nork has also named himself for ne read:- “H. Stainmil- 
ler made me”. On the couter engles of the broad loszer cornice t 
the artist sought to place quadrant panels like acroteries, su- 
ch &s one finds ondeed on antique sarcophaguses. 

Baviné passed these ruins of an important bui,dingé, one final- 
ly reaches the inner castle, that opens a magnificent portal f 
from the best period of the Romanesgse style. The inner portion 
of the castle presents fes points for our consideration. The 
deep #ell with windlass has en octagonal stone basin in Renais- 
sance forms; the miébty square keep nith its marsined ashlars 
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nith bosses is still a skilful proof où Romenesque construction, 
but its roof is a Sedantic addition. Splendid is the wide vie” 
from its top. 

If ne follon the lovely valleys fartber east, they form “ue 
eastern border of the Odensald, ne find en Hümling valley the 
littèe quiet Erbach, the residence of the old family of counts. 
The castle that doninates afar by the gtately round toner if "” 
mediaeval design, in its mass has been changed by a rebuilding 
during the 18 th century. Yet to our epoch belonés the gateway 
erected by count Ceorge II, whose simple portal, adorned by en- 
closins pilasters and elegantly executed allied arms sapported 
by tho female figures, bears the date 1571. In the interior ôf 
the gate court is read the name of the count also connected wi- 
tb the allied arms and the date 1593, thus the date of the com- 
pletion of this part. Parts erected in picturesque half timber 
*ork and terminatiné the court at the right, also adorneû by 
arms, oxes its origin to tbe father of the count, Eberhasd II. 
In the interior the rich and well care for collections from all 
periosd of history of art present fine evidence of the art sense 
of the noble family. rsor our consideration are excellent and v 
valusble nooû carvinés, locksmith’s norks, glass paintingés and 
the like. In the magnificent stag gallery is seen a splendid 
and luxuriant nooden ceiliné of late Renaissance, understood to 
be by Battenberé. | 

Infinitely more in architectural respects is offered by cast- 
le Fürstenau located ia fen minutes from Michelstadt beyond Mür- 
liné. Already from afar is seen the castle surrounded by a park 
#ith great trees, with high gables anf toners so guietly dtocated 
in a meadon land apart from the world, that recalls the castle 
of the sleepiné beauty. Filled with excited hopes one approach- 
es and first finds, lying directly at the river a non unused p 
pavilion from 1750, one of the most peaceful Gesigns that can 
be conceived, whose harmony is made very charminé by the noble 
park enclosure and the noise of the neighboriné milldan. Thes 
charmingé design with excellent iron ératinés on nindons, stairs 
and doors is non unfortunately left to destruction. Passing a1l- 
on£g farther, one comes to the mill, nbose stately structure #i- 
th characteristic volute gables proves to be the nork of the 
same count Ceorge II by bis arms with those of his nife (4. :1591)9 
Non the castle eneBé@sifrom its noble group of trees, à greab 
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horseshoe-shaped plan, effectively terminated at the corners by 
four mediaeval round towers,(migs. 382). to form a connection b 
betreen the tro widely projectiné side wings, count George II, 
_according,to the evidence of inscriptions , built in 1588 the 

colossal arch 40 ft. high añd 50 ft. span, crossed by a perfor- 
ated gallery and still preserved. Entirely covered by nila vi- 
es, that in luxuriant gronth lower theëé scrolls like a veil 
uearly to the ground, this in its way unique architectural con- 
position contributes no little to the picturesque effect of the 
#bole. The nucleus of the building in any case extends back in- 
to the 15 th century; then count Eberhard I (1481-1539) devoted 
bis care to the structure. From that time probably date the bay 
nindo»xs in the left wing and the main building, plainly built 
of ashlars on heavy corbels. One one of these I believed I could 
read 1528. Likewise the windows and doors bere often bear late 
Cothic forms. The main toner projectiné externally at the corn- 
er of the right nin£é with the middle building, made of split 
stones, bears an original octagonal cap, which with its gebled 
bay window and open gallery has an extremely picturesque effect. 

The entrance to the interior lies in the polygonal stair ton- 
er at the left corner of the court and at the right in an inter- 
pal stairnay, to which a flight of steps leads. A simple and à | 
dry portal enclosed by Ionic columns leads into the principal 
stairway. The ninâiné stair itself with an open balustrade rail- 
ing is decorateë on the entire ceiliné by fine surface ornanents 
of late Renaiisance. In the ground story at the left lies a ér- 
eat hall with deep window recesses and a magnificent bay #indons. 
Between the beanms the entire ceilinég is enimated by stucco orn- 
aments, chiefly scanthus scrolls mixed with some figures. Also 
in the main building éreat rooms are in the ground story, most 


beautifully animated by bay #indows next the court and the gar- 


den. These nindons are covered by late Cothic ribteë veaults and 
bave such a depth, that they have the effect of small rooms. U 
Unfortunately these rooms are entirely smoked and are utili-ced 
for inferior service purposes. Me must assume, that all these 
parts belong to the building of count Eterhard I, while the Re- 
naissance portions of the castle are due to Ceorge II. 

One does not travel far from this idyl to devote his attenti- 
on to the neighboring Michelstadt. The charmingély locateë anû 
peaceful little city attracts by the number of sortby monuments, 
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eyd first of all be an ixhremely picturesque market place. In 
the foregsround is seen a stately fountain, that bears a crudé . 
statue of S. Michael on en iändeed not very skèlfully treated 
Corinthian column. Excellent on the contrary ere the wrought 
iron rods that surround the lower part. The monument is the 
sork où count Ceorge I from 1541. On the other side of the mar- 
ket place rises the city hall with its high roof, its two bay 
windons like towers anû its open portico, as a simple sooden s 
structure. In the background risesuthe plain Cothic building of 
the city church nith its toner, that has high importance as the 
burial place of the count v. Erbach, since it contains a number 
of northy monuments. 

The earliest is now found in the sacristy, and is dedicated 
to count Eberhard I and his nife Marisa v. NWertheim. It is ae 
epitaph nithout portrait figures, but decorated by rich ornamen- 
tation of the early Renaissance. Creater richness, although st- 
ill without portrait representations, is shown by the alabaster 
monument of count Ceorge.f (à. 1563) and his nife Elisabeth v. 
Pfalz (d. 1569). Erected in thefform of a sarcophsgéass it cont- 
ains in its ornamentation motives of the early Renaissance con- 
bineë with tbe later cartouche work. Sarcophagus anû wall epit- 
aph re then combined first in the magnificent nall tomb of Ceo- 
rée II (d. 1605). Executed in marble, it shows in full aermor a 
and witb open eyes the prayini count, who lies there. His state 
bed is supported by merely rude caryatids, mhich like all other 
figures already have a strong mannerism. Tbe architectural ele- 
vation is almost entirely lost in Barocco spirals and figures, 
thereby being very unquiet. Excellentln treated is all orname- 
ent, that is mixed from notives of the metal style and cartou- 
che nork. #ell composed, but entirely in the manner of tbe Itai- 


ian Barocco are the medallions on the rear #all, the birth, res- 


urrection and ascension of Christ. In similar arrangement änd 
treatment is represented the epitaph of count Frederic Magnus, 
(d. 1618), so that one must assume, that it was only:erecteds1 
later. : 
Best is the portrait figure lyingé esleep in the state bed, 8 
and particularly tastefully are treated again the ornaments of 
the armor. Three lions bear the sarcophagusl and mourniné ange- 


1s, much #eaker and more pedantic than on the precediné monument, 


surround the deceesed. Furthermore the entire composition is p 
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puerile, unclear and overloadeda Still later is the monument of 
count John Casimir (d. 1627). We find here the hand of a differ- 
ent artist, a more moderate treatment of the architecture and | 
a more skilful conception of the figure. Four magnificently ex- 
ecubted columns, that support the broken Barobéstgable, are arr 
anged in the form of a triumphal arch. In the middle niche is 
seated on the sarcophagus the finely treated figure of the cou- 
ot, the troughtful head supported by the right hand, the gener- 
al”’s baton in the left, while the right arm rests on the helmet. 
It is like an inspiration from Michelangelo’s Lorenzo Medici. 
The lions that bear the sarcophegus appear to be from the same. 
hand as those on hre precediné monument. In both side niches 8 
stand allegorical figures of the Virtueu, on the rear wall are 
tno spirited and animated reliefs of battles, Moses in the bat- 
tle with the Agalekites, and another war scene from the Old Tes- 
tament. Although already strongsly Barocco, all these #orks are 
however still valuable, altbhbough I could not place them as equ- 
al in importance to those in the city church at Darmstadt. 

Othernise Michelstadt does not offer much. The old castle of 
tbe Erbach counts, which Cebrge I caused to be restored, is a 
plain plastered building of unimportent design. At the midéle 
of the facade a double flight of steps, covered by a roof on 
nooden columns, leads to a very simple portal with a pointed 
arch. Above are the allied Ertach-Hohenlohe arms and the date 
15239. Here is yet to be seen no trace cf the Renaissance. On 
the contrary re find the nen style, altbhough unskilfully emplo- 
ved, on the Market fountain established tso years later by tbe 
same count. Yet somenhat earlier it occurs in a smaller fount- 
ain in the main st., and on a“column tears a seated lion and & 
tbe allied arms of Erbach and of Wertheim,,also founded by cou- 
nt Eberhard I, #hom we bave already found at neighborins Fürst- 
enau. On the same street is seen a house from 1557 nith a small 
and hanûsome rounû arcbed doornay, nhose jambs are deoorated by 
rosettes. Above is a half timber upper story, anû over the door 
and on inclined struts is 8e bay window, plain but picturesque., 
The same arrangement, but more richly executed is 2 house in a 
little side alley east of the church. The ground story is again 
built of stone nitbh a round arched docrnay from 1620, elegant 
rosettes on the jembs; the upper story of mood has richly carv- 
ed corner posts and a handsome #indow on #ooden supporis. 
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Concerniné some other monuments of this province, lacking my 
own observation I can only describe them from communications f 
from a reliable local investigator. In the little city of Uust- 
adta city hall built of sandstone ashlars is described as a sk- 
ilful work of the developed Renaissance. The neighboring Selig- 
enstadt not only has houses nith beautifully carved posts and | 
beams, but also exhibits the Steinheim gate as a stately Renais- 
sance structure. Further are mentioned some £gooû epitaphs of t ; 
the Rodensteïin family in the church at Krumbach, namely the sim- 
ple tomb.of Hans IV, who at a great age was a pilérim to Rome 
in the year of jubilee anû died there. His emaciater face with 
a ghostly look from his stirm hat had given him the name of the 
“milà huntsman”. More richly treated is the double monument of 
George III and his wife (1563), further the epitaph of Philip 
v. Rodenstein (à. 1582), and his nives, as nell as finslly the 
monument of Hans VI. Neckarsteinach is interesting by its medi- 
aeval cartle and amoné the monuments in its city church especi- 
ally contains that of the knight H. Landschad v. Steenach. (1531) 
a gealous deferder of the Reformation. In the picturesquely lo- 
cated Higschhorn the master’s house of the castle, erected bef- 
ore 1584, shons bolôly executeû curveä gables with pilasters, 
cbelisks and balls in the character of the beginniné Barocco. 

In Rhenish Hesse I found in the church at Partenheim 2 rare 
example of a complete painting from the time of the early Ren- 
aissance. The entirecchurch is covered by floser scrolls and r 
representations of figures on a shite ground; on the mhite gro- 
und: on the #alls of the side arches in the midèle aisle are 
seen Christ’s entry into Jerusalen, S. Martin and a third legen- 
dary scene: these are rather Grily painted, the effect on the 
shole being quite good and original. At the beiébht of a man 
tends a frieze paintea red #ith ornamental medallions. To this 
are added bronn scrolls, rising from great Renaissance vases in 
tbe middle aisle; the fibuers are still partly in late Cothic and 
partly already in Renaissance character; A11 this finest in tes 
side aisles, especially the medallion hesds being very good and 
treated nith animation. 

Host charactesistic for this early epoch is hcxever the enclo- 
sure of the choir arch by painted children, sportive.aniwals, 
éames and the like. All this as sell as the medallion portraits 
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are somesbat in the style of Holbein’s art. The whole is extre- 
mely animated in decorstive effect. Thus also here the Renaiss- 
ance with its joyous secular pleasured makes its entry into the 
consechafted rooms of the church. 


APPENDIR:. 

Sthce at repeated visits to castle Ambras (p. 88, fol. 9), I . 
did not succeed in seeiné tbe Spanish hall, I give some notes 
on it after Dr. Schônherr’s contributions in the Boten for Tyrol, 
No. 231, 1878. Accordinély the hall with its antehall forns a 
separabte building, whose narrow facade and entrance are toward. 
the lower court of the castle, “while its north side adjoins the 
rock cut away to build the hall, but the couth facade with its 
nunerous windows faces the castle garden, formerly splendidly 
cultivated, but non desolate. The east #ing nitb the antehall 
abuts on the bathhouse and is connected with the more elevated 
casile by a stairway. The hall has a length of about 131. ft. 
and a width of 33 ft. and a height of 18 ft., nitb a magnificent 
sooden ceilin£é; on the malls are the lifesize portraits of Tyr- 
olest rulers from Albert I to archôuke Ferdinand, 28 well as 
rich decorative paintingés:; the floors laid sith red and black 
marble slabs. Fifteen great rectangular nindoss, above which 
are small oval #indons in the frieze, £éiviné an extremely abun- 
dant light. The hall #as recently completely restored, anû must 
originally have made a splendid impression; of the numerous ar- 
tists employed in the decoration of the hall mentioned by Schôün 
herr, I name the court cabinetm.ker C. Cottfried, who sorked on 
the noble ceiliné anû the to doors with their intarsias. The 
date 1571 appears to be the date of the completion of the nork. 

On the monument in the church at Jever (ep. 294, Vol. II), I 
one to upper chamberlain v. Alten in Oldenturé the valuable 
note, that it bears the date 1563. The same friend of art sent 
ue photographs and plaster casts of details made by the sculpt- 
or H. Bëschen in Oldenburé from the wooden ceiling in the cast- 
le at Jever (p. 296, Vol. II), mhich is evidently one of the 
finest, most beautiful and fanciful works or our Renaissance. 
1 must earnestly recommend to schools of art and of art indust- 
ry and museurs to obtain these excellent casts. fben the honor- 
ed friend of art informed me, that he found on the ceiliné the 
date 1536 and the monogram E. S., this early date appears the 
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more remarkable, mhen one is induced to place the rork at least 
‘tro decades later on account of the stylistic appearance of the 
whole, and especially of the developed cartouche nork. L 

On the Fürstenhof at Wismar (p. 257, “O1 II), I have to adde 4 
a recently published and meritorious essay by land architect. c. 
Boëkbrx, “Restoration of the facade of the Fürstentof at Wismar”. 

On the wooden buildinés of Hildesheim (p. 414, Vol. 99), has 
recently been published a valuable nork by c. Lachmer, 1882. 

The former organ of the church at Freudenstadt (p. 352, Vol. 
99) probably built after Schickerdt’s designs by C. Schott, has 
lately been restored and placed in the church at Hohenec£g, capi- 
tal of Ludsigsberé. i 

In Schreinfurt the house zum Einborn from 1588 (p. 470, fol. 
I), built by H. Weiner, nas recently restored by J. Lieblein. - 
The mill gate there mentioned by me has lately been compelled 
give #ay to the needs of traffic. 

In Sterziné (Tyrol) are found in and on the parish church nu- 
merous tombs, that reflect the entire development of the Renaissance.
